this we learn that public opinion, ar ox- 
pressed by us, has induced the Managing 
Director to make a slight condescension, 
namely to have the trains stopped at sta- 
tions in Huntingdon when any one wishes 
to get on or off. This is not enough, as no 
accommodation is provided for the froight 
traffic, which is of far greater importance 
than the passenger trade ; but Mr, Bick- 
ford coolly tells the people that, unless thoy 
pass a By-law granting a bonus of $10,000 
to the Railway—which amount would be 
required to pay for ‘‘ opening stations, 
“* placing the working staff, building grain 
‘* warehouses, putting in sidings, &o, ,”— 
that no facilities for transporting their 
freight to market will be afforded them. 
Tn other words, unless the people of Hunt- 
ingdon pay for the permanent works which 
are required to place the railway in a con- 
dition to receive, store and handlo their 
traftic, and make a freo gift of the same to 
Mr. Bickford and his associates, the pro- 
prictors of the line will do nothing to de~ 
velope their own business. When it is 
considered that the amount of sub- 
sidy granted to this line by the 
County of Hastings, the Township of 
Madoo and the Province of Ontario 
amounts to $134,000, or $6,090 per milo, 
and that according to the statement of our 
correspondent ‘‘ Ratepayer”—a statement 
which Mr, Bickford has not disputed— 
Messrs, Bickford and Cowan have made 
a profit of §34,000 on the operation of 
completing the road, it does seem that the 
demand made upon the Township of 
Huntingdon is out of all reason, whilst the 
uttompt to enforce it by the means employ- 
is entirely unjustifiable The permanent 
works required to accommodate the traffic 
ought beyond a doubt to be erected by the 
proprietors of the railway, because, al- 
though they accommodate the publio, they 
are yet certain to be a source of prolit to 
themselves, by increasing the traffic of 
the road. If the traffic is so small that it 
will not pay the interest on the erection of 
ware houses and sheds, the wages of the 
officials and other necessary exponses, aud 
leaye a margin of profit besides, let it be 
wy vowed Lethe Manacina Dinantnn If an 
then if even only two stations were put 
in a condition to tra nsact freight business 
50 as to afford accommodation 
to the people of Hungerford and 
Rawdon—say Urookston and West 
Huntingdon — it seems impossible 
that any loss should accrue; in 
fact a good return for the investment seems 
certain. This would be but simple justice, 
as we are informed that a large portion of 
land was granted free by Mr. Tulloch at 
West Huntingdon whereon the station 
house has been erected, on condition that a 
freight warehouse was to be built there and 
kept open for the accomodation of the 
public, This obligation Mr. Bickford and 
his associates purchased, along with Mr, 
Pardee’s interest, it is contended, and the 
matter will, we are informed, be the sub- 
ject of litigation unless the agreement with 
Mr, Tulloch be carried out. Wo hope that 
wise counsels will prevail, and that 
the necessary work will be done 
without delay, as we are convinced 
that the profits of the road—which we have 
reason to believe already reach a respect- 
able figure—would be materially increased, 
and the value of the property greatly en- 
hanced. 


As to the voting of a bonus of $10,000 or 
any other amount by the. Township of 
Huntingdon, we belicye Mossrs, Bickford 
& Co, must givo up all hopes of that, They 
purchased the road—if we are correctly in- 
formed—on an agreement to pay all claim® 
standing against it within a given timo. 
This they did not do, but resisted many 
claims, which tho holders were obliged to 
put into court, and the result was quite 
naturally the creation of a feeling strongly 
hostile to the present proprietors. Thus 
they are thomselves chargeable with hay- 
ing aroused the pooplo of Huntingdon 
against thoir enterprise. 

With nothing but the best of foeling to- 
wards the proprietors of the North Hast- 
ings Railway, we advise thom to cease their 
policy of discrimination, and to make of 
thoir line what it is intended to be, namely 
an avenue of trade for the whole of the 
territory through which it passes, Tho in- 
torosts of tho railway aud the country which 
it servos are identical, and the trade of tho 
tributary territory cannot suffor without 
tho railway’s interests suffering to an equal 
or perhaps a greater degree ; for the farm- 
ers still hase thoir old outlet for their 
traflic, from which, under the present ox- 
clusive policy, the railway derives no bon- 
efit whatever.

“Quebec, 15th September, 1879, § 

“The Lieutenant-Governor has tho honor 
to acknowledge the receipt of the address vo- 
ted tohim by the Legislative Council on the 
11th instant and which was presented to him 
by the Hon. H. Starnos, Speaker of Council, 
The Lioutenant-Governor sincerely doplores 
the critical situation in which the Province 
of Quobeo is placod in consequence of tho 
conflict which has arisen between the two 
branches of the Legislature, and he ardently 
hopos harmony may he re-established, so that 
the Crown may obtain the supplies which aro 
indispensable for the good administration of 
public affairs, 

**(Signed), Trxopork Ronrraiiye.”” 


Then Mr, Starnes inoved that the reply of 
his Honor the Lieutenant-Governor to tho 
addrers, yoted by the House on tho 11th inst, 
be taken into consideration, and, with the 
view to moot the ardent desire expressed by 
His Honor, that the Crown may obtain the 
supplies Which are indespensable for the good 
adininistration of the public affairs, be it 
*Resolved,—that the supply bill passed by 
the Legislative Assembly during this session 
be now read for a second time.” In support 
ot this motion, the hon. gentleman stated 
that thoro was no further need of quotations 
from May or Todd in support of the motion 
which he had deemed it 4 duty to the Coun- 
cil, to the Governor and the Province to make, 
He dwelt upon his desire tosee the existing 
deadlock terminated and to render justice to 
the sufforing institutions of the Province, the 
Public Works and employees. Hoe reminded 
them that in 1856 SirJohn A. Macdonald, 
Sir N. F, Belleau, and Messra. Cartier, Ross. 
Quesnel and other leading Conservatives had 
joined. in a protest against the action of the 

gislative Council in attempting to deprive 
the Assembly of its control of the supplies 
and concluded by counselling moderation in 
all utterances of the Council, 

Hon. Mr. DeBoucherville replied and con 
tended that the motton to take into considers 
ation a reply from the Crown was outof ordor 
and should have been asa simple resolution 
for the second reading of the Supply Bill ; he 
moved that when the House adjourns it do 
oo adjourned until the 27th October. Car- 
ried. 

Mr, DeBoucherville then asked the Presi- 
dent of the Council if he had any Ministerial 
en nd ngennbiingg thew ¥ eCaUCY 
in the Cabinet, 

Hon. Mr, Starnes replied that Mr. Chau- 
veau, without giving any reason, had resigned 
his seat in the Government, and that his 
Rom raat had been accepted. It was pro- 
bable that in a short time the vacancy would 
be filled. 

Then, on motion of Hon, Mr, Lavoillette, 
the Council adjourned. -

tho figures for last month, but the trifling fall- 
ing off in value is accompanied by a largo 
increase in the volume, prices of many do- 
mostio goods having deoreasod considerably 
sinco a year ago, Tho foreign domand for 
grain is vory large, owing to the gonoral fail- 
Ure of the crops in Europe, In this country 
all the crops aro abundant and shipmonts are 
correspondingly hoavy. It is belioved that 
Europe will take all our plus broadatulfs 
at fair prices, Statistica compilod at tho 
Produce exchango show that from January 
Ist to the ond of the first week in September 
of each yoar, the exports of wheat flour wero : 
2,712,955 barrels in 1875, againat 1,729,035 
in 1878 ; exports of wheat, 33,957,544 bushols 
in 1879, againat 33, |, 174 in 1878; and ox- 
porta of corn, 2 4, 295 bushels in 1879, 
against 20,589,167 in 1878, Thoro isa fair 
foreign demand for provisions, which have 
boou largely in request also in the South and 
Southwest. The supply of pork and lard is 
greator in this country than it was last yoar,

~~An International Park. 


The suggestion made by Earl Dufferin 
in a speech which he delivered shortly be- 
foro the expiration of his term/of office as 
Governor General of the Dominion, to the 
offect that the natural beauty of tho terri- 
tory immediately adjoining Niagara Falls 
should be reatored on both asides of tho 
river, and that it should be reserved as an 
international Park, seems likely to bear 
fruit, His Excellency communicated his 

suggestion to the Governor of tho State of 

New York, and the rosult has been that 

on Saturday last the Hon. O, Mowat, Promior 
. of Ontario, his colleagues Messrs. Fraser, 

Pardoo and Hardy, representing tho Goy- 

ernment of Ontario, proceeded to the Falls 

and there, as the Globe informs us, mot the 
following commissionors appointed on -be- 
half of the State of New York :—Licut.- 

Goyernor Dorsheimer ; President Barnard, 

of Columbia College, New York ; Mr. 

George Geddes, Syracuse, N, Y. ; Mr, 

Francis A. Stout, New York, Along with 
tho Commissioners were Mr. James T. 
Gardner, Secretary of the New York State 
Suryey, Albany; and Mr, Fred. Law 
Unsted, well known as the designer of a 
nymber of the principal public parks in the 
United States and Canada, including Oen- 
i Park,New York ; Prospect Park Brook- 
F lyn ; the park at Montroal, besides others. 
Our contemporary states that at the con- 
ference a sort of programme or plan of pro- 
posed operations was submitted for con- 
rideration, in which it was suggesiod infer 
alia —Ist, that no effort be mado to make 
the lands into a park, but rather that tho 
natural characteristics of the locality be re- 
stored and preserved, as far as praticablo, 
and that the grounds be thrown open to all, 
subject to such regulations as may be deem- 
ed requisite ; 2nd, that tho islands in the 
river and a strip of land on each side of it 
should be acquired, and that the latter 
should be planted with trees so as to form 
a belt sufficiently dense to shut out all in- 
congruous objects ; and, 3rd, thata toll to 
defray cost of improvements and mainten- 
ance should be levied, but that such othe 
feos as are at present collected—unless,per- 
haps, for special services, such as guides— 
should be abolished. The consideration of 
these suggestions and other matters con- 
nected with tho subject is understood to 
haye occupied the time of both sittings of 
the Conference. There seems to have beon 
a general agreement as to the desirability 
of the proposed scheme, provided the cost 

_ of it should not be too great. 

_. tis understood that the New York del- 
egates express to a willingness to go on with 
the project, provided it can bo definitely 
ascertained that the outlay on their part 
will not exceed $1,000,000. The expense 
which will be incurred on the Canadian side 
is roughly estimated at $500,000. 

Tho project is certainly a magnificent one, 
but tho cost seems to bo almost too great 
for this country to undertake, whether the 
work woro to bo assumed by the Provincial 
Government or by that of the Dominion, — 
which latter Government a large majority 
in this Province will contend ought to foot 
the bill. The public debt of the Dominion 
is now too heavy to warrant so heavy an 
addition for an object which has no prac- 
tical utility to recommend it, whilst so large 
an outlay from the Provincial treasury in 
order to secure an object which is purely 
sentimental in its character, and which 
might have the effect of causing direct tax- 


_. ation, would hardly meet with popular ap- 


probation. We sympathise with those who 
desire to carry out the great project, but 
it seoms to us,with present knowledge, that 
the expense is too great to warrant the, 
undertaking being proceeded with.

GRANT ys. BEAUDRY. 


(From the Montreal Star, Oct, 1.) 


This casecame before Hon. Mr. Justice 
Mackay in the Superior Court this morning. 
The action is taken by Mr. David Grant, 
Grand Maater of the Orange Order in Quebec, 
against ex-Mayor Beaudry, for $10,000, for 
illegal arrest on 12th July 1878. ‘T’he case 
was opened by Mr, Joseph Dourre, Q. C., 
with the reading of the declaration in tho 
suit, which set forth the causes of the action 
and claimed damages, the ground taken being 
that the plaintiff was ill ly arrested on tho 
12th of July, 1878, by order of the defendant, 
while acting asa peaceable citizen and when 
lawfully attempting to procecd to the cele- 
bration of divineservico. After the reading of 
the declaration, a number of witnesses were 
oxaminod, among othors, Mr, WilliamJohnaon, 
4 District officer in the Orange Order, and 
Messrs. A Allan and F, Hamilton. The exami- 
nation chiefly turned upon the character of the 
Orange constitution as rendering it a scoret 
society. Fred Hamilton, District officer in 
the Order, stated in examination that he knew 
of nothing secret about the society ; that ho 

Seen most of what was termed the Orange 
“* Ritual’ in print ; that thore was no secrot 
managing committee ; that all meetings of 
committeo were open to pueabers ; that there 
Was no secret provision by which they were 
bound to disobey the law. if BO directed. At 
the conclusion of his ovidonce the Court ad- 
journed. 

The suit is defended on tho ground that 
Mr. Beaudry in making the arrest only exer- 
cised « public right which was vested in him, 
in his official capacity as Mayar,

Thoro was a bright sun yeatorday afternoon,

BERLIN LETTER. 
(Regular Correspondent.) 
Beri, Sept. 2nd 1879. 


Nine yoars ago exactly to-night the heights 
around the fortified city of Sedan, in France, 
near the Belgian frontier, wery reddened with 
the glowing watehfires of over 200,000 vio- 
torious German troops, and as King William 
of Prussia, with his staff, rode through the 
lines of his invincible legions encompassing 
tho foe in the town below, he was groctod by 
loud and enthusiastic shouts, which sounded 
tho death-knell of one Empire and heralded 
tho birth or regeneration of another, On tho 
2nd of September, 1870, the German-speaking 
nations of Hurope entered ona etly now 
and hopefal phase of oxistonco wich the 
House of Hohenzollorn at their head, and that 
day, therefore, throughout all Germany, but 
especially in Prussia, has como to be regarded 
asthe moat eolemn and significant festival in 
the whole national calendar. Here in Berlin 
itself the dayhas been celebrated with no 
abatement of the usual observances, The 
eagor moncy-changera forsook the Bourso, the 
schools were cloved, a solemn liturgy was 
recited in tho Cathedral, the citizens ran u 
mapy-colored flags above their dwelliugs, nh 
wore treated -to patriotic music from 
a choral band stationed high upon 
the town house tower; tho stroots were throny- 
ed with holiday makers, monster military 
concerts haye been inaugurated, and even as 
I write the night air is deatingly, alive with 
the clang of brass and the noise of exploding 
rockets, bearing no faint resemblance to the 
roar of these maltitudinous guns which nine 

eara ago to-day engirdled the city of Sedan, 
minding inariahis loom to the Man of Des- 
tiny and nearly 100,000 brave troops com- 
manded by a Marshal of France, nt the 
leading feature in to-day’s feative programme 
was undoubtedly the great parade ; when the 
Emperor passed in review the united garrison 
of Berlin, Potsdam, and Spandau, forming tho 
Army Corps of the Guards. Ever since tho 
fateful 2nd of September, 1870, a military 
demonstration of this kind has signalized 
each anviversary of that day. At early morn 
here the streets began to echo with the tramp 
and clang of troops marching to the parade- 
round south of the city. The Emperor's 
Palace, Unter den Linden, was early leg 
ed by an enthusiastic crowd which had ga- 
thered to witness the} ceremonious reception 
of the various colors and standards by detach- 
ments of the various regimonts, Theso honor- 
ed symbols, when not in use, are deposited in 
His Majesty's apartments, when 
they are display as the most precious 
and suggestive ornaments that can strike the 
eye of a visitor, Much enthusiasm was cro- 
ated by the arrival of Prince William, eldest 
son of the Crown Prince (who but lately 
finished his studies at Bonn), at the head of a 
company of the Poot Guards, ty {eth away 
the Fiddled and raged colors of various regi- 
ments, and the old Emperor's features beamed 
with visible satisfaction as he beheld his 
martial grandson proudly step off by tho side 
of the helmeted men chosen to guard the 
hoarded treasures. Marching without con- 
fasion, all the regiments had converged from 
every quarter of the parade ground, and 
shortly after nine the whole corps of Guards 
were standing marshalled like a couple of 
broad and massive walls to receive the Em- 
peror, The troops, as usual, were marshalled 
up in two long and paralled alignments; the 
Infantry all in front, the Cavalry, Artillery, 
and trains behind. Tho day was autumn- 
like and lovely, the sun being unclouded 
enough to make the barnished helmots ‘and 
breast plates of the Cuirassiers seen in tho 
distance glitter like a silver sea, and thero 
being enough wind also to cause the black and 
white peniions of the Uhlans tostream away 
whilo the soldiers stood forest-like and 
motionleas. Panotually upon thé stroke of 
ten His Majesty, in a carriage and four, drove 
on to the field, accompanied by the Empross 
and Crown Princo. Immediately mounting, 
the Emperor, followed by a numerous and 
brilliant suite, in which the uniforms of al- 
most every civilized country, not excluding 
China and Japan, wero visibl lo, cantored up 
to the right of the Infantry, when the whole 
lino presented arms and burst out into jubi- 
lant music. And as the Emperor slowly rode 
along tho front, castingn keen oye on the 
bearing of his favorite troops, they yented 
their enthusiasm for their beloyed chief in 
loud and loyal hurrahs. 
His Majosty having passed, each regiment. 
with mute and machine like regularity, broke 
into column and bogan to take up its appoint- 
od position for tho march past. Having in- 
pected tho whole of tho Infantry on tho field, 
the Emperor rodo back in a similar manner 
along tho front of the Cavalry and Artillery 
regiments, after which he cantered to the 
saluting point and the march commenced. 
Chis was done twice by the whole corps, the 
firnt time by the infantry in columns of ‘com: 
panies in open order, and the second timo, at 
rather a quicker pace, in compact columns of 
regiments, Nothing vould oxcel the splondid 
precision with which theso Prussian troops 
the flowor of the Prussian army—proudly 
paced past their Soyercign with a peculiarly 
rigid and high-pacing step, Gonoral Skoboloft 
arrived hero this morning, but I could not 
detect him in the perplexing crowd of uni- 
forms, nor am [ cortain that the Fronoh Mili. 
tary Atachec was with his colleagues, though 
the relations between the Empire aud the 
Republic are now cordial enough to prevent 
any astonishment arising from his prosence on 
such an occasion. After addrossing some 
words of sincere approciation to the assombled 
commanders, the peror, having beon oxact+

*The following is & report of the continu- 
ation of the proceedings on the afternoon 
of the firet day :— 


Mr, Fred, Hamilton was examined by 
Mr, Edward Carter, Q. 0. He wore no 
insignia upon the occasion of the arrest, ex- 
copt a gold band round the hat ; ho did not 
put on that band for that particular occa- 
sion ; was on horseback as a marshal of the 
Procession ; did not see Mr. Grant in the 
cella; saw him in tho afternoon when ho 
was outon bail. He considered himeolf 
bound to observe certain regulations spoken 
of by Mr. Carter, just as ho was bound in 
honor to observe privacy in his personal 
correspondence. 

(The regulations referred to, concerned 
the preservation of secrecy in regard to the 
proceedings of the Orange institution.) 

Question—Do you consider the rules in 
question binding upon you? 

Answer—I consider them binding only 
when in accordance with the law of the land. 

A young msn named Gilbert was next 
examined, He was beaten on the afternoon 
of Joly 12th, 1878, by special constables, 
by about a dozen of them. Hoe was ina 
carriage with a detective, in which he had 
been taken from the Orange Hall. Tho 
detective stopped to go inton saloon, Wit- 
noes was taken out and beaten ; he became 
insensible ten minutes after the beating. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Roy—The detec- 
tive, he understood, was from Holl, near 
Ottawa... Ho considered that the detective 
must have spoken of him outside the car- 
riage, a8 ho had done nothing to attract 
attention. 


William Sharpe, one of the bandsmen on 
the 12th of July, 1878, wasthe next wit- 
ness. In coming through Jacqnes Cartior 
square that day, he was struck with a 
baton on the back of the head by a special 
constablo ; ho was stunned by the blow, 
‘Tho special constable was arrested, but not 
tried. Witness thought he was released 
without trial. 

By Mr, Roy—The assailant was arrested 
on the spot, but was never: tried. Other 
special constables wore present, but mado 
no effort to prevent the blow. The name 
of the assailant was Martin Hynes. Wit- 
ness believed he was committed to the care 
of the special constables and released by 
them. 

The evidence of Mr. Sharpe was SDE, 
boratod by the Next Witness, one o! 
the band on the day in question. 

Chief of Police Paradis produced a list 
ofthe special constables. Their religion 
had been noted, 


| he had not attended his lodge,the “Lorne,” 


for the past three yoars. A momber tak- 
ing the obligation “repeats the obligation 
after the Grand Master, and swears to the 
same by placing his hand on tho Bible. 
Never knew any matter embodied in the 
code which was which was hostile to the 
civil laws. 

Androw Allen, sworn,said—He had been 
4 rosidont of the city for forty years. “He 
knew of such a society as the Orange Order 
To his personal knowledge, he was not 
aware that they were hostile to other clas- 
ses. He had seen mention of a discontent- 
rant of public spirit prior to the 12th July, 


Frederick Hamitou,sworn,—There were 
five other prisoners in the cell with me 
when I was arrested, who were also arrest- 
ed at tho same time. From the lth July 
notil the 18th October there were very few 
days that we did not put in an appearance 
at Court, either at the Police Court, or at 
the Court of Queen’s Bench. Three dollars 
a day, I think, is a moderate calculation of 
what tho plaintiff might have earned dur- 
ing the 99 days he attended at Court. The 
Orange body did not intend to attack any- 
body on the 12th July in question. The 
attack was feared from the Roman Cathol- 
ics of Montreal, bnt specially from the 
special constables, by whom I was mal- 
treated. 


The evidence was objected to by the de- 
fence and overruled by the Court. 

The wituess then detailed the facta con- 
nected with his arrest, which he stated was 
made without a warrant, and that he had 
no other protection except that of the re- 
gular police in charge of him at the time of 
his arrest, he would bave apprehended 
murder frow the special constables, from 
whose attacks on Notre Dame street they 
endeavored to protect him. Witness had 
belonged to the Order since 1856. He 
went to the front at tho time of the Fenian 
raid as a volunteer Orangeman. Witness 
could not see how the Orange Order was o 
secret one, except for the password given 
every year, by which Orangemen were en- 
abled to know each other. He was not 
aware of any names of members being kept 
secret that are not published once a year. 
The book in every lodge containing the 
inembers' names is open to all members for 
inspection. 

The court then adjourned. 


The New Horsé—Making 261 Miles 
in Eighteen Hours. 


(New York Times.) 

It is very interesting to learn by Weston’s 
help that a man can trayel 650 miles in 144 
hours, but it not Jess wonderful, and it 
may be far more useful, te learn that a 
ian, using nother motive power than 
Naturo has given him, can cover more 
than twice the distance in considerably less 
time. The fact was demonstrated at the 
recent bicycle match in London, when the 
winner in six days of eighteen hours each 
covered the enormous distance of 1,404 
miles, andthe second man made only 
fourteen miles less, Scores of 200 miles a 


Question by Mr. Doutre—Have you made 
a classification of these men according to 
their nationality and religion ? 

The question was objected to by Mr.

Witness answered as follows —Number 
sworn in, #86; English, 4; Irish, 167; 
German, 6 ; Scotch, 3; Italian, 1 ; French, 
2; French Canadian, 96; Belgian, 1; 
British Canadian, 186. Those classed as 
British Canadians include Irish born in 
this country. The 186 mentioned as Brit- 
ish Canadian men, with few exceptions, 
Weré ITISN™Cartrotiee— Altogether about 
373 were Irish Catholic., He had tronvie 
in keeping the special constables from 
shouting and making a disturbance in the 
streets. He saw no attempt made to in- 
jure Hamilton. He did not think there 
would be trouble on the 12th of July ifthe 
Orangemen had been left alone. 


Wm. Johnston testitied to the fact that 
the plaintiff had been put under arrest by 
the High Constable. 

Cross-questioned by Mr. Carter, Q, 0. — 
We assembled in the lodgo room on the 
morning of the 12th July 1878. Plaintiff 
wore a regalia consisting of an Orange sash. 
His rank in the order is known as County 
Master. We intended going to church in 

rocession and wearing regalia. Witnoss 
ad read a civic proclamation prohibiting 
said procession. 

The Court.—One proclamation was pub- 
lished on July 6th and another later on 
9th instant. 

Witness continuing—I am a member of 
the Orange order and tho lodge is known 
as the ‘Duke of York,” As County Mas- 
ter the plaintiff is a member of every lodge. 


Thomas Simpson, sworn, said he had 
been in the Orange Hall, St. James Street, 
on the morning in question, He had seen 
high constable Bissonnette and Detective 
Lafon. He had seen one of the oflicers 
come forward and state that he hada war- 
rant for his (Mr. Grant's) arrest and inform 
that person that ho might come down and 
give bail, which could be effected during 
the day. 

Rev. ©. A. Doudiet, sworn,—I am o 
member of the Orange Order. I have 
been so for 6 years. 1 was notified by the 
Order, and intended to preach a sermon at 
Stumley Street Church regarding the pal- 
itical aspect of the Association. It is tho 
intontion of the Order to defend the Crown 
4o long as the ruling sovereign is of tho 
Protostant faith, Regarding the momory 
of the Battle of the Boyne that is mere 
sentimentality, the religious observance bo- 
ing all that the brotherhood have to do 
with in this country. I have not boon long 
a member of the Order, but I think that 
during the time of the Fonian raid, had tho 
disturbances arrived at serious proportions, 
the brotherhood in Ontario might be found 
an important clement. I think the route

into distances familiar to us, it would be 
child’s play to go ona bicycle to Coney 
Island and back by road in an afternoon, 
or to Albany along the beautiful banks of 
the Hudson, ina day. That such compari- 
sons as these are not mere flights of fancy 
will easily be believed when it is learned 
that the machine is regarded in England 
more as a useful tool than as a curiosity or 
a toy, that country doctors and postmen 
ise them on their rounds, and that no lees 
than 60,000 have been made and sold, On 
such a basis of experience as those facts 
give, it is asserted that the use of the ma- 
chine does not cause disease, a8 was once 
thought, and that any one, even the weak- 
est or the most timid, may use them, as, 
with a little experience the novel mode of 
pro, becomes as easy and natural as 
ae with the pleasant addition of a 
delightful exhilaration caused by the sense 
of power and the rapid rush through the 
air.

dered by the curious expression, ‘Seven 
hands and eight fect,” ‘Thor is a black 
shoep in every flock” becomes, “Orows aro 
black all the World oyer.” And the oft-quo- 
tod saying of ‘Robbing Peter to pas Paul, 
assumes the form, ‘To pull down the wost- 
orn wall to ropair the eastern.” Speaking of 
tho scarcity of good men, the Ohinese say 
‘Thoro aro two good men; ono of them is 
oad, the othor unborn.” —Chambora'sJour-

fering can never fora moment be put on a 
level with his ; we are not required, as ho was, 
to resist unto vlood, striving against sin; we 
havo not to moct such a close phalanx of com- 
ted enmity as that which constantly con- 
ronted him And so, instead of becomirg 
dispicited at our beleague: ment, we ought to 
be grateful that the strongth of the enemy has 
spent itelf eo far, and that now the worst is 
past, ‘There was a day when to bear the cross 
of Christ meant to bo ready to endure literal 
crucifixion for his sake ; but that day has gone;

It results 
from an effort to convey to the hearers the 
deep sense of awe which may fairly bu sup- 
posed to suffuse the clerical mind. But the 
result to the listener is far more likely to be 
an almost irresistible tendency to go to sleep. 
The effective voice is the natural voice. Tho 


ordinary tones, mi dified oaly by whatever 
ic fluence of sincere feeling may govern tho 
speaker's mind, than when it is offered in an 
artilicial voice about which there isno sug- 
xestion of genuine passion. 


Silent Worship.

1, Poople talk when they have nothing to 
say, aud spin out dreary and hypocritical 
platitudes from hearts that are empty insin- 
cere. 

2. Peraons who are in the habit. of ‘taking 
part’ in meetings often do it for form or cus- 
tom's sake, to the exclusion of spiritual wor: 
ship, and frequently bear public teatimony 
when thejr own unfaithfulness and barrenues¢ 
should cause them to sit in silence and in 
sackcloth, or to confess thoir faults with toara 
of penitence, There aro many souls with 
whom God is really dealing, or to whom Ho 
has given some word of consolation and in- 
straction, who must wait for the formal 
speoches of those who regularly ‘occupy the 
timo,’ and are often forced to keep silence 
whoa God would have them speak from lack 
of time or opportunity to deliver their mes- 
sage. 

There are many Scriptures which counsel 
us to silont bomiia diane God, *The Lord 
is in His temple ; lot all the arth keep silence 
before Him ;' ‘Bo still and know that I am 
God ;’ ‘Commune with your own heart upon 
your bed, and be still,’ And often wo all 
tind tokens of Divine powor in the assembly 
of the saints when in silont prayers: Many 
heads wore bowed, and a hueh fell upon the 
assombly, After awhilo a gr sy-haired man 
arose and taid: ‘Brethren, pray tor mo.

The Customs Frauds. 


A good deal of simulated indignation 
has been poured out by the Grit papors 
on tho alleged rapacity of the Customs 
Department, and the alleged mulitplicity 
of orders thatissue from the office of tho 
Commissioner and Minister of Customa, 
The “* importer” has boen taken under the 
Protection of the Grit pros.

just now. ‘The tariff is complox—we ad- 
mit it, but itis not much moro complex 
than other tarifis, It was inevitable that 
i€ should be complex, if the various, in- 
dustries in this country wore to be protect- 
ed, and if as much revenue as possiblo is to 
be got out of foreign importations: The 
tariff is rigidly enforced—we admitit ; and 
rigid enforcement is the only hope of its 
success as A reyenue-raising and protective 
measure. The Customs Department would 
not be doing its duty if the tariff was not 
rigidly onforcod. The orders to collectors 
are many—we admit it, but that too is 
inevitablo, and for this reason: The Pp 
sent tariff, forthe simple reason that it is 
protective, is the object just now of the 
inimical ingenuity of three classes of per- 
sons interested in evading its provisions ; 
lst, the foreign producer who wants to 
keep his market in this country ; 2nd, the 
smuggler who imagines that the high duties 
will give hima chance of making a dis- 
honest penny at the oxpenseof the revenue ; 
and 3rd, a not very small class of importers 
who, it must be said, ere not very particu- 
lar about ovading the high duties if they 
find by ony ingenuity they can do 80. The 
mischief of tho situation is, that the foreign 
producer and the home importer are to a 
certain extent in league with each other to 
evade the duties. Their ingenuity is great. 
They have adopted a variety of experi- 
ments. Thoy Hive construed the tariff 
in a fashion to suit their own interests, 

It is very necessary in the Customs Do- 
partment that ingenuity should be met with 
ingenuity ; that false or misleading read- 
ings of the tacitf should be exposed or ox- 
plained ; and that each new move on the

BERLIN LETTER. 


(Regular Correspondence, ) 


Beri, Sept. 19, 1879. 

The undignified squabble now going on bo- 
tween the Russian and German press is at- 
tracting a good deal more notice than in 
reality it deserves, It is merely the conse- 
quence of an essential jperacnal animosity of 
long standing between Prince Bismarck and 
Prince Gortschakoff, and to fight it out, they 
have resorted to the only weapons they had 
at their disposal for the purpose. Prince 
Bismarck wishes to force tho dismissal of 
Prince Gortschakolf upon the Czar, aud the 
lattersknows it. It.was shortly after the 
Congress, when the Nussian Chancellor dis~ 
covered that Prince Biamarck was patrovizing 
Count Schouvaloff, for the ostensible purpose 
of scouring for him the succession to the 
Chancellorship, that Prince Gortschakoff made 
the first attack against his enemy, Then 
came Bismarck’s slashing retort in the Grenz- 
boten. He taxed Russia with ingratitude, 
knowing that to bo the corde sensible with 
every true Russian. He drow up the balance 
of obligations between Russia and Germany, 
rovealing a good deal that was not known, 
and that did equally little credit to both 
parties concerned. In the mutual recrimina- 
tion that has been cartied on since, there has 
really not been much that could possibly in- 
terest outsiders who were unacquainted with 
the tro natare of the quarrel. 

Prince Gortschakoff’s utterances at Baden 
tho other day sctved to revive hostilities, 
which were begitning to flag; but the fact 
that tho Russian Chancellor is practically en 
retraite divesta overything ho said of the “AYO 
sanco it would otherwino have involved. 
Whothor Prince Gortschakoff sympathisoa 
with France or not must be a matter of com- 
yarative indifference to Princo Bismarck, who 
[sows better than anybody how much io- 
fluence hia Highness possesses at tho present 
moment in the councils of the Czar. Tho 
strong and deep-rooted hatred with which 
those two statesmen aro animated towards 
oach othor cannot affect the political relations 
between Russia and Germany beyond a cortain 
extent. It has perhaps given riko to a mo- 
mentary coolness, but nothing moro. If 
Count Schouvaloff were to replace Prince 
Gortachakolf to-morrow thore would be an ond 
of it, and wo should soon seo the two Powors 
on the most cordial terms. In tho present 
atato of things Princo Bismarck does not com- 
mand that predominating influence at St.

OBTEWAYO. 
HIS PERSONAL APPEARANCE, 


Carerown, Sept. 16.—Cetewayo is an ex- 
coptionally fine specimen of a noble savago— 
big and black, fifty years of age, nearly six 
fect high, woll proportioned, with a good- 
neroreds broad, open face of Zulu type. He 
dresses in European clothes, in which he does 
not seom uncomfortable, He was accom- 
panied hither by four of his wives, four fol- 
lowers, and a littlo girl. The King gave vory 
little troub’e on the way down, except that 
he occasionally becamo walky, and demanded 
an entire ox roasted for his daily meal. 

In Simon's Bay, on board the Boadicea he 
saw soldier's at drill, and expressed wonder 
and admiration, remarking, *‘Oh! 1 was only 
born yesterday ; lam moro baby; I never 
should have fought against such good mon as 
English, who intended take away my country 
and govern it so much better than I could; 
they shot us to make us Christians ; I ask 
pardon for shooting back at them.’ 

In an interview between the Premier of the 
Cape Government and Cotewayo, tho latter 
said, ‘* Lwas a child of British Government ; 
my fathor, the English, camo to chastiso me 
for wrong-doing ; I caught the stick with 
which he wished to beat me, und broke it ; I 
did wrong to fight him, and am punished ; I 
am no longer King ; the English are a great 
people ; they will not kill those who fought 
with them. I hope the great Queen will 
pardon me, and allow me to return to my 
country, and give me a place mS pr me 
to build a kraal.” When informed that the 
Government intended to treat him with con- 
sideration in viow of his valor and provious 
distinction, and that English officials desired 
to supply him with everything necessary for 
his comfort, Cotewayo asked that ten more 
of his wives be sont for at once. It is not pro- 
bable his request will be granted. 


A Lively Athletic Contest.

Mr. Hugh McKinnon, 
of Belleville, having taken up his position as 
referee, and E. W. Johnston, the Canadian 
athelete, and Mr. Barry, of this city, that of 
judge for Ross and Daly respectively, the 
ollowing programme was entered upon with 
the result stated. 

Throwing 26 pound weight in height, won 
by Daly ; throw, 11 feet. 

Running high jump, Irish cules, won by 
Daly ; height of jump, 6 feet 1) inches, over 
a weighted rope. a 

Putting » 80 pound shot, Irish rules, won 
by Koss ; 30 feet 5} inches, 

Throwing «56 pound weight between the 
legs, Irish rules, won by Ross ; °6 feet 1¢ 
inches. 

Putting a 56 pound shot, Irish rules, won 
by Ross ; 20 feet 5 inches, 

Putting a 21 pound shot, Caledonian rules, 
won by Rosa ; 33 feet 9 inches, 

Throwing the 16 pound weight, Irish rules, 
won by Daly ; 43 feet 9 inches. 

Ranning jump, won by Daly; 16 feet 4 
inches. 

Wrestling, catch as catch can, Irish style, 
won after a fearful tussle of over twenty 
minutes duration by Ross, who concentrating 
his enormous strength into a last and telling 
effect, threw bis opponent completely over hia 
head, dropping him square on bis back and 
shoulders, 

Wrestling, back-hold, Scotch style, won by 
Daly after a protracted atruggle, in the course 
of which the enormous muscular powers of 
both mou were tested sovorely. 

Wrestling Cumberland style, was then en- 
tered upon, and the men were struggling to 
get the ‘‘hold’’ so essential in this contest, 


when Daly exclaimed, ‘What are you buck- 


ing with your head so for?” und appealed to 
the referee, who decided that the contest 
should proceed. The mon again clinched, 
when Daly, irritated, as he asserts, hy the 
renewed “bucking” of his opponent, ex- 
claimed with an oath, ‘‘Do you call that 
wrestling ?” and slap} his opponent on the 
face, Ross instantly returned the blow, 
and a regular set-to was only prevented 
by the referos, judges, and crowd simul- 
taneously breaking into the ring and separat- 
ing tho now thoroughly irate combatants. In 
this, aided by the police, they were fortun- 
ately successful ; and although at various 
moments during the melee a general faction 
fight appeared ineyitable, order was restored 
and both pases separated without further 
trouble. Subsequently the referee, who dur- 
ing the whole time had acted in the most con- 
ciliatory and impartial manner, announced 
the postponemont of the contest, and intimat- 
ed that all bets would hold good pending the 
competition of the programme, which would 
likely take place in private.

food supply by restocking useless ponds and 
streams with fish, and so on, 

No doubt it would be an immediate 
benofit to many a poor farmer to be told 
how by indoor industry in rough weather 
he could add a hundred dollars to his _in- 
come. Certainly that would be better than 
to spond the time in idle gossip at the crosa~ 
roads store, But tho chences are ten to 
one against tho farmer who could so waste 
his time haying a farm so woll kopt that 
the same labor would not be worth twice 
as much if it wero applied directly to the 
clearing up of neglected corners, to repair- 
ing fences, out-buildings, tools, machinery, 
to say nothing of efforts to gain a higher 
knowledge of the science of farming, to im- 
prove the condition of the farm, and in- 
crease its productive capacity. 

It is safe to say there isnot a farm in 
New Endland, the value of which could 
not be advanced—perhaps doubled 
trebled—by a few yoars of intelligent ef- 
fort. Tt is certain that not one farm in ao 
thousand is in so perfect a state of ocultiva- 
tion, or its capacity so widely doveloped, 
that its products might not bo greatly in- 
greased in asingle year by cultivating in 
the best way the crops best suited to it and 
the nearest markot, avoiding products for 
which it is ill-adapted or which can be more 
cheaply raised elsewhere. Accordingly it 
may bo fairly questioned whether the sup- 
plemonting of poor farming with somo sort 
of manual labor not related to farm work 
would not be less profitable than to en- 
courage poor farmers to become intelligent 
and wisely economical farmers, Trying to 
compete with skilled labor and machinery 
by hand work cannot be other than dis- 
couraging, even to save otherwise idle time; 
to do it when tho time can be put to better 
use, more especially when the main busi- 
ness of life demands allof one’s time and 
thought, is certainly not the height of wis- 
dom. Shiftless farming, even when allied 
to winter thrift, can never accomplish as 
much as skilful farming fostered by winter 
study and perennial intelligence and 
thoughtfulness. New-England needs yood 
farmers, rather than any hybrid class of 
unskilled farmer-mechanics, 

And what is true of farmownersis equally 
true of farm workers, There is no way in 
which young farm hands can employ their 
spare time so profitably as in studying to 
become intelligent farmers. And the best 
work that can be done for the young peo- 
ple of our rural districts, lies it seems to 


intelligent and more profitable to them- 
selves and to the community as a whole.

One advantage of the rapid methods of 
soparating cream from m‘!k is to be found in 
the fact, that thus the cream,and consequent- 
ly the butter, are saved from any contamina- 
tion likely to arise from changes taking place 
in the milk. I do not refer to simple souring 
alone, It is well known that under cortain 
circumstances, such as chanye of feed,or oven 
sudden changes of tho weather, tho milk is so 
affected as though apparently sound when 
drawn to become bitter, or develop some foul 
or putrid flavor within twelve hours after 
being set to cream. This flavor is sure to be 
communicated to the cream. But if the cream 
can bo removed from the milk before the 
latter has undergone such change, it is saved 
from deterioration from that cause, and thus 
sweet and sound butter can be made from im- 
perfect milk, At this season of the year, es- 
pecially, there is a denger to which all dairies 
are exposed, and I fell certain that the more 
quickly the cream can be raised and skimmed, 
the safer the de‘ryman is from losses from this 
cause,

Tho Globe mourns and rofuses to bo 
comforted because of the disastrous effect 
which it allogos the present tariff has had 
upon tho shipbuilding industry, Despite 
the fact that wo but a woek or little more 
since collated from our exchanges and pub- 
lished a large number of items showing 
that there had recently been launched a 
largo numbor of vossols, sevoral of them of 
great capacity, and that many moro were 
eithor in hand or about to be laid down, 
tho Grit organ continues to shed crocodile 
toars ovor an industry which, considering 
tho state of tho trado in all other parts of 
the world, cannot truly be said to bo in a 
doprossed stato, relatively speaking. The 
object is, of course,to make a point against 
the National Policy, but fortunately our 
exchanges from Nova Scotia and Now 
Brunswick supply material which conclu: 
sively shows the untruth of the Globe's as- 
sortion and at tho same demonstrates the 
hypocriay of its lament over tho alloged 

ruin of this great industry, of which our 
contemporary speaks thus confidontly :— 

“ Whilo the now tariff was under discussion in 
Parliament its was pointed out by the Opposi- 
tion that its operation wonld be disastrous to 
ship-building, That prediction has already 
been amply fulfilled, for this once-extensive in- 
dustry has almost entirely coased during the past 
few months.” 

To this broad assertion we oppose the 
facts, as published lately us, that twelve 
now vessels, sovoral of which were of very 
large tonnage, had been launched within 
tho previous three woeks from shipyards in 
the Maritimo Provinces ; that tho con- 
struction of seven additional vessols had 
recently beon bogun ; and that four others 
would shortly be commenced, This infor- 
mation was furnished by newspapers pub- 
lishod at the seat of the industry, and is 
thorefore entirely reliable. But as it does 
not seem to be sufficient to console the 
organ of the fly-on-the-wheel party, wo ap- 

nd the following additional statements on 
tho samo authority as those made above ; 

Moncton Times:—The N. P. evidently has 
not yet crashed out the shipbuilding enterprise 
in the Provinces, as any threatened it would. 
The present indications are that a greater amount 
of tonnage will be built ia New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia this winter than for somo years, 
Though shipping property has hot been the most 
romunerative for some timo, there is now an im- 
provement in freights, which it is hoped will 
continue, We are glad to know that Mr. John 
Murray has the keel in the yard at Lewisville 
for a schooner of about 200 tons. The vessel 
will be built by a company, Mr. Murray being 
the promoter. There isa phaser also that 
‘one or more vessela will be built in yards in the 
town during the winter. 

The Amherst Sentinel furnishesa list of vessels 
being built in Cumberland County. At Eaton- 
ville, Messrs. D. R. & C, F, Eaton have at pre- 
sent on the stocks in their yard, a ship of 1,300 
tons, to be launched early next spring. There 
are about 40 men working at this vessel, besides 
a number of men in the woods cutting timber 
foranother yeasel to be put on next spring. This 
firm gives constant employment to about 100 
men, many of whom have families, making it 
quito a little village,—At Advocate, N. B Mor- 
He and others have a bark of about 900 tons on 
the stocks, to be launched next spring. At 
Shulee, S. T. Smith, Enq., of Amherst, is build- 
ing a brig of about $50 tons, for Capt. Chap- 
man, to be ready for sea this fall. Sheis for the 
West India trade.—At Port Greville, Capt. 
James Pettis, of that place, is building a vessel 
of 400 tons, to be launched about the first of 
October. 

Halifax Herald:—Brig Cora, 200 tons, was 
launched from theshipyard of Joseph Babine, 
Moteghan; on Wednesday. She is owned by 
Capt. Chas Carty, of Yarmouth. and E. Rd 
DeLilo, St. Kitts, W, I.—Mr. Jamea Crowo in- 
tends building a vessel at Clifton the coming 
winter. The now brigantine Maggie Paye, was 
lwunched on the 16th inst., from the shipyard of 
Bgphan Harlow, Port La Bear, She is owned 
by Meurs. H. &' A. Locho, of Lockeport. in- 
tended for ‘the West India trade, and will be 
commanded by Capt. B. Page, formerly of the 
brigt, Manatee. 

Thus we have the assurance from a re- 
spectable newspaper that present indica- 
tions point to an unusually prosperous 
condition of the trade, during the coming 
winter,as well asan addition to our previous 
list of two vessels finished and launched, 
and five rapidly approaching completion, 
making in all fourteen new vessels launch- 
ed, within the past month or five wecks, 
twelve in process of construction, and four 
or more about to be commenced. 

We do not suppose that the statement of 
these facts will be satisfactory or pleasing 
to the Globe, or that it will retract any por- 
tion of its unfounded assertion, because to 
do #0 would be to admit thatthe N. P. is 
not so very bad in its effects as it had stat- 
ed. ‘The business of the Globe and its party 
leaders is to run down our manufactures 
and to praise those of other countries, and 
where that sannot be done to boldly assert 
that those whose skill will not bear depre- 
ciation are ruined by the tariff. This un- 
patriotic game the Grits have played for 
several months past, and although their 
Uttorances may liave a littld eflect abroad, 
yet the Government have provided as fully 
as possible against that, and the tide of 
prosperity which has now fairly set in, by 
the aid of the National Policy, will con- 
tinue to flow on strongly, despite tho little 
obstacles which u discredited and angry 
clique~-for as a party tho free-tradors have 
been almost awept ont of oxistenco—can 
throw in its way in order to inpede its 
course.

Mill- 
mon have beon obliged to contract with 
railways for the transportation of lumber to 
the frontier. The Canada Central has con- 
tracted for carrying fifty car loads per day 
to Brockville until the close of the season.

Waronts anv Measures.—A deepatch 
from Ottawa on the 7th saya:;—"W, J. 
Johnstone and A. F. Wright, of the Inland 
Revenue Department, loft last night, the 
former for western and the latter for east- 
ern portions of the Dominion, for the pur- 
pose of instructing recently appointed in- 
spectors and assistant inspectors of weights 
and measures in the use of standards en- 
trusted to their care and of the books, 
forms, &c., to be used by them in connec- 
tion with the performance of the duties of 
their office. ‘Tho object aimed at by the 
Department in sending these gentlemen on 
the above mission is to ensure a uniformity 
of administering the law under the new 
Weights and Measures Act.” 


Wreckine 1x Canavran Warers,—The

has been issued by the Minister of Customs, 
modifying the terms of the circular of 
March 5, 1878, relative to wrecking by 
foreign vessels in Canadian waters. By 
this moditication vessels of any pationality 
will be allowed to go to the relief of wreck- 
ed vessels when there is danger of loss of 
life or property; but tho privilege of wreck- 
ing vessels and cargoes cast upon Canadian 
shores and stranded and wrecked, requir- 
Ing apparatus for their removal, and of 
discharging cargoes into other vessels, is 
still reserved exclusively for Canadian 
vessels,”

Agricultural Protection. 


(From the Mai’, Oct. 8.) 


That the condition of Oatario farmora has 
ntoadily itaproved a'vce the adoption of the 
now tariff, ander which they aro afforded 
neceesary protection against American agri- 
culturists in the home market, will be admit- 
ted by every farmer who received $1.15 
aud oven $1.15 per bushel for his No. | spring 
whoat, and $1 21 for his fall wheat, delivered 
at the city elevators, When asked as to 
whether the tariff does not operate in their 
favor, an affirmative answer is invariably re- 
ceived, ‘* Formerly,” thoy say, ‘‘ we could 
“‘not sell our onte aud wheat, because tho 
‘‘local markets were glutted with Amorican 
‘* products ; now we have the home imarket, 
‘and, moreover, receive 25 conts per bushel 
“snore for our wheat.” As Reform politicians, 
however, strive to convince the public that 
the farmer is not prasperous, despite his own 
assertion to the contrary, and that the prices 
of Cavadian cereais have fallen, although our 
farmers now control the home markets, we 
present some statistics of prices and a plain 
answer to the Free Trado theorists. 


‘The first allegation of opponents of agricul- 
tural protection is the audacious one that, in- 
stead of the promised rise, ‘‘ there happened 
at once a steady fall,” and that, ‘‘'when the 
duty was put on, ‘‘ wheat did not budge an 
inch.” The prices quoted on the Toronto Corn 
Exchange completoly refute this statement, 
‘The tariff went into operation on March 14th, 
The following table shows the prices of coreal 
and flour on March 12th, under the old tariff, 
and op cach subsequent week until the pre 
sont time under the new tariff :

These figures completely prove that increas- 
ed prices haye beon derived by the farmers 
ever since the tariff came into operation, 
Take wheat, for example. Almost the very 
day the tariff wos introduced prices strength- 
ened, although there was no demand, on ac- 
count of millers having large stocks on hand. 
Not only have prices been better, but farmers 
have had the benefit of a steady local as well 
as export demand. The price is, moreover, 
advancing almost daily, and a higher price 
than has prevailed for several years will 
doubtless be reached, It woulil be absurd to 
deny tbat the National Policy has largely con- 
tributed to secure this increased price to the 
farmer, Under the present tarifl the Ontario 
farmer can send his wheat into the local mar- 
kets in the confident belief that it will meet 
with ready sale at good rates, whereas under 
the one-sided I’ree Trade policy of the late 
Government, the markets were glutted by the 
American article, and the Canadian farmer 
had difficulty in disposing of his grain in what 
should constitute his own markets. No ono 
would venture to assert that wheat would re- 
tain its present price in Canada if we reverted 
to Free 'lrade and allowed the Americans to 
monopolise our markets with the produce of 
a bountiful harvest. 


An attempt is made to sbow that the Do- 
minion tarifi injuriously affects the Canadian 
farmer because it operates in the direction of 
preventing our markets responding to arise 
of prices at Chicago. The now tariff has no 
such action, even if our farmors dosired an 
ever-changing instead of asteady market. 
Chicago has no influence on Toronto prices. 
At the great rosbers ein entrepot prices aro 
fictitious, and depen apn thej capacity of 
operators running a ‘‘éorner” to put up suf- 
ficiont margins to make their s; 
cessful. They sell millious of bushels 
when there are only thousands to deliver, 
Theso operations are soly gambling ina 
mercantile form, and it is woll that the Tor- 
into market does not respond to its rapid 
variations. he tariff has vothiug whatever 
to do with this phase of the question. 


Regarding barley, it is pretonded by Reform 
journals that the Conservatives believed the 
imposition of a duty on American barley 
would raise the price of the whole Canadian 
crop. No such absurd idea was ever cnter- 
tained. There is iprestialy no American 
barley imported, and therefore the tariff can 
have no effect on that score. The growth of 
this cereal is, however, being vigorously pro- 
socuted in the Mnited States, and the duty 
will have the effect of preserving our home 
market fot ourown peoplo, as the wheat duty 
has already demonstrated, But anattemptis 
being made +> show that the tariff has reduc. 
ed the prieoof barley. No story told by Barnum 
or Munchausen bas less foundation in fact. 
‘To substantiate their point, Reformers take 
luring the Mackenzio 
regime a8 $1.10. No such quotation was 
made at the Toronto Corn Exchange ; but this 
circumstance does not prevent so-called Re- 
formers from pretending that farmors received 
that price Sas the lato Government. For- 
tuuately, the farmeracapnot bo thus misled, 
for thoy well remomber that under normal 
conditions barloy only realized from 55 cents 
to 57 conts during two months of the last 
year of Mr. Mackenzie's Administration, as 
compared with 68 cents at the presont moment. 
The bigh price obtained during last Fall was 
duo solely to speculation. It was supposed 
that the Canadian crop would be omall, the

These points embody the whole case which 
Reformers have been able to prepare against 
that portion of the National Policy which 
gives agricultural protection, Woe submit 
that their fallacy has been demonstrated by 
statistics and practical experience.

THE AFGHAN WAR. 


Coming to Close Quarters With 
the Mutineers. 


Gen. Roberts Close to Cabul. 


Lonvon, Oct, 8, 

There is widespread disapprobation in the 
United Kingdom over the recont army regu. 
lation which prohibits newspaper correspond, 
ents from accompanying the troops in Afghan. 
istan, 

General Roberts, in a despatch dated 
Chariasiab, Oct. 6, 8 p. m., says :—Recon- 
noitering parties were sont out on all the 
roads leading to Cabul. At daybreak this 
morning it was reported that the enemy were 
advancing in great force from the direction of 
the city. ‘hose partics had to retire, and 
soon after the high rango of hills intervening 
between Chariasiab and Cabul were crowded 
with troops and people from the city, 
while parties of Ghilzais appeared on the hills 
running along both flanks of the camp, and 
roports wero received that the road to Seahi. 
dabad was threatened. Along this road Me- 
Phoraop was advancing with a largo convoy 
of stores and ammunition, Warning was 
sent to McPherson, and some assistance in 
cavalry, It was absolutcly necessary to 
carry the heights in front before evening. 
Baker was entrusted with this very difli- 
culty duty, which he completed in the most 
admirable manner, Ho sent a party undor 
Major White of the 92nd Highlinders, con- 
sisting of a wing of that regiment, threo guns 
of 8th Rattery, 30th Brigade ot the Royal 
two squadrons of thogth Punjaub Cavalry 
Artillery, 100 men of the 23rd Pioneers, and 
to advance by the right. After an obstinate 
resistance Major White succeeded in driv- 
ing the enemy off the hills, and later in in 
the day ho captured twelve gans. Our loss 
hore was four killed and nine wounded, 
Baker, with the 72nd Highlanders, a wing 
of 6th Ghoorkas, 100 mon of 5th Panjaub 
Infantry, and the remainder of the 23rd 
Pioneers, four guns of No. 2, Mountain 
Battery, and eight Gatling guus, mado a 
turniug movement to the left, and was soon 
hotly ongaged. He reports that the advance 
of the troops was madeto bisentire satis‘aotion, 
height after height being carried in gallant 
style. Our loss was as followa'—Capt. Young, 
of Pupjaub Infantry ; Liout. Porguson, of the 
72nd Highlavders; and Dr. Duncan, 28rd 
Pioneors, wounded ; and about 70 mon killed 
and wounded, The enemy's loss is unknown, 
but must have been considerable. They fled 
in great confusion and lost two standards, 
We have strong pickets posted, as largo num- 
bers of Ghilzais aro still in the neighborhood, 
but I hope to-morrow to bo able to march to 
within a short distance of Cabul, Tho A moor 
states that tho palace of Bala Hissar is no 
longer iv the posseasion of people he can 
trust. His family moved into the city. ‘The 
hoad mou of Chardik and the suburbs of Vabul 
asked if they may pay their respects to mo, 
Others will probably follow this oxample, and 
Tam sanguine the country will quiet down 
now.

One day, while the guest was engaged in 
his literary Igbor, the two took a stroll into 
an adjacent wood, and the host soon per- 
ceived that his companion was'given up to 
his own thoughts ; he was silent and ab- 
stracted, noticing noithor his friend and 
entertainer nor the surrounding beauties of 
the landscape. 

By-and-by he began gnaw the fingertips 
of his glove, pulling and twitching spasmo- 
dically, and when this had gone on for a 
time his friend ventured to ask him what 
was the trouble. 

“T'll tell you,” said Moore, ‘* 1 have left 
at home on my table a poom in which is a 
word I do not like, The line is perfect ex- 
cept that word, and that one word is per- 
fect save its inflection. Thus it is,” and 
he repeated the line and asked his friond if 
he could help him. . 
It was a delicate point. ‘The friend saw 
the need, saw where and how the present 
word jarred just the ‘slightest possible bit 
upon the exquisite harmony of the cadence; 
but he could not supply the want. 

The twain cudgelod their brains until 
they reached the house on their return 
without ayail. - 

Tho rost of the day was spent as usual, as 
was tho evening, save that ever and anon 
Moore would sink into silent fits in pursuit 
of the absent word. And so came on tho 
night, and the poet went to bed in a deep 
study, 

The following morning was bright and 
beautiful, and Moore came down from his 
chamber with a bouading step, with # 
scrap of paper in his hand, and a glorious 
light in his genial countenanc. 

The word had come to him! He had 
awakened during the night, and the kind 
genius of inspiration had visited his pillow, 
and he had got up and torn a acrap from 
his note-book, and at the window, by the 
light of the moon, had made the thought 
secure. 

“There,” he said, when he had incorpor- 
ated st into the text, ‘‘there it is—only a 
simple, single word, a word as common as 
4, b, c, and yet it cost me twelve hours of 
andagging labor to find it and put it where 
it in.

‘the Indian Cotton Trade. 


Tho Assistant-Secretary in the Goyern- 
ment of India, Mr. J, EB. O'Connor, has re- 
cently writton a very interesting reviow of 
the Andian cotton trade, published in an 
official blue book. During the six years 
from 1872-73 HO the cotton twint 
aud yarn imported increased in quantity from 
21,689,441 ibe to 36,193,125, but iavanlae 
only from 26,282,958 rupees to 28,504,034 
rapees. The cause in this increase in the 
quantity of imports and the simultaneous 
fall in prices are briefly stated : Over-pro- 
duction in England, requiring « working 
off of supplies at profit or no protit, and co- 
incident restriction of demand in many 
other consuming markets, particularly in 
India and China, owing to famines. A 
mulor cause was the competition of the 
Bombay mills inthe lower qualities of yarns, 
The report yoos on to say that the Govern- 
mont of India remitted the duty of 3} per 
cent on yarn up to No 32 mule twist and 
No. 20 inclusive from March 20, 1878. The 
remission, however has had no particular 
effect on the trade of tho current year in 
increasing the trade in those qualities of 
yarns which were exempted from duty. He 
statesfthe fact that the duty was never ser- 
jously operative as a »rotective to native 
manufacturers, and It fail, moreover, when 
1 operation with such comparative light- 
ness that probably it did not materially 
restrict the consumption.

A Farmer's Musings. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Mn. Eprror, Sir,—I am anxious to learn 
on one or two subjecta which chiefly interest 
farmerajust now. That ‘ National Policy” 
is working the rnin of us all. We can get 
only 55cts, per bushel for our barley in Belle- 
ville. Of course I know it’s all owing to that 
National Policy, but I can't, somehow, seo 
how it is. WhenJIask one of your grain 


“| buyers why he cannot afford to pay more than 


S5cta. for No. 1 barley, he answers “N, P.” 
But I seo quotations of barley in the Toronto 
market at 67 and 68 cents, while day after 
day I seo quotations of the Oswogo market : 
“Barley steady at 85 to 87 for No, 1.;” ** Oot, 
7th, noon,—Barley steady, 40,000 bushels 
No. lat 85ots,” leads mo to suspect there is 
a pretty good thing in buying barley just now. 
Let us seo. 30 cents per bushel is a protty 
good margin, There is l5cts. U, S. import 
duty, say 2hcta, storage, insurance, &o,, and 
say Scta, freight, leaving 9}cta. clear profit. 
Pretty good margin isn’t it? To be sure we 
are getting a good price for our wheat, $1.05 
to $1.14, but on account of that ‘ National 
Policy” the most of us hayen't got any wheat 
to sell. Wo didn't sow any last fall because 
wheat was then worth only 85 to 90cts. per 
bushel, and Cartwright told us it was 
going to bo cheaper—of course he kaew, 
Hay has grown so abundant a crop that 
it was scarcely worth harvesting for 
the past season. Inthe good old days of 
Mackenzie's Government, hay was scarce, 
and we used to get from $12 to $15 per ton: 
Last fall wo had to lot our cheese buyer out 
of his contract because the N. P. made the 
Price of cheese go down. In the fore part of 
this season wo could got only 44ots. to 5icta. 
per Ib, for our cheese, and he told us it was 
on account of the N. P. He told us he know 
John A., Mackenzie Bowell and the rest would 
ruin the farmers, but he would help us ont of 
it. He offered to be generous under the cir- 
cumstances, but he could only afford to con- 
tract with one or two factories, and would 
Give us Shots. for August, and Gjcts, for the 
balance of the make this season, Ve con- 
tracted,—and now choeso is worth 10cts. to 
llcts. per Ib, I asked him how about it. He 
tells ma he doesn't think the ‘National Polioy’» 
has anything to do with the price of cheeso— 
after it gets beyond 64 cents per tb. Out of his 
Sets. or 6cts, per lb, profit I know he will 
now make his last year’s contract all right, 
One cheeso buyer, 1 hoar, did pay his cons 
tracted price in full last fall, but he must be 
one of those foolish Torics who voted for the 
“National Policy.” We don’t deal with that 
class of men,

Ho married, in 1826, a 
daughter of the Right Honorable Adolphus 
Liddell, Q. C., by whom hoe had two sons, 
William and Oliver, Tho latter was with 
him when he died, Of the former nothing 
had been heard for near thirty years, about 
which time he left England suddenly for 
America, William was a wild, dissolute 
character, and ho led a life of great way- 
wardness. He squandered his monoy at 
the gaming tablo, and frittered it away in 
dissipation and riotous living. On the 21st 
of June, 1848, this young man, along with 
Prof. Titus Peebles—an instructor in metal- 
lurgy at the University of Edinburgh—em- 
barked in tho Luterpe for New York. Ar- 
riving thore in due course, the youthful 
scion at once entered ona mad career of

At all events he rapidly ran through his 
available funds, for soon after we hear of 
him pawning his gold watch and jewellery, 
Next we find him on the Mercy G. bound 
for California, and tho bosom friend of that 
quaint humorist, John Phoenix. He was 
also accompanied by Prof. Peebles. In 
1850 Wim, Beauvoir, then known as Mr. 
Beavor, arrived in Bone Gulch and the 
Palladium of that town warmly gave hima 
welcome to its precincts, As Beaver Bill, 
the young man next turns up toward the 
close of the year at Dead Horse, afterwards 
more euphoniously named New Centreville. 
In 1858 Beaver Bill became a quiet agri- | 
culturalist, and settled down in the Steal 
Valley. Herehe got morried, and his 
friends celebrated the event so magniticent- 
ly that six of them were lodged in jail be- 
fore the happy couple had sought retire- 
mentin the newly-wedded husband's ranch. 
A despatch in the New York Herald of 
June 22nd, 1861, announced the butchery 
by a tribe of Indians, of William Beauvoir 
and his wife, Their daughter, a beautiful 
little girl of two years of age, was carried 
off by the savages. This child, who was 
destined to play a prominent part in the | 
story afterwards, fell into the hands of an 
actress named Mary Saville who, with her 
husband, brought the little thing up for the 
stage. In December, 1878, Nins Sarville, 
was a ‘‘atar” in the variety theatres of the 
Great Western world and the Pacitic slope. 
Inthe meantime the solicitors of Sir 
Wm. Beauvoir in England were proseout- 
ing enquiries for the missing eldest son of 
the baronet, who was to inherit the title, a 
large estate and one half of the fortune 
which was to be divided between him and 
his brother Oliver. Oliver had been mar- 
ried and his son had been named after his 
father and brothor, William, This young 
gentleman went to America, too,and strange 
to say his steps were bent in the direction 
of Centeryille in California. The Stand- 
ard of that thriving town announced his 
arrival in glowing terms on the 20th of 
December, 1878, and referred to him as a 
young English gentleman of great wealth 
engaged in inyeatigating the gigantic re- 
sources of this great country. Nina Sa- 
ville was at this time appearing in her 
great apeciality of ‘‘ Winona, the Child of 
the Prairie,” at Hank’s new opera house, 
William Beauvoir went to see her act, fell 
in love with her at first sight, proposed 
marriage and was rejected by her. She 
wrote hima kindly, generous letter, and 
told him plainly that his high rank was the 
obstacle in the way of their being united. 
In order to got away from his atteutions, 
Nina disbanded her company and under 
the name of Anna Laurie, “the Protean 
change artist,” she joined Manager Wes- 
ton’s troupe on the 3lst December, 1878, 
She reconsidered her dotermination later, 
evidently, for on the Srd of April, 1879, 
the marriage rite was consummated between 
William Beauyoir and Nina under her own 
name of Beauvoir, for a fortnight before 
the ceremony the young man learned in a 
letter from his father that his fiancee was 
his own cousin, and of as good “blood as 
any in England.” The whole story almost 
surpasses belief. It is Lumasian, The 
New York Herald of the 29th of May, 1879 
plished 4 paragraph to the effect that the 
Hon. Wm. Beauyoir,only son of Sir Oliver 
Beauvoir, had embarked with his bride—a 
favorite California belle—on the outgoing 
Ounard steamer /allia. The bridal pair 
took up their residence with the groom's 
father, at his stately country seat, Chels- 
worthmanor, Suffolk, and ‘ may they live 
happy ever afterwards.” Truth is stranger 
than fiction, sometimes.

The London J’ree Press has the following 
comments on the above subject, which em- 
body an excellent suggestion:—"The Globe 
‘was very far astray in its article on Monday 
in reference to the drawback on shipbuild- 

_ing materials. Tho truth is, that drawback 
is allowed on duty paying material in all 
ships, whether sold to foreigners or sailed 
under our own flag. In any ship, iron and 
paint mako tho chief cost of imported ma- 
terial. We don't import wood to build 
ships with. Ships’ sails pay thirty per 
cent., but the cloth to make them of only 
five per cent. Therefore, import the cloth, 


make the sails at home, and the duty is a 
mero trifle. Ships’ cordaye pays ten per 
cont.; wire rigging free. As we learn from 
Ottawa, tho Commiasioner of Customs waits 
with exemplary patience for the first appli- 
cation for drawback on shipbuilding mater- 
ials to come in. When it docs come it will 
bo attended to at once. It is expected that 
when proper data havo ben obtained a gen- 
eral rate per ton for drawback will be fixed. 
Meantime any shipbuilder sending in his 
actual application for drawback will have 
tho tame atteuded to with the least possi- 
blo delay.”

If 
tho surplus earnings of a country do not ex- 
coed two and a half or three por cont., where, 
then, is the fund out of which to pay ten or 
fifteen without sooner or later bringing about 
periodical panics, bankruptcy and ruin? The 
people have the remedy in their own hands, 
if they are wise enough to profit by it, We 
have the best common school system over de- 
vised, Protection will develope the great ro- 
sources of our country, build up home manu- 
factures, and foster the various industries of 
our people, The benelits of these great and 
wise measures will, however, never be fully 
realizot without the National Currency o*

The Iron Mines of North 
Hastings. 


LeGion. 


_ Mr. Eprrur,—In the developement of the 
tron mines of North Hastings every well 
wishor of our county should take a warm in- 
terest. It is not enough that the ore should 
be quarried and sent out of the country, but 
wo ought to wake up to the necessity of work- 
ing those ores ourselves and not ouly make 
what pig and bar iron we neod for Canada, 
but also to convort it into steel for rails and 
other uses, and have large supplies for export- 
ation. 

It may be said that we have not the men of 
capital and enterprise to start the making of 
iron and steel in Canada ; wo have the capital 
in the country ifour men of money would 
but use it instead of placiog it out on mort 
gage loans at high rates of interest. But if 
our own men will not embark in the enter- 
prise of developing iron ores, wo surely can 
invite British capitalists, many of whom are 
to be found amongst the-great iron masters in 
England, and who, if proper attention is given 
to encourage them to examine our iron re* 
sources and to start the manufacture of the 
ores for the good of the country, would be 
found willing to ombark in the enterprise in 
Canada. 

It willdo Canada uo good to allow our 
ore beds to be locked up by one, two or more 
gentlemen speculators from the States, The 
time has come when, at least in North Has" 
tings, the owners of iron ores should hold on 
to them for better purposes, than toallow thern 
to fallinto the hands of Americans, whose 
only object must be their own immediate or 
distant profits, taking some of tho ore put of 
the country now to manufacture at a profit, 
and then to sell us back the iron manufac* 
tured fromit, on which we have to pay a 
heavy duty. 

I am not aware of what it costs per ton to 
quarry the ore or to bring it on the cars 
from thy ore bed to Belleville, but it can't 
amount to much, and what particular bene- 
fit is all this to the County, or even to Madoc 
itself, for the $30,000 bonus from each of the 
municipalities 7 Jn a monetary point of view 
how much benefit do theso municipalities 
receive Y How much labor do our city's work- 
ing men obtain from the speculation, even 
when the ore was unloaded on the Grand 
Junction dock and from there reloaded into 
schooncrs? and this small outlay I am inform- 
ed has been or is about being out short, by 
the Grand Trunk continuing the shipment 
from the station westward, 

Tf any profit is made on the oro it falls in- 
to the hands of American irou masters and 
speculators, excepting what goes to pay the 
American laborers to build upla manufacturiog 
population in # foreign country, while we re. 
ceive Lut little, either directly or indirectly, 
by tho removal of our oren to the States 

It may bo said wo have not coal tu work 
our ores, ‘T'o this I reply wo can bring coal to 
the irou as casily and as cheaply as tho iron 
can be taken to the coal, you at loss expouse ;

Scotia within the boundaries of our wide Do- 
mninion can this.forging of a highway be dono 
so well and with so great an impulse to the 
prosperity of the uation, 


The declared policy of tho present govern- 
ment is, as far as possible, to havo all work 
required by Canada done by Canadian hands, 
and this outcome of tho National Policy will 
be to create in Nova Scotia an industry that 
must make her powerful among tho iron- 
makers of the world. The mineral wealth of 
Nova Scotia has hitherto been developed 
with much the same activity, as a few years 
ago, the rich soil of our northwestern prairies 
was tilled, ‘hwo, an enthusiastic inhabitant 
showed a emall acre with a splendid crop, but 
his garden patch was surrounded by a wilder- 
ness of fertile soil. The flood of immigration 
is now rippling over this soil,and the industry 
of the plough is breaking this wilderncas into 
wheat fields. In like manver here we have 
had an individual case or 80 thatehowed what 
our powers as iron makers might be if we had 
one fair chance of entering on the arena ; our 
Londonderry Steel fey has made its 
mark, but all the rest of our province has 
practically remained wal at We had 
iron, coal, capital and hardy labor, but they 
lay apart, and like chemical 
have an affinity for each other, thoy remained 
side by side without any actian. Envelope 
these in the fusing influence vf a decision 
carrying out the national policy of building 
our own roads with our own iron, and an 
action will at onco beg'n that shall produce in 
shape and life an industry clearly native to 
the soil although the policy of free traders 
would have donied its right to exist here. 


Within six months we will sce tho begin- 
ning of this great change, and the noxt two 
years will produce a growth of iron manu- 
factares, that will be a great surprise to the 
sceptical free trader of these provinces, as was 
the development of agriculture in the north- 
west to the Hudson's Bay stockholders who 
considered their territory only fit for the pro- 
duction of fur-bearing avimals. We are pass- 
ing tho point of being more customers of fish 
merchants and importers ; we will realize tho 
position attained by North Englishmen, whose 
manhood has found in the soil the means that 
mado them sovereigns of trade, and that turn- 
ed petty sea-ports and fishing villages into 
marts of commorce which are quoted in the 
foreign markets of the whole world. 

English newspapers are beginning to tall 
as follows, this seloction bring from a journal 
called tho Machinery Market:—‘'Under tho 

resent system wo have to buy from £70,000, - 
00 to £80,000,000 Worth of food per annum 
from abroad. Supposing we pay half of this 
to the United States of America, what do thoy 
do with this money! Simply keep it to 
themselves. Thoy buy very littlo from us, 
‘and are determined that what thoy do buy 
shall be as little as they can help, By means 
of a high protective tariff the Americans on- 
ure that thia money obtained from us shall 
bo spontamongst their own manufacturers 
instead of with us. Tho souvaquente is that 
American manufacturers aro flourishing on 
the money we pay for the food we buy from 
them, whilst Woglish manufacturers aro 
starving.”

Oxygenizing Curds. | 


Oxygon is a purifying agent. It is now | 
well known what it doos for tho blood of 
tho animal croation when brought in con 
taot with it through tho inateamontality of 
tho lungs, It acta similarly on wator whon 
agitated, thus purifying our brooks and civ- 
ors, and proventing goncral stagnation. It 
deatroys fungus organisma in their germinal 
stato, and acts asa gonoral purifior and 
stimulator of wholesome life, which cannot 
bo maintainod without it, 

It has boon found advantageous to air 


this consumption serving to send thom into 
the surrounding atmosphere as certainly as 
the smoke and carbonic acid gas of burning 
wood aro floated away in the air, Tho main 
difference is, that combustion in the ono 
caso is comparatively slow and impercepti- 
ble, while in the othor it is rapid and pal- 
pable. 

Passing a curront of oxygen through 
new milk has been found to presorye it 
several hours longer than the same milk 
would keep if not so treated. If, when 
thoroughly oxyyenized,it is put in a bottle, 
corked with cotton so 0 prevent tho 
spores of fungi from falling into it from the 
atmosphere, it will keop sweet a long time. 
The oxygen destroys the spores that would 
otherwise germinate and grow by feeding 
on tho nitrogenous clementa of the milk, 
But the presonco of water in the milk is a 
hindrance to tho ponotration of the oxygen, 
which not only destroys tho fungi, but has 
an affinity for the oils and harder fats, 
uniting with them to form new compounds, 
some of which rapidly escape in the form 
of gas, and somo of which remain to give 
odor and flavor, Hence tho agoncy of 
oxygen in cheose-making, and the import - 
ant part which it plays. 

On this philosophy is basod a now de- 
parturo in cheese-making, which Profossor 
Arnold, President of the Amorican Dairy- 
men’s Association, has boon busy during 
the past summor in developing. As is well 
known, he agrees with Professor Voclcker, 
tho English chemist, in pronouncing acid 
an injury to cheese, He has aimed to not 
only avoid this; but to yot rid of other ele- 
iments which aré injurious to cheese. For 
instance, what is called ‘animal odor," fo 
finds is produced by tho oxydization of a 
volatilo oil, and tho soonor it is oxydized 
and oxpolled the better. here are other 
volatile oils, which soonér or later become 
gasoous and affect unfavorably the cheese 
in tho curing room if not got rid of before 
the room is reached. Besides, the pro- 
fessor findsJthat the smoll of garlic, cab- 
bago, turnips, and other rank food that 
scents and flavors milk, curds, and buttor, 
are caused by volatile oils that retain their 
integrity, pass through the system of tho 
cow and appear in the products of the 
dairy. These, as well as the volatile. oils 
naturally in all milk, can be oxygenizod and 
got rid of in cheese-making. It is claimed 
that this summer's experiments have 
demonstrated this fact.

milk. Henco a inethod of securing this 
result by airing the curd has been devised. 
The whey is drawn quite sweet as soon as 
the curd is hard enough to be dipped and 
handled without waste. It is then exposed 
to tho air by stirring it and keeping it from 
| packing, in a way to prevent the tempera- 


ture from running down materially. Tho 
whey is got rid of as fast as itexudes from 
the oxygenizing curd, and the offensive 
odors and taints gradually disappear as the 
yolatile oils unite with the oxygen and pass 
off in a gaseous state. Freed from tho 
whey and exposod to the purifying effects 
of oxygen, the curd may bo aired almost 
any length of timo without detriment, or 
until the volatile oils are all disposed of, 
carrying their odorsand flavors with them ; 
and while their volatilization is going on, 
the rennetis doing its work of digesting 
the casein, and the oxygen is gradually 
uniting with the more substantial oils and 
fats, and forming the compounds which 
give tho desired odor and flavor the cheese. 
This is a brief outline of a now philos- 
ophy and method in cheese-making, which, 
if verified by further experience, bid fair 
to revolutionize the business and reduco it 
much more nearly to a science than most 
of us, from the pon penael and fickle nature 
of milk, have thought possible.

Bnglich Butter-Making. 


The Secretary of the Royal Agricultural 
Society of England, H. M. Jenkins, F.G.S., | 
has just published a pamphlet entitl 
‘Hints on Butter-Making.” The saliont 
features of the pamphlet are that the Irish 
butter-makers who have been so long celo- 
brated for the excellence of their make, are | 
thinking seriously of adopting the American 
factory system. Foreign butter, he tells 
us, commands in its season, in large quan- 
titiegy as high a price as any but the best 
English fresh butter, which means butter 
without salt, an “‘article which is almost 
unknown in the open market,and the supply 
of which is, as a rule, restricted to private 
customers.’ Fresh butter, he says,cannot 
be obtained across the seas, which is a pro- 
tection nature has giyen the English farm- 
or that science has not yet taken away. 

In discussing the immediate points of 
butter-making, he warns the dairyman 
against allowing the milk to sour betore 
skimming. In churning, the thermometer 
must be used, and the temperature of the 
cream raised or lowered by the uso of a 
warm or cold bath, 

In feeding cows, he says, “If tho milk 
is to be used in making butter, good qual- 
ity of the product cannot be insured unless 
the too succulent quality of the grass is 
neutralized by the addition of more con- 
centrated feeding materials. In such g 
season as the present (wet) 41bs. of bean 
meal should be given to each cow every 
day; under ordinary circumstances the 
ration may consist of from 2 to 3 lbs. of 
decorated cotton cake, or 24 lbs. of bran 
and 2} lbs. of oatmeal, or 3 lbs. of oatmeal

Either of these 
mixtures will enable the land to carry a 
much larger number of cows profitable than 
could be otherwise maintained upon it. 
Grass and hay should in fact be regarded as 
the most expensive articles of food.” 

The cardinal points in buttermaking 
are ; 

Clean all utensils by first cold, then boil- 
ing, then cold water again. 

Cool the milk when first brought to the 
dairy. 

Set at a temperature not higher than 55 
degrees—he does not say how low.” 

Skim at twelve hoursand he says what 
we do not altogether believe :—‘‘ The larg- 
er quantity of butter from a given quantity 
of milk rarely or never produces the finest 
quality ;”and this we do not believe: 
“Good butter cannot be made if the cream 
contains milk, or is taken off sour milk.” 

Keep the eream as cold as possible until 
ready to churn. 

Churn at a temperature of 57° to 60° 
and recommends the revolving barrel churn. 
We wonder if he has seen the oscillating 
patterns. J 

Ventilate the churn when starting it. 

Stop the churn when the butter is the 
size of a pin-head ; draw off the butter-milk 
and add water ; repeat this water bath un- 
til no buttermilk remains. We think he 
has stopped the churn too soon ; tho size 
of wheat grains is far better. : 

He disapproves of the use of annatto in 
coloring, because it leaves the butter streak- 
ed. This is not our experience. 

Suit your customers 1 the shape of your 
butter-package ; and: he says: ‘‘Salt should 
not be used, except for what is known as 
‘keeping butter,’ or to please the taste of 
spocial customers.” 

He advocates for England what is prac- 
ticed in France, avd wo are familiar with 
the same system here in relation to butter 
merchants, ‘‘ Marketing the compatative- 
ly small quantities of butter which are imade 
by indiyidual farmers in England is the 
great difliculty to be uveroome. The mid- 
dlemen in Ebgland do not perform the same 
duty {as the butter mere! ants of France, 
who not only buys butter in small quantities 
from the small farmers who make it, but 
also complete the process of manufacture,

So, 
also, when tho Indians are possessed of 
territory which contains, or is supposed to 
contain. gold or silver, their limits aro 
invaded ; they are driven to resist ; finally 
a ‘war’ is waged against them, and after 
the tribes has been decimated by the 
murderous weapons used in modern war- 
fare, in the hands of superior numbers, 
the survivors are deported to another 
“reservation,” which in-turn becomes the 
prey of the rapacious whites. Anything 
valuable, in fact, that the aborigines have 
is apparently taken from them.

The London Daily Telegraph says that 
Cotewayo the Zulu Chieftain is # kingly bar- 
Darian enough, and both in appoarance and 
domonnor showed among his subjects as 
something better than tho rost. Tu stature 
he stood a head above the others, and in it~ 
tellect also horose superior toall around! 
Ovor six feet in height, he could carry off 
his great girth well, and those who at one 
time doubted his physicial activity were in 
error, Inappearance there was otherwise 
little to distinguish the King from his people. 
His hair was clovoly trimméd, his head 
ringed after the ordinary fashion of the mar- 
ried mon, and his dress consisted of a sinall 
apron of white goat or leopard skin. His 
face was cleau shaved, and of the darkest 
shade of Zulu complexion, while the broad 
forehead, intelligent oyes, short upper lip, 
and coarse African jaw were none of thom 
features to make him marked among his 
subjects, Considering hia weight, Cetewayo 
has always been an active man,and remem- 
Loring how prodigious obesity has been tho 
fate of his predecessors, and having in, his 
brother Oham’s elephantine proportions an 
ever present warning of what he might look 
forward to if he was not careful, ho took 
regular exercise and moderated his beer, 
Every morning when the weather permitted 
it, the Zula King was wont to take a long 
walk. Before starting he fortified himsclf 
with, somotimes, a mighty draught of 
“‘Jowali” beer, more often tea or coffee, and 
then, long staff in hand, his attendants 
carrying his arms, Cetewayo strode forth 
from his kraal. Behind him streamed out 
a long following of indunas and their retin- 
ues, some of them old men—grumbling at 
the pace the King liked to walk at,and paff- 
ing laboriously as they went, Oetewayo 
himself paced along, “‘every inch a King,” 
as Shepstone has described him, and some- 
times a full hour, or even more,elapsed be- 
fore he turned on hig heel. As he swung 
round, the youth who had preceded him, 
carrying great white shield, ran nimbly to 
his new position, all the following halted in 
their-places till the. King was again at*the 
head of the procession, andthen the whole 
party turned their faces kraalwards.

Daily Mutelligencer, 
End of the Zulu War. 


| Sir Garnet’s Meeting with the 
Chiefs at Ulundi, 


| The Cape Standard and Mail publishes 
| the following description of the great moot- 
ing of Sir Garnet Wolsely with the Zulu 
chiofsiat Ulundi ;—After the capture of | 
Cetewayo yesterday | witnessed tho noxt 
| most important acene of the Zulu cam- 
paign. Notice had been sent throughout 
the land that on this occasion the General 
would announce to the assembled chiefs 
our terms for tho settlement of the fature 
goyernment of the country, and this of 
course, coupled with the fact of the King’s 
capture, sufficed to bring all who could 
come, From carly morning until past 
hoon troops of them kept arriving from all 
directions. The scene was the square 
formed by the headquarters encampment, 
in the centre of which flew the Union Jack 
on a pole, around which were a camp table 
and several chairs, at the lower end. All 
the Zulus were dressed in rows across from 
one side to another, and were, when all 
seated, about ten deep. Umyamana, the 
late Prime Minister, Ishiug, and Atmo 
being again prominent in the centre, while 
other notable chiefs were scattered about 
in the front row, being immediately backed 
up in all cases by their head Indunas and 

councillors. Our officers, of whom there’ 

wore many of almost every branch in the 
service, formed a semi-circle at the upper 
ond, merely leaving a smal] passage to Sir 
Garnot’s suite, In the centro Jantie’s 
mounted natives were also present and 
some of Captain Barton's native contingent. 
When all was ready Sir Garnet camo out, 
and all the Zulus rose and saluted him 
with loud hurrahs, pronounced very harsh- 
ly. All then seated themselves, Sir Gar- 
net having John Shepstone and Colonel 
Olark on his left, while still forther away, 
ona chair by himself, sat John Dunn. 
Behind were Colonel Brackenbury, Gener- 
il Colley, and Mr. St. Loger Herbert, 
Private Secretary, and standing behind 
these again were the rest of the personal 
aud headauarters staff Silence was instan- 
taneous, 


Then Sir Garnet gave an excellent 
speech, which lasted over an hour, It was 
interpreted sentence by sentence by the 
Hon. John Shepstone. After relating the 
circumstances of the coronation of Cete- 
wayo, which curiously enough occurred on 
the same date exactly six years ago, it went 
on to enumerate the many instances of the 
King having broken his pronfises then 
made, and his having stirred up rebellion 
against the Government, ending at last in 
open warfare. The King was now, how- 
ever, a captive on his road to Natal, never 
to return to this land, and he pointed ont 
that, although slow to act, the Queen is 
most able and powerful when it is neces- 
sary to crush an enemy, and that they had 
now been fairly beaten in all the last 
fights. The country was now about to be 
divided, and settled amorg several chiefs, 
who would all be of equal rank, and he 
therefore hoped that the example of Cete- 
wayo’s end might be a lesson to them to 
fultil their promises, which they would have 
to make a sign that day. First, he would 
draw their attention to the King’s practice 
of taking lite for trivial offences. This 
must couse, Noone was to be killed or 
punished without fair trial*by a chiof of his 
district, and then the consent of the 
British Resident. Next, the King had 
kept up a powerful army, but now that 
the nation was nearly surrounded by the 
English or their friends there was no 
necessity for that, and in future no mili- 
tary system would be allowed. Young men 
are to be encouraged and allowed anything 
they pleased and marry when they are able, 
but only with the full consent of the girl's 
parents, No guns are to be allowed to be 
imported into the country, and to prevent 
any possibility of their being smuggled in 
no chief on the coast will be allowed to 
have any boat load of merchandise of any 
description brought round by sea. Again, 
the King had encouraged witchcraft, and 
what is known as ‘smelling out.” ‘This, 
having always led to many lives boing 
sacrificd, is also prohibited. In all this 
was nothing new to them, as they were 
nearly the same as the laws of the nation 
before Chaka’s timo, and in everythin; z else 
he wished them to be governed entirely by 
their own native laws and customs. An 
English resident will be left among them 
to be the eyes and the ears of the people, 
vnd to report to the English Government 
all infractions of the laws to which they 
would bind themselves that day. He de- 
manded, as there were yet many guns and 
cattle belonging to usin tho country, that 
theso should be given up,and that although 
the whole country belonged to us by rightof 
conquest, yet the Queen did not wish to 
annex it or to havo it occupied in any way 
by the white people. So ho, as her repre- 
sontative, had divided it into thirteen dis- 
tricts, over cach of which ‘there would be 
placed a chief. Each was to be independ- 
ont of the others and equal in rank, only 
looking up tothe British Resident and his 
Government for advice. However, the 
chiefs must clearly underatand that it is an 
act of grace to give them hack their land 
as belonging to us. Now we were only do- 
ing what Cetewayo had always done, name- 
ly, dividing the land into districts and giv- 
ing them to whom we choose. Their laws 
and religion wore different to ours,and pro- 
vided they kept the abovo position in view 
wo should not interforo with them. Tho 
Governmont, being anxious to prevent white 
peoplo settling here, would not allow the 
salo of any Jand to othora than natives, al- 
though any chief of a district that wishes 
to have missionaries might sell thom enough 
for a station. This would be, however, 
quite optional; none would be forced on 
thom. Sir Garnet finished his speoch by 
saying that thero wore some chiefs not pre- 
ont to Whom he had given districts and 
that therefore they could not have their 
signed paper until they camo personally. 
A copy of terms and conditions of thoir no- 
copting the chieftainship of the various 
thirteen districts was read out and trans- 
lated to them, and distinctly underatood, 
g mado in a book for tho uso of 
Government and others, Thoso 
fa tow keep as theirs wore thon 
chief, who appointed his two 
Indunas as witnessos, Sit Garnot as Hor 
Majoaty'a re’ ronontative, and lastly John 
Steetone as having intorpreted it to Lee

After all the signing was finished Um- 

zunana said ho wished to withdraw from | 
the district and go and live under Oham.

It was farther 
stated that the boundaries were to be wher- 
ever possible by rivers, and that when they 
were fixed by a council of officers, who were 
being appoitited to go ronnd with the gon- 
orals, a rough, plan would be prepared, 
Any inhabitants not liking to stay in the 
new districts were to have full power to 
leave for any other one which they might 
choose. Altogether the meeting was a 
grand success, and x briliant finish to the 
whole question. All seemed satisfied. 


How Indian wan Arise, 


Orvinizeo Practices—Fiautixo rae In- 
DIANS THAT THE AGENTS MAY GROW FA, 


A correspondent of the New York Sun, 
writing from Wood Mountain, N. W.. says: 


When the time comes for the solution of 
the Indian question, it can be solved with 
very little difficulty, Let the American 
Government send acomiasion into Montana 
to investigate the exact amount of money 
the army scouts and Montana contracters 
will be satisfied with, and the Indian war is 
ended. It is an absolute though deplorable 
fact that since the Teton band crossed the 
line in 1876, theyfhave been used by the 
money-grabbera of Montana Territory for 
purely financial purposes, and the hatter 
campaigns have merely demonstrated the 
necessity of putting down Montana first, if 
the Government would have any peace, 
There is a ring formed in the territory, as 
thieving and prosperous as any city or 
county ring over was, whose sole aim is an 
annual expedition against the Indians. Its 
head rests on Fort Benton, one foot in 
Helena and the other in Miles, Early in 
the spring rumors are set afloat of Indian 
depredations, a grand outery goes forth,

proclaiming that settlers and settlements 
are in danger, and there isa dismal howl 
for an expedition to avenge murder and 
robbery, all of which is charged upon the 
Sioux. The army scouts (who in times of 
peace are merely teamsters aud packers on 
a small salary) pick up the cry, and pre- 
tending to scour the country, report great 
offences against the rights of settlers. The 
commandant of a postis entirely reliant 
on his scouts. They are his sole source of 
information, and, ambitious himself, he is, 
perhaps, too willing to believe their ac- 
counts of horrors and horrors to come. In 
the meantime the contractors are busy. 
Papers are subsidized, correspondents for 
eastern journals are furnished with masses 
of information, andthe hue and cry is 
raised, From every section of northern 
Montana there comes a demand for pro- 
tection, and the trick is successful. 

Last spring there was a terrible feverish- 
nessin the upper part of the territory. Men 
were found dead, slain by Indians ; horses 
were stolen, log huts were burned, and 
there was, unquestionably, considerable 
saffering among the settlers. This was 
merely a repatition of the stories that were 
set afloat the spring before and the spring 
before that. On each occasion the blame 
was heaped on the Tetons, while, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the Tetons were snowed up at 
Wood Mountain and could not get out, 
Not a Sioux had crossed the line. Not a 
solitary man from Sitting bull’s camp had 
begun to look around for his spring break- 
fast. Lateron inthe summer the same 
state of affaira existed: Wosdchoppers were 
killed, ranchmen were run out, and men 
disposed of their horses at any price they 
could obtain. During all this time the 
scouts were “‘ reporting” and the contract- 
ors getting their workin, At last the de- 
ried result was accomplished. The army 
passed forward, drove the buffalo into 
Sitting Bull’s camp, and then announced 
the campaign closed. There isno way of 
estimating the amount of money the ex- 
pedition cost without referring to the [re- 
cords in the department, but there is great 
jubilation in Benton, Helena and Miles 
City over the result, and already the sup- 
ply men are figuring for next summer's 
work, 

A perfect reign of terror prevailed along 
the Missouri, and a few questions here and 
there dovelop the fact that all the storivs 
ofhorror and significant warnings camo | 
from the ecouts. Aman (who dare not 
give his name for publication, because he 
wants to live there) told mo that times were 
always flush with the scouts just before and 
during a war period, and he was pretty 
well satisfied that the money did not all 
come from the government. In fact, they 
cautiously mix up a great many Montana 
people in their narrative,and I am told that 
should all the facts ever reach the light, 
there will be much tribulation in the cities 
I have named, 

All the information gained by army 
scouts comes from the agencies on the ua 
per side of the river, and noarly all the 
intelligence gleaned by Sitting Bull as to 
the movements of the troops is gleaned in- 
directly from scouts in the emp! oy of tho 
moving forces. Will Sitting Bull be cap- 
tured! Most ott not. Were he not 
the sagacious savage he is, he would be in 
no danger. His capture would be adeath- 
blow to the speculators, the aoontay pn the 
army of Montana. To-day he is tho sup- 
port and stay of these three cloments, and 
he needs no better policy of insurance than 
is furnished by his pursuors. If it were 
intended to capture him and scatter his 
band it would only ba necessary to give the 
Crow, the Gros-Ventre, the Riokaree, and 
the Mandan tribes the word, and they 
would land him his outtit in ten days. But 
his defeat is a consummation deyoutly to 
be avoided, and, knowing,as he well knows 
how ho ia situated, he looks on calmly and 
oats his dog soup with a complacent grin.

The Sugar Trade. 


The sillioat of the many silly articles 
which the @lobe has published with regard 
to the sugar trade, appears in its issuo of 
the 15th inst. In this amusing production 
it confeases that refined sugars are sold in 
Canada more cheaply than they can be im- 
ported under the present tariff. This fact 
wo have at Jaat succeeded in drumming in- 
to the heads of the Globe's writers, who 
thus acknowlodge that the N. P. is beno- 
ficial, to that extent, at all events. This 
acknowledgement is made in these words; 


This advance does not novessarily signify 
that another dip is to be made into the 
plo’s pockets by the monopolists, The 
tis that the Montreal prices aro, and al- 
ways have been kopt at the highest point 
can be kept without permitting importa- 
tions of refined sugar, Further squeezing of 
the people is therefore impossible. If the 
price of refined sugar were to be further in- 
creased, relatively to the cost of raw sugar, it 
would beoome profitable to import. It may, 
then, be taken for granted that the rise in the 
price of refined sugars merely reflects a corres- 
ponding riso in the price of raw sugar, caused, 
among other thingr, by the anticipated short- 
ness of the beet crop in Franve. The public 
have probably nothing to complain of in the 
late rise, it ey merely the legitimate effoct 
of an anticipated shortness in supply. 


The Price of Tea. 


Just as wo oxpectod, tho Grit papers are 
already beginning to charge the late increase 
in the prico of toa to the N. P., and ono of 
them goes a0 far beyond the truth as to say 
that the incroase amounts to 15 to 20 cents 
per pound, instead of 5 cents, It would be 
as wise and aa fair to chargo tho rise or fall 
of the wator in the Moira to the same cause. 
| The enhancement of value in our market 
| has been caused by a corresponding or even 
greater rise in other markets, and that is 
the whole secret. The N. P. has nothing 
whatever to do with it, 


respondent writes on the 10th inst,; “A 
despatch from Montreal, Canada, says the 
toa trade thoro is in an excited state, and 
the prices stilladvancing. The dealers hore 
say tho advance thoro is in reality no greater 


months, Tho merchants are of the opinion 
that the advance in Canada and England is 
simply owing to the increase in the value 
of teas, In New York it is duo to causes 
similar to those causing an advance of flour, 
grain, iron, and all other commoditios of 
general consumption, This is the view gen- 
erally taken by the tea merchants of this 
city asto thecause of excitementin Canada.” 

Tho duty imposed upon teas under the 
old tariff was ; On Black teas 5c per pound 
and on Groon and Japan 6c per pound. 
Tho offect of this was that the cheap grades 
of teas, which are chietly consumed by the 
laboring classes—for whom the Grit party 
profess yreat concern, but whom they would 
with chacacteristic consistency drive out of 
the country by closing the factories in 
which they are employed to make room for 
the importation of Yankee manufactures 
—paid as much duty as the high priced 


So far so good ; according to the Globe's 

confession the people of Oanada get retin- 
ed sugars cheaper, under the present tariff, 
than they canimport them, and we might 
add of very much better quality than those 
hitherto supplied to us from the United 
States. So much better, in fact, are the 
Canadian refined sugars than the Yankeo 
trash, that although the price is unusually 
a trifle higher, because of the oxtra duty 
which had to be imposed to raise revenue 
to wipe out the deficits left by tho late 
Grit Government, they are in reality 
cheaper because holding much more sac- 
charine matter,and so free from adulteration 
by deleterious matter that the public are 
actually receiving better value in sugars 
for their money now than ever before. 
Consumers who have gtven attention to 
tho matter will fully bear us out in this. 

But although driven to the confession 
above quoted, the Globe has still a griov- 
ance. Professing still to consider Messrs. 
Redpath monopolists, despite the estab- 

lishment of the new St. Lawrence refinery, 
{t asserts that they will not afford the 
grocery trade a chance for speculation by 
refusing to sell traders large quantities of 
their product in face of a rising market. 
Greater nonsense than this we defy any 
one to pen—that is supposing it to be true, 
asthe Globe says, that ‘“‘the Montreal 
“ prices aro, and always haye been, kept 
“at the highest point they can be kept 
‘* without permitting importations of re- 
“fined sugar.” Why, with so small a 
margin in their favor, the Canadian refiners 
dare not refuse to sell, because any mor- 
chant of speculative tendencies, whose 
brain isnot so clouded as that of tho 
Globe's writer, would at once, if his order 
was refused in face of a rising market, pur- 
chase in the United States and easily clear 
the small margin which the Globe confessos 
Sagainst him as the market price ad- 
vanced. This isso plain that the Globe's 
fancy picture loses all itscharm on being 
subjected to even a momentary examina- 
tion ; but its anxiety to make a point 
against the tariff is so great that reason and 
common sense are entirely ignored in its 
comments on that subject.

Tue Lomsex Marxer.—A prominent 
buyer from New York is in Ottawa and 
gives a very hopeful account of the revival 
in the lumber market. He has been en- 
trusted with an order for a large quantity 
of oak for ship building. 


Morper Triat.—The second trial of 
Dr. Bowers and McCabe, of Oxford, for 
the murder of the latter’s wife, commenced 
yesterday at Woodstock. At the first trial 
which took place at the last Spring Assizes 
the jury failed to agree. The trial was re- 
sumed to-day. 


Lanp-Grappinc.—A despatch from Ot- 
taws on the 15th says :—*' Sixty-three 
thousand pre-emptions and homestead 
rights have been registered in the Depart- 
mont of the Interior for lands in the North- 
west since the beginning of the present 
year, Considerable land-grabbing is going 
on. Many of theso are said to be speoula- 
tive.” 


Tue Noxru-Wxst.— The Manitoba ox- 
‘Ribits of soil, grains, ete., have been pro- 
sented to the Hon. Minister of Agriculture, 
‘who has decided to present them to tho 
English agricultural commissioners who are 
now engaged in making a tour of Canada, 
‘They will take them to England, whero 
intending emigrants will be able to judge 
of the fertility of the soil of our great 
North-West. 

Tue Querec Banorer.—Tho Mail statos 
that the banquet in honor of Bir John A. 
Macdonald on tho 15th was « brilliant suc 
cous. In reply to tho toast of his health, 
Sir John Macdonald, who was received 
with enthusiasm, expressed the great omo- 
tion ho felt at receiving in this old city in 
which, a quartor of a century ago, he had 
first taken offico in Canada, this grand 
ovation which proved to him that the Ppeu- 
plo had recognized the fact that, however 
fallible he might have been, his sole 
thought throughout his careor was tho in. 
terest of Canada. flo roferred to tho suc- 
cons of his mission to England and dopict- 
od in glowing torms tho future which wos 
Tosorved to Canada under tho impetus of a 
wise and farscoing policy. His spoech oc- 
eupied an hour and » quarter in delivery, 
Sir Charlos Tupper, Mr, Plumb, Mr 


teas, which the rich mon consume. The 
present Government have remedied this by 
imposing 2 cents per pound and 10 per cent 
ad valorem on Black teas and 3 cents per 
pound and 10 per cent ad valorem on Green 
and Japan teas, The effect of this is that 
the poor man’s tea at say 40 cts per pound 
now pays 6 cents duty, whilst the rich 
man’s tea at from 80c to $1 per pound pays 
from 11 cents to 13 conts duty. Taking 
the average price of the tea consumed in 
the Dominion at 60 conts, the increase in 
the duty would amount to 3 cents per 
pound, therefore tho assertion that because 
of the N. P. the price of tea has been in- 
creased by from 15 cts to 20 cts per pound 
since last year is tho result either of an 
ignorance so dense as to be entirely inex- 
cusable, or of a mendacity almost without 
parallel, 


Crioxet in New Yorx.—A_ telegram 
from Now York on the 15th says :—“'The 
cricket match between cighteon Amoricon 
baseball players and Daft’s English Eleven 
was played on the Union grounds, Brook- 
lyn, to-day. The weather was finoe,and the 
attendance small. Tho Englishmen batted 
tho Americans as they pleased, and won by 
107 in one inning, the Americans scoring 
62in the first and 27 in the second in- 
ning.” 


Tar Lonpoy Lrnet Case.—The editor 
of Town-Talk, a London society paper, was 
before the police court on the 15th inst. ,to 
answer to the charge of libelling the two 
famous beauties of the city, Mrs, Langtry 
and Mrs. Cornwallis West. The prisoner 
made an abject apology to the offended 
ladies, disclaimed any malicious intent,and 
sought to cast the blame upon a journalist 
who had written the libels for him. Boing 
unable to procure bail for the sum of £2,- 
000 fixed by the Court, he begged earneat- 
ly for a reduction, which called forth an 
indignant protest fron the counsel of Mrs. 
Langtry. He was committed for trial at 
the sessions, bail remaining as before. 

Exxcrion Cases.—An order has been 
granted by Chief Justice Ritchie, in re 
North Ontario (Dominion) election case, 
limiting the appeal from the judgment of 
Mr. Justice Armour to personal charges 
adjudicated upon in the aforesaid judg- 
ment. In the Court of Appeal the appli- 
cation to have the potition against the 
return of Dr, Barr for Dufferin thrown out 
was considered by Chief Justice Moss. 
Tho ground of the application was that the 
petitioner had been found guilty of corrupt 
practices at an election, and was therefore 
disqualified from acting as a petitioner, 
This allegation was contained in affidavits, 
ond the Chief Justice refused to act upon 
it. Should the application be entertained 
it will probably haveto be sustained by 
evidence taken before the Court. 


Russtaw Derear ix Oznrrat Asta. —A 
Berlin despatch of the 18th says :—"'Tho 
truth about the GeokTeppe aftair is gradual- 
ly leaking out. The assault on Denzil 
Teppe earthworks was made on the Pleva 
Pattern. After an ineffectual cannonado 
tho Russians made a rush with fixed bay- 
onets, but were repulsed and defeated in 
disorder. Tho Turcoman cavalry attack- 
ing tho Russian’s flank and rear created 
such confusion that when the vanguard 
roached the main forco in reserve tho lat- 
ter was unable to stem the tide of rotroat 
and was compelled to retire forty iniles be- 
fore order could be restored. According to 
Private intelligence received at St. Petors- 
burg the Russian loss is much greater than 
official roports admit. A letter from St, 
Potersburg confirma the nows of the Rus- 
sian defoat at Geokteppe. The letter anys 
the advance column of the expodition,after 
4n inoffoctual assault on Donzil Toppe, re- 
troated on the main body, which fell back 
to Buorma during tho night.””

suck THINGS IN THE 


HOW THRBY MAN 
| ORLESTIAL BMPIRE. 
| (From the Shanghai Shen Pao.) 


In acountry village near Nanking lived 
two mon named Chon and Yu. Yu hada 
| daughter who was formally betrothed to 
Chen's son, and, probably on account of 
her parents’ poverty, was sent to hor 
future fathor-in-law’s house to bo brought 
| up there. After a time Yu, who is a weaver, 
wont to live in Nanking, and his daughter 
vame to pay a visit to her mother, The 
girl, who was now grown up, was very 
discontented with hor lot, complaining of 
having to work in tho fields and of her 
father in-law’s roughness and coarsonoss ; 
and her parents began to repent of the en- 

agemont, and determined to try and 
fee it off. Next door to them was living 
a scholar named Chin, who was writing 
forthe next examinations, and occupying 
himself meanwhile as a schoolmaster, 
Constantly seoing the girl, he took a fanoy 
to her, and formed an intrigue with her. 
The fature fathor-in-law, Chen, finding the 
girl was not sent back to his house, and hear- 
ing a romor of Chin's intentions, began to 
suspect that Yu was trying to break olf the 
match, and sont a match-maker to hurry on 
tho marriage, Yu replied that he had nover 
accepted any bethrothal presents, and that no 
one could make him take them, and that he 
would not givo his consent to the marriage. 
Chon then went himself with the match-maker 
but with no further result than a great deal of 
mutual abuso, Chen next filed a petition in 
the magistrate's court, and Yu presented a 
counter-petition written forhim by Chin. The 
case came on for hearing, and the magistrate 
soon elicited the truth, After rating Yusound- 
ly, he turned to Chon and said, ‘* You can 
take the girl or not, as you like, but I strong- 
ly advise you not to.” Chen persisted in 
Having her, and tho magistrate ordered tho 
two parties to draw up a formal contract, 
Chen, Who was present in court, motioned 
to Yu not to sign tho contract. He was de- 
tectod, however, by the magistrate in so da- 
ing, and was called up and queationed, and 
then cautioned that a man in his position 
should not mix himsolf up in a case of this 
wort. ‘Tho magistrate then looked up the 
almanac and chose a lucky day in June for 
the wedding day, wheroupon Chin stepped 
forward ou Yu's behalf and begged that tho 
marriage might be hold in the Autumn. This 
interference thoroughly exasporated the mag- 
istrate, who thumped the table and ordered 
Chin to bo kupt in Gontinement till/after the 
marriage was completed. In a few days time 
the matchmaker presented himself at Yu's 
house with the customary presents, When 
she was well inside, the door was closed, and 
father and daughter fell upon .her and beat 
her horribly, The woman, after this foro- 
taste, not knowing what would happen on 
the real wedding day, appealed to the 
magistrate, who again Ralled upon the par- 
tios. Yu couldonly allege in excuse that 
the son-in-law had not come in pereon to 
the house. Chon said that the custom was 
given up in the country, and besides his son 
had not the money to buy a proper dress for 
the ocersion, The magistrate replied that the 
bridegroom should certainly go to the house, 
and, ow he was poor, the magistrate would 
give the money for the dreas, More- 
ovor, when the day came, the magistrate anid 
he would send two policemen with the bride- 
groom, and, if there was any trouble the girl 
should be carried to the magistrate’s Yamen 
and married there. “When the day came, the 
Poicemes escorted the party to the bride's 
ouse and then back to the bridegroom’s and 
waited till the marriage ceremony had actu- 
ally been preformed, when thoy retired.

Sriuv A Mire—Caristenep and Doing

Among the calls made by a reporter for 
the Sun yesterday was one on FrankGeorge 
Fromm. He lives at 438 West Fitfy-fourth 
street, and he was found asleep on a pillow 
which had been placed on a chairnear the 
kitchen stove, He had not increased per- 
ceptibly in weight or size since his birth, 
three weeks ago, At that time he tipped 
the scales at eleven ounces and three quar- 
ters, was five inches long and two and a 
half across the chest. The object of the 
reporter's call was to attend the christening, 
but he was disappointed, for the ceremony 
was performed a week ago. Fearing that 
some misfortune might befall the baby, his 
parents took him to the Lutheran church 
in Forty-second street, where a few drops of 
lukewarm water were placed on his tiny 
head by the Officiating clergyman. His 
godfather gave him a plain gold ring that 
could not be pate upon a lead pencil, but 
fits easily upon the middle® finger of his 
left hand. His visitors are numerous. 
Curious mothers, some of whom come long 
distances, are in the majority ; but physi- 
cians and others,actuated by more practical 
motives, have been in fair proportion. The 
boy continues vigorous, eating hoartily and 
sleoping long and soundly. He does not 
make much noise, but is what mothers call a 
‘good baby.” Hopes are entertained that 
he will develop into a great man in a small 
way, though his mother says she would not 
be disappointed if he should grow to ordi- 
nary size, His sister, a little over two 
years old, and the only survivor of seven 
other children that preceded him in the 
Fromm family, weighed nearly twelve 
pounds at birth.—V, Y. Sun.

The Milling and Farming interests. 


Tho Mail says, in its issue of the 16th 
inst :—‘‘ Ontario millers now reap liberal 
returns from supplying the markets of the 
Maritimo Provinces with broadatuffs—ono 
of the direct resulta of the National Policy. 
Tn attempting to refute this palpablo fact, 
tho @lobe assortu with its accustomed reck- 
lossneas that the duties collected on Amori- 
can broadstuffs imported into the Maritime 
Proyinces from March 15 to July 30, 

amounted to $105,724. This statement: 
like eyery other statement respecting com- 
morolal atatistics published by it during the 
past week, is utterly false. Tho official 
returns show tho amount to be only about 
one-third of that sum, viz., $44,354.82, As 
our contemporary doubtless guessed at tho 
figures, wo append the official statement; — 
March 15 to April 30, $9,723.97; May, 
$9,257.05 ; June, $12,474.11; July, $l,- 
899.19. The aggregate would represent 
only 90,000 barrels of flour. But under 
free trade no less than $12,874 barrels of 
“American flour entered Nova Scotia alone.

How ro Distincuism Musnnooms.—The 
following item, which is clipped from Land 
and Water will be found valuable at pres- 
ent, as the late mushrooms are now in ord- 
er :—‘‘ Amateur gatherers of mushrooms 
are often spoiled of their enjoyment in oat- 
ing the results of their researches by tho 
fear of poisoning in the shape of venomous 
congeneric. A French contemporary gives 
4 simple means whereby to distinguish the 
real from the spurious comestible, ‘The 
stem of a genuine mushroom is short, thick 
and white, marked under the head with o 
Prominent ring, The head is white and 
regularly convex, the edges are bent in- 
ward, the flosh is white and firm,the under 
leaves aro deep pink and separate as they 
approach, but do not touch the stem. When 
the mushroom grows old the hat-like shape 
changos; it becomes brown, flat and scaly, 
the undor loaves also turn brown. It ia 
bettor whon oaten young. Spurious mush- 
rooms havo their heads covered with warta 
and othor mombranaceous substances, which 
adhero to the upper surface; they are honyy 
and spring from a species of bulb ; they 
generally grow in bunchos, Whon the 
tauahrooms are doubtful sprinkle a littlo 
salt on tho under and spongy part.

THE GREAT FIASCO. 
HANLAN ROWS OVER THE COURSE. 


Fastest Time on Record—3:564. 
Tho Globe's correspondent gives the fol- 
lowing further account of procevdings in 
tho fiasco at Mayavillo yostorday *— | 

At about half-past throe the referee and 
party wonton board tho Olivia, o sinall 
steam yacht, and travelled up the course to 
the starting flag and the to Courtney's 
boat-houso, where aft siting a few | 
soconds tho door opened, Bort Brown, 
tho caretaker, appoared. ‘The roferoo said 
—' An yot ct hus come aboard the 
boat to look after Mr, Courtnoy’s interests; 
ploaso tell him to send some one to act as 

udge for him on board tho tug, and tell 
him ‘also that Lhave boon unable to find 
Mr. Brister, who was to act as his judge at 
the start and finish. Say to him that I 
would like to see him come out and row in 
any sort ofa boat thatho can get, even if 
he should be beaten a mile.”” 

A mossenger was despatched to consult 
Courtney, and very soon & message came 
back, saying that he declined to row, and 
that it was not necessary to have any 
judges to act for him, The Ohvia then 
stoamed down to the starting flags, where 
Hanlan was sitting in the Zoronto ready to 
start, The Champion was dressed in his 
blue sleeveless shirt aad bare-headed. Aftor 
a fow minutes’ conyersation with him the 
referee ordered the captain of the Olivia to 
steam up and clear the course previous to 
starting. The referee requested Mr, 
@harlos M. Calvin, of the New York Clip- 
per, to act as judge for Courtney, and the 
gentleman in question sccepted this posi- 
tion.

At about half-past four the Olivia took 
hor place at the starting flags, and all being 
in readiness, Hanlan took his place at his 
atarting Hag. The official timer, General 
Duncan, of New York, stood with watch in 
hand ready to take the start, and 
Ward and Douglass sat in the starting boat 
ready to send him off.

A Wonderful Escape. 


Forry-Eigut Hours Unper Grovunp, 


Last Friday, at noon, a well the fair 
grounds caved in a the bottom after it had 
reached a depth of one hundred and six- 
teen feet, burying William Selves, a work- 
man, under about thirteen feet of sand. 
This well had reached the depth of one 
hundred feet when a stratum of loose 
white sand was reached, which made 
curbing necessary, An upright curbing in 
sections four feot long was used. While 
putting in the fourth section the caving 
took place, first crushing in the lower sec- 
tion not yet finished, and pinning Selves 
in solid sand and nearly to hi armpits, It 
was instantly followed by the three sec- 
tions above, which were crushed in to tho 
contre, leaving a vacuum there. On sve- 
ing it start Selves had instinctively raised 
section of the curbing over his head, 
bending backward, face up, with his arm 
Supporting the piece of curbing stretched 
over his head. In this position the sand 
sottled about him, completely binding 
him, except his head and one arm, which 
he could moye at that time. The’ section 
of curbing which he had raised above his 
head created an open space, which fora 
short time communicated with the open 
space through tho centre of the well made 
by the coming together of the barrel-like 
curbing. 


Assoon as possible a gas pipe, for the 
pupose of pumping air to him, was inserted 
through the opening—Selves, who then 
had one arm at liberty, placing it as near 
his mouth as the boards over him would 
Permit. Soon after this was accomplished 
the sand settled solidly over him, loaving 
only the space under the board, which soon 
filled so close asto imprison the arm that 
had been at liberty, and to also render his 
head immovable, In this situation, plainly 
depicted by himself in sepulchral tones 
through the air tube, and perfectly audible 
at the top of the well. Selvos, then six 
hours without food, and cramped and chill- 
ed by the cold sand, said he would hold on 
to life if there wore brave hearts enough 
above him to undertake his release, know- 
ing full well tho danger of those who might 
tempt it hastily. Tho task was to remove 
from thirteen to cighteon foot of sand from 
the bottom of a well one hundred and ton 
feet deep, by putting in new curbing while 
taking out the sand and debris of the old 
curbing, and to do it all so carefully as not 
to fill the little space above his face. Coup- 
lod with this task was the spalling danger 
tw the workmen ofa fresh caving of tho 
well, now more imminont than the first, for 
above the ominous space made by the cav- 
ing of the sand hung the hundred feot of 
clay wall, with no support but its own ad- 
heaion, its natural foundation of sand being 
gone. 


In the face of those discouragemonts there 
wore brave hoarts onough found to work 
night and day, never slackening, except 
fora short timo on Saturday morning, when

In accordance with the published requisi- 
tion a meeting of ratopayors was hold in the

city, Aldermen Proctor, MolIninch, Jollett, 
Vandusen, St, Charlos and Geen, Judge 
Sherwood, Thos. Ritchie, Jas Meaghor and 
Hugh Walker oocupied seats in the body of 
tho hall, whilst on the platform were the Rev. 
| Messrs, Dr, Clarke, Burke, McLean, Dra. 
Hope, Potts and James Ross 

Tho Mayor, who presided, said howas sorry 
to see so few present on the oovasion of such 
an important subject. He said that the peoplo 
wero aware that the Government had given 
a grant of land for tho erection of an hospital 
thereon, He thought it would boa great boon 
to the needy. He said, the hospital lot had 
been talked of for a park, bathe thought it 
would bo better to sell it and appropriate the 
fands for the erection of an hospital, He 
would not take up any further timo in 
talking but would call on Mr. Ross, Treasurer 
of the Committee of Citizons, who had intorest- 
od themselves in this subject, 
Mr. Ross said in many cities and towns in 
the Province they had large buildings for hos.

To question this principle is to assert the 
doctrine which was stated in its extreme 
and most odious form in the familiar phase : 
‘I would vote forthe devil, if he were 
regularly nominated.’ 

Mr. Curtis will undoubtedly carry many 
with him, and as Mr. Kelly's strength is 
not thought to be great, the fight will be 
one of the hottest and closest ever experi- 
enced in the Empire State, and the result 
will have great influence on the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the Presidency. 
Should his protege Robinson be elected, or 
should the contest bo very close, Mr. 
Tildon will in all probability be again a 
candidate for the chief magistracy of the 
nation ; but if the Republicians receive a 
largo majority then a western man will be 
the Democratic nominee.

A resolution to the offoot that the time had 
arrived when it has become necessary to estab- 
blish a general hospital in the city and favor- 
ing the appointment ofa committee to take 
necessary initiatory ateps in tho premises, was 
moved by Rev. Dr. Clarke and seconded by 
Dr, Potts, 

Dr, Hope was tho noxt speaker, He said 
that the general and Provincial government 
alike aided the support of hospitals in 
several cities and towns viz. in Cobourg, 
Port H ope, Hamilton, St, Catharines &o., 
and if this place was larger he doubted not 
but that the Government would do something 
forus. The scheme suggested was a good 
one, and wo should concentrate our energies 
thereon and make tho requisite provision for 
tho treatment of the sick. He, however, 
regretted that he could not endorse the re- 
solution proposed, foi we could not have an 
hospital at the present time, as the necessary 
funds were wanting, and who would contri- 
bute was now tho question. We should con- 
centrate our energics in the premises, as the 
bulk of the sick as they now are, have to be 
treated at their own homes. Ho regretted 
he could not support the resolution as it in 
his opinion was not practical. 

Mr, Ross made somo explanation in regard 
to the cost of the building proposed to be 
used and the aid the Government would 
give. 

Rev. Dr. Olarke said it was not contem- 
plated to add to the present expenditure of 
tho city, for tho timo has arrived when it is 
expedient that steps be taken to achieve the 
object sought for. Everything must have a 
beginning ; this should be no myth and men 
should be selected to look after the interests 
of this object who would act conscientiously, 
He urged the concentration of our efforts #0 
as to have an hospital established hore, Tho 
object was good, we could got aid from out- 
side and therefore wo should make a com- 
mencement. The rev. gentleman's remarks 
wore loudly cheered at the close. 

Judge Sherwood anid wo could not expect 
anything from the government until we had 
an hospital, but he doubted not that tho 
government would aid us as something of the 
kind was needed here, and now unless we 
make a beginning we cannot expect to suc- 
coed. Numbers thorugh eickness suffered in 
the winter in this city ; they had no money 
for either provisions or fuel, and poverty it- 
solf was bad enough without the affliction of 
sickness, All the clergy saw numbers of in- 
stances where people died for want of proper 
nourishment. Wo should carry out some 
plan or other and come to the conclusion 
whother we want an hospital or not; if one 
in needed, let us bave one, and if not, wo do 
not require it, He did not beliove the Gov- 
ernment would refuse us the aid they gave to 
others ; the Government would commond our 
prudence in acting as was suggested and 
prey us as woll as othors who were better 
off.

Last Night’s Meoting. 


To the Editor of the Daily Intelligencer. 

Mx. Eprror,—It is to bo regretted that the 
public meeting last evening, called to consider 
a matter of so much importance, should have 
resulted as it did.

obtained, and whether the city would con- 
tribute toward its maintanance, or the Pro- 
vince allow a grant, or whother this, that or 
the other thing ought to be done, Matters, 
of course, of great importance in carrying out 
any scheine, but all totally asido from tho 
resolution then under consideration, 

If anything shows tho need that at least a 
smattering of logic should bo taught at our 
common schooo!s, it is the scenes repeatedly 
witnessed at our public meetings, where per- 
sons otherwise well informed, even lawyears 
and other professional inen, wasting valuable 
time by talking entirely aside from the ques. 
tion which thoy believe themselves to be dis- 
cussing. 

It may be that itix quite impracticable, 
through one reason or another, to establish a 
hospital here. Our people may be too poor 
to .upport it, or they may be unwilling to 
contribute, or something else may stand in the 
way of successfully carrying the matter 
through, but none of these things affect the 
question that we need one now,any moro than 
that because a hungry man cannot get means 
to procure a meal affects the question that he 
needs one now. 

It is to be hoped that there will be a largo 
attendance atthe meeting to be called ata 
future day, and though this mecting was not 
successful in its main object, that yet it will 
be the means, if by nothing else than the 
warmth manifested by some of tho speakers, 
of arousing a greater interest in tho matter, 

Whilo making all due allowance at a pro- 
miscuous meeting of this kind for those who 
do not understand the rules of debate, yet it 
is most desirable in tho public interest that

‘SIR JOHN MALDONALD’S SPEC: 


A BRILLIANT EFFORT. 


Eloquent Address by Sir Charles 
Tupper. 


Quenec, 16th.—-Tho following is the ro- 
port of tho speech delivered by Sir John 
Macdonald at tho banquet last night :— 

Sim Joun Macvowaup on rising was 
greeted with evthusiastic and prolonged 
cheering Ho oid «Me. Olmiscsmeny ian 
the autumn of 1854 [had the great honor 
of boing selected in this great old city to 
be the Attorney-General for the Province 
of Upper Canada, and it looks to me a 
dream, Mr. Chairman, that a quarter of a 
century afterwards I should be here a liy- 
ing man and receive this testimonial from 
this vast mecting. Only think of it, a 
quarter of a century had passed since I 
first took office in this grand old City of 
Quebec, where I have lived so long, and 
which I love sv well, (Enthusiastic ap- 
plause.) It isa great honor, it is a cul- 
minating delight tome to think that in 
tho same spot, in the same city where I 
first became really a director of the affairs 
of Canada, I receive to-day this evidence 
given to me by the people of Quebec, that 
I have on the whole governed the country 
wisely and well. (Tremendous applause 
and cheering.) No man knows better than 
I the fallibility of human nature; (laughter) 
no man knows better than I after a long 
experience of political life, the issues that 
every man must take; but proud con- 
sciousness tells mo at this moment that the 
people of Canada-have forgiven my faults ; 
(prolonged cheers) that they have recog- 
nized this fact which I claim for myself, 
that whether I was right or wrong, my 
only thought always was for the interests of 
Oanada. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) It 
may be, gentlemen, a little hard in myself 
to make the declaration, but it will be ad- 
mitted that while the Government with 
which I was connected lasted, so long did 
prosperity exist in Canada. (Hear, near, 
and cheers.) I cannot say gentlemen, that 
we can regulate atmospheric or climatic in- 
fluences. By some strange chance when- 
ever the Grits, our opponents, are in power 
then you have bad harvests, colorado bugs, 
wee-evils, (laughte.) and all the other influ- 
ences which severed Canada from prosperity. 
(Applause,) I heard the other day a Grit 
friend of mine say : “Well, you are the 
luokiest fellow in the world. When we 
came into office bad seasons and bad crops 
followed,and we had low prices and lumber 
was a lumber." (Laughter.) Well, I may 
remark, that the first Napoleon said ‘‘ that 
Providence fought on tho side of the army 
which had the best artillery,” (laughter), 
and I also think that Prince Metternich de- 
clared ‘ that he would never employ a man 
who had bad luck” (Renowed laughter.) 
Now, Mr, Chairman, did you ever know a 
pabhe party which is accompanied by such 

ad luck as that of our opponents! For 
tive long years they attempted to govern 
this country, and for five years we had 
verty, distress and despair. (Applause.) 
Eot any man to-day stroll through the 
suburbs of this old city and he will see the 
evidences of past misery and of present 
poverty, because we cannot by a magic 
wand, by the adoption of a correct rather 
than incorrect policy, change at once the 
state of affairs. But I would ask you, sir, 
if even here in Quebec there has not been 
a great change; whether mendo not feel 
hopeful instead of desponding ; whether 
there is not a bright and immediate pros- 
pect of escape from the slough of despond 
into which the country was plunged by the 
Government to which we succeeded, and 
the party which we hope to keep out of 
power for many long years to come! (Great 
Sepa T am not going, however, to talk 
politica to-night—my heart is too full for 
politics—I am not going to discuss the com- 
parative merits of one party or the other ; 
but Ihave come to this grand old place 
where I have lived so long to receive the 
greatest culminating compliment and honor 
of my life. For ten long years I have lived 
in this city. I was united with the French 
Conservative party, I fought their battles. 
Iwas Taatled in Upper Canada, and told 
that I was untruthful to my religion asa 
Protestant,—that I sacrificed the interests 
of Ontario to Quebec, and that I was the 
slave in the firet place of Sir George Etienne 
Cartier, and in the next of the pricsthood 
of Lower Canada. If I was a slave I rovel. 
led in my chains. (Applause. They were 
golden chains. Never in my life had I 
greater pleasure than when living in Que- 
bec, surrounded by French Canadians and 
influenced by French Canadian opinions. 
(Enthusiastic applause.) Ah, sir, itis a 
great thing for a man who has been in pub- 
lic life so long to receive this ovation. f 
might say in the language of Othello: *' If 
now I were to die it were to be most happy, 
for I fear that my soul hath her content so 
absolute that not another coyfort like to 
this succeeds in unknown fate.’ (Prolonged 
applause.) What my fate as a public man 
may be | cannot predict, but when | seo 
you, my frionds—(,oud cheers)—around 
me, my feelings are not those of despair, 
but rather those of confident hope and con- 
fident anticipation. (Applause.) Mr, Speak- 
or,—(loud Inughtor.) Ah! you seo, Mr, 
Chairman, what an influence Mr, Speaker 
has over mo. He (Mr, Blanchet) has that 
influence which great power, great know- 
ledge, and great acquaintance with Parlia- 
montary proceedings give, and I almost 
thought for the yoment I was addrossing 
bim. Mr. Chairman, I was about to say 
that I have addressed audiences in this 
room many times before, but not such 
audionces as this. This very howse, 
perhaps someof you may remembor was 
once the Houso of Assembly, the House 
of Commons of Oanuda, and many and

Macdonald (enthusiastic applause and 
cheers), who was charged with having been 
guilty of crimes that would render me un- 
worthy of being received in an assembly of 
honest men, was returned to power 
with a majority in my own Province of 48.

We were 
resolved that that cherry should not fall 
into a Yankee mouth, and made arrange- 
ments with British Columbia by which she 
is now a portion of Canada, and to-day our 
Dominion extends across this continent 
with the largest acreage of cultivable land 
in the whole world. (Applause.) The 
Americans may talk about their conotry, 
but far north of the line of Dakotah and 
Minnesota, we have a country that for 
fertility, for capabilities in every way to 
tho settlers oxceeds every other portion of 
the world, except thé valley of the Nile. 
(Applause.) We knew this to be true ; we 
stated itin Canada, in the press, and in 
Parliament, and we stated it in Eng- 
land, and the people believed us 
despite the contradictions of the Liberals 
and their organs. I found, Mr. Chairman, 
the statement of Mr. Mackenzie, !made in 
his speech at Ottawa Inst year, that Texas 
wae a greater country than Canada, meet- 
ing mo everywhere.

Probable Success of the Pacitic 
Raulway Scheme. 


Tho Toronto Monetary Times says :— 
From a recent article in tho London Zimes 
wo infer that tho Canadian Government 
has beon successful in its negotiations with 
English capitalists, for the construction of 
the Pacific Rajlway. Tho English company 
is to advance money for building the road, 

and receive ‘lands as security, and to reim- 
burse them for their outlay,’ One of the 
Commissioners, in whom the land is to be 
vested for this purpose, is to be appointed 
by the British Government, as a guarantee 
that the interests of English iuvestors will 
not be neglected. The schomo is favorably 
reviewed by the Zimes, and there is evory 
reason to suppose that investors will not be 
found wanting. The Land Company is not 
actually floated, but its success when it is 
can hardly be doubted. The idea of an 
Imperial Guaranteo had to be abandoned: 
and it sooms that the request that it should 
be granted was novor formally mado, From 
the first, wo expressed the opinion that this 
part of the ministerial plan must fail. But 
in carrying out the reat of the plan. this 
part of it ceases to be of essential impor- 
tance, From present appearances, we are 
justified in concluding that the construction 
of this railway is assured without imposing 
ruinous burthens on the country. This is 
the first time since the inception of this 
undertaking, that this could be said. 

The journal above quoted from is strictly 
non-partizan, and on this account its utter” 
ances will be received with all the moro 
weight, Should the announcement made 
by our contemperary prove to be correct— 
and we have reason to believe that it will 
be so found—the facta of tho success of the 
present Government where their prede- 
ceasors lamentably failed, will be a great 
triumph for them, Sir John Macdonald 
and his colleagues were chosen by the peo- 
ple to administer their affairs on the pro. 
mise that thoy would use their best efforts 
to restore prosperity to the country, which 
was suffering from the incompetency of the 
Grit Government. That promise has boen 
nobly redeemed, and success follows rapie- 
Jy their statesmanlike efforts. Tho people

The Cotton made in Canada. 


The adoption of the National Policy 
noted a new cra in the manufacturing 
interests of the country, under its foster- 
ing care old mabufacturies that had been 
languishing, has revived and new interests 
established, which will make Oanada in 
time a country noted for the importance of 
its manufactories. The following encour- 
aging account of the progress of the cotton 
manufacturing interests of Canada from 
the Monetary Times, will be read with 
pleasure by all who have the truo interests 
of Canada at heart :—Tho cotton manu- 
facturing industry is assuming important 
proportions in Canada, and our newer mills 
havo this advantage over some older es- 
tablished ones elsewhoro, that they get the 
latest and most improved machinery. The 
fittings for the newest of our cotton fac- 
tories, the Stormont Mill at Cornwall, 
which is expected to be opened in Decem- 
ber, and will run 12,000 spindles and 250 
looms, has arrived from England. Includ- 
ing this one we shall hayo the following 
large factories ; first, and largest, that of 
the Montreal Cotton Company, at Valley- 
field, Que., making and bleaching cottons. 
Then the Hudon Mills at Hochclaga, Que., 
which make grey cottons oxclusively atpres- 
ent, and are enlarging to double capacity 
and will mako a» variety of goods not 
hitherto made here; the Lybster Mills 
continue to manufacture grey cottons, ticks 
and denims at Thorold; the Canada Cot- 
ton Company at Cornwall, make groy cot- 
tons, checked shirts, etc.; the Dundas 
Cotton Mills produce grey and unbleached 
cottons, ticks, denims ; fancy check shirt- 
ing, yarn and bags, Then there is the fac- 
tory of Wm. Parks & Sons, St. John, 
N. B., which makes grey cottons, and sells 
them in the Maritime Provinces, also yarns 
and carpet wraps which are sold largely all 
over the Dominion, while King & Dolan 
make cotton batts, bags, yarns and carpet 
warp at Meritton. In addition to these, a 
mill is being built at Coaticook, and an- 
other fs projected at West Farnham, both 
Places in the Province of Quebec. The 
cotton industry is making rapid progress 
amongst us, 


Business Farures 1s tHe States any 
Caxana.—Messrs. Dun, Wiman & Co's 
circular giving tho failures of the first nine

“* On tho north of Mayois Carlow township, 
while south of it are Cashel and Limerick, 
Much of Maya is yot unsurveyed, still settlers 
are steadily pouring in and occupying the 
land. These lands are Free Grants, appro- 
priated by the Government to settlers, and in 
the neighborhood to which wo SEE te 
ing taken possession of b: le from lo- 
ville and vicinity, Some atthe faves of re- 
cént settlers were quite familiar to our party. 

““At presont the clearances are about a 
milo apart, but with the steady influx which 
is now going on, only a fow years will elapse 
beforo an extensive area of country will be 
subject to the use of the plough. 

“* Ono yery serious objection to settlera is 
the long and difficult road leading to the lo- 
cality, atill this ubpleasant feature will bo 
overcome in time by the construction of a now 
road through to the township of Cashel, which 
is now under consideration, and which will 
lessen the distance to the front by about 
thirty miles.

The Grand Jury having been empanneled,

He said that it would re- 
quire no remarks from him as to what consti- 
tuted a case of larceny, and reminded thom 
that they were to oaly receive evidence on 
the part of the crown, and if they found suffi- 
cient evidence to send the party before the 

tty jury for trial. In tho case of 
igamy he said they were to enquire 
strictly into the particulars of the first 
marrixgo which must be ostablished 
without doubt, the case of Bigamy he. said 
differed from other criminal cases, inagmuch 
as the parties can be tried where even of the 
act of bigamy was committed in a foreign 
country. He reminded the Jury that it ro- 
quired twelve of their number and not a 
majority to be aatistied with the evidence to 
return a true bill, Healso reminded them 
it was their duty to protect partios from being 
placed ou trial when the evidence was not in 
their estimation sufficient.

Farm Fertilizers. | 
There is no soil so rich in fertilizing ele- 
| ments that it will bear constant cropping 
without somo return of fertility. And there 
aro nono that can be employed that will ac- 
oomplish a greater amount of good t® the 
soil than thoso which are or can be mado 
upon tho farm. That there is a groat waste 
of fortilizera upon most farms is a propoal- 
tion that requires only a small share of ob- 
soryation, ‘This is often the case whore tho 
ownor or occupier of the field complains of 
a want of manures, and to supply which, 
resorts to the uncertain process of using 
commercial fortilizora of uncertain value. 
Such a condition is no index to successful 
farming; on the contrary, common observa- 
tion teaches that those farmers aro more 
advanced in prosperity, have better kept 
and more fertile farms, who not only make 
the saving of manure a study, but exorcise 
judgment in its use. It is possible that the 
froo uso of phosphates, or purely mineral 
manures, may bo the means of obtaining 
fair returns from tho crops to which they 
ave applied, but cases that have como under 
observation are insufficient to prove any 
marked permanent advantage to the soil. 
A field that was considorably reduced in 
fortility was brought under the plow and 
cropped for three years, and average crops 
obtained by a liberal use of standard super- 
phosphate; but when seeded down with 
oats the oat crop, though fair, closed the 
volume; tho first subsequent cutting of hay 
was little if any better than it would have 
been to simply turn over the sod and re- 
seeded. 

Whilo tho soil roquires an application of 
fertility, it also requires a combination of 
the chemical and mechanical effects that 
are produced by the uso of farm manures ; 
and for that reason it requires, in different 
localities,according to its natural character- 
istics, all the great variety of matter that 
the farm furnishes. 

Muck, that, by somo, much despised 
substance, formed form decaying vegetablo 
accumulations, exercises an important oflice 
in sandy soils by aiding in reta‘uing mois- 
ture, besides adding to the fertility ; sand 
too, may be used as an absorbent of urine, 
and so becomes extremely valuable as a 
fertilizer, and also a divisor of the more 
compact, clayey soils that are too adhesive 
for ordinary culture. So, too, all the coarse 
hay, straw and rushes that can be accu- 
mulated may be used for bedding purposes, 
where they serve the purpose of absorbing 
liquid manures, and a most valuable pur- 
pose of aiding the disintegration of a com- 
pact loam when incorporated with it by 
being plowedin. Any decomposed manure 
aids nature in bringing the soil more com- 
pletely into the condition necessary to 
furnish food for plants, and produce about 
the same condition as is produced by much 
plowing or harrowing. So these conditions 
seem to be necessary ; if manure becomes 
thoroughly dgoomposed by its own action 
bofore being applied to the soil, it seems tu 
be more necessary that there should bo 
such use of the harrow as will bring the 
soil to as fine acondition as would have 
been effected by its decomposition in the 
soil.—Wm. H. Yeomacs, in Ohio Farmer. 


Increasing the Miuik Flow of 
Heifers. 


‘This season of the year is of so much im- 
portance tothe dairyman that we cannot 
afford to forget for a single moment that upon 
the results of the fall products, both of milk 
and butter, and the condition of tho stock, 
the question of future profits largely depends. 
This is especially the case with regard to 
heifers in their first milking season. Particu- 
lar osre should bo given to them at this timo, 
as their future value largely dopends upon 
the result cf the first yesr’s yield, It isa 
well known physiological fact among breeders 
that a longer flow of milk can be produced hy 
generous feeding and continued milking the 
first year. Itseems to fix that particular 
type on young cattle, and the question of pro 
fit and loss may be the one of milking the 
herd ten or ight months, and as this quality 
of holding out largely depends upon food and 
training, we should, if we may use the term, 
educate the heifer to that end, which may be 
done by generous feeding and long milking. 
It would be bettor to milk them twelve, or 
even fifteen months, if this habit can be fixed. 
There are many well known instances where 
only one cow is kept when a heifer has been 
milked for eighteen months, and kept growing 
all the time by a liberal diet, and they have 
often proved tho very best of milkers. 

A large milker must be a good feeder, and 
a heifer that, during the first year of milk, ia 
well fed, not only develops tho flesh and fat 
secretions, but also the milking propensity. 

The fall of the year is the trying season for 
dairy stock, and great care should be “taken 
that there is no mistake made, A liberal 
supply of feed sispten to milk production, as 
fattening, should provided, and eheltor 
when needed. A decreased flow of milk at 
any period cannot be overcome, and the loss, 
caused by whatever means, cannot be regain- 
ed. Will our dairy farmers see to it that the 
young animals are well provided for, aad 
don't forget that the firat year is the time to 
fix upon them the milk producing qualities ? 
—4merisan Dairymen

Fall Treatment of Calves. 


Calves require special treatmont at this 
season of the year. Grass begins to de- 
preciate in value when the first frosts oc 
eur, and as cold weather approaches, calves 
not unfrequently run down thin and weak, 
and are not prepared to meet the rigors of 
Winter, There is no season of the year 
when extra care and feed are more needed 
than in tho fall, when the calves go into 
winter quarters. Calves require to be kept 
in a thrifty growing condition, and if ahah 
ed in their growth during the fall for want 
of proper nourishment, they will be apt to 
fall sick in early winter, and can only with 
great difficulty be kept alive. Winter isa 
very unfavorable time to resuscitate weak 
and sickly animals, and it is always better 
to guard against this trouble by care and 
good feeding during fall, for calves that 
are not allowed to lose flesh, and become 
weak at this season will, with fair treat- 
ment, go through the winter without 
trouble.

Mr, Ritchio nddreasod the jury for the 
Crown, and withdrew the charge in the in- | 
dictment that it was possible for a bank pre- 
sidont to check all the returns in the time 
allowed by the Government. Ho urged that 
the accused know of tho monoy being borrow. 
od from other banks to keep the doors of the 
Consolidated open, and also had knowledge of 
the demand on notes and bonds, and conse- 
quently Sir Francis was guilty of making false 
returns to deceive the Government and tho 
public. 

Mr. Justico Monk, in oponing hia charge to 
the jury, eaid that he did not know if the 
case puzzled the jury, but he confessed it 
puzzled him. This was the most painful case 
that had evor camo before him, and the jury 
must cast aside all prejudices in the matter 
and render a verdict according to the evidence, 
His Honor delivered a lengthened charge, ite 
tendency being strongly against the venerable 
accused, The jury retired to consider the 
vordiot, and after an absence of an héur and a 
quarter returned with a verdict of ‘‘ Guilty.” 

Sir Francis was present and received the 
verdiot without emotion, Counsel for Sir 
Francis Hincks appliod for an arrest of judg- 
ment, which was granted.

Mr. Eprron :—Great complaints are made 
by farmers, not only as to prices paid for bar- 
ley, but also the grading process, I know by 
experionce that it is hard to bring our farmers 
to seo tho necessity not only of having plump 
grain, but alao of having it well cleaned, 
The lirat they can only have if the grain fills 
aud ripens well, and any shrinkages in weight 
must be borne with’patience, because the hand 
of a higher power has so willed it ; the second 
is easily remedied by the farmer cleaning bis 
grain thoroughly, and if he does not, he should 
lose in the grading, It is thereforé no wonder 
that the farmers complaia at the grading pro- 
cess, Yot itis the only true principle to 
adopt in purchasing from the farmer, whether 
it be barley. wheat, or other grains ; and it is 
one they will coon get used to, 

Tho price is another matter of importance 
to the settler, and when he finds the markets 
lower in Belleville than in Toronto, or than in 
Trenton, Rednerville and Shannonville, I 
think ho has just cause of complaint. The 
difference of six cents per bushel on No, 1 
barley between Toronto and Belleville on the 
17th is altogether too much, as the difference 
in price of freight to Oawegocould notbe more 
than $c, or I cont at the outside, por bushel if 
any at all. Then whyadifference of6 conts per 
bushel in prive? And why should there be 
any difference in price between Trenton, Red- 
nerville and Shannonville and Belleville? ‘re 
not the facilities for receiving and shipping as 
good at Belleville as at Trenton aod Redner- 
ville, and aro-they not much better than at 


cause to complain and to take ther grain to 
other markets, and that, too, to the injury of 
the trado of our city! On Friday a farmer 
told me that seven teams had started from his 
neighborhood with loads of barley for Shan- 
nonville, that he brought his load to Belle- 
ville, but would go to Shannonville to-day, 
Would it not be well for sur merchants to 
look into this matter, and try and remedy it 
soonor than the trade should be diverted from 
our city? 

Tho INTELLIGENCER yesterday quoted No. 
1 barley 60 cts., No, 2, 65cts. The Toronto 
Globe quoted No, 1 ley 66 cts, The Os- 
wego market quoted, sales 10,000 bushels 
bright No. 1 at 93 cents, or a difference of 33 
cents per bushel ; allowing 15 ots duty and 8 
cts for storage aud shipping freight. Insur- 
ance and cleyation at Oswego would leave a 
margin of 10 cts per bushel. Now this is too 
much profit to be derived by the buyers here 
toate injury of the general business of the 
city. 

T also notice that Rye is quoted at 60 cents 
in Belleville. while Oswego quotations is S0cts 
in bond, which would be equal to 95 cents 
daty paid, If we allow 2 cents extra on rye 
over barley the result will be the same—l0cts 
profit per bushel. ‘There ‘s another feature of 
the grain buying which I wish to touch on 
and that is the duty of 15 conts per bushel 
charged by, or said to be charged by the 
American Government, As we see our ryo 18 
80 cents per bushel in bond jt shows that no 
‘luty ispaid onit at Oswego, unlesstaken out of 
bond for home consumption, but it is shipped 
on in bond to New York and othér tea ports 
and there re-shipped on veasels to Germany 
and other foreign ports, and no daty is paid 
on it whatover,so that it is quite evident that 
when the farmer is told that no better prices 
can be paid him on account of the duty, it is 
not exactly eorroct. 

‘The same may be said of Barley. The 
Cobourg Sentinel states under the head of 
“Gradinu Barley” as follows ; ‘* The second 
reason is, that a considerable portion of our 
barley alternately finds amarket in England,” 
this being the case all the barley shipped on in 
bond pays no duty to the American Govern- 
ment, that all such barley #o shipped in bond 
ought to bring into the pockets of the farmer 
just 15 cents more per bushel ; now does the 
Canadian buyer pocket the 15 cents on all 
grain bon ed or does the Ametican buyer get 
it, or do they divide it between thein ; of this 
I cannot say but surely some one must get it, 
and do these facts not show that it is high 
timo that our grain buyers should seck tomake 
arravgements for other outlets for cur samples 
of Rye and Barley, and open up a trade from 
here, or through houses in Montreal for the 
shipping of our surplus grain direct to the 
English and German markets, well as any 
other foreign market thit may require, thereby 
saving the carrying trado to tho sea board and 
thence across the Atlantic, to our own ships 
&,, a8 well as saving all other profits which 
row go into the pockets of Americans to the 
injury of Canadian tnoterests,

Liverpool Mereury:--The official narra- 
tivo of what happoned to tho Peshawar 
Valloy field foroo during its rocent march 


to India, shows that the information pub- 
lihsed respecting the terrible losses from 
cholera that befoll some rogime: was, in 
the main, perfectly accurate, if mowhat 
lato, Every precaution scoms to have beon 
taken by the modical authorities to safe- 
guard tho hoalth of tho troops, and the 
longth of the marches did not quite aver- 
ago ten miles, But the flerce heat in the 
narrow gorges through which the troops 
had to pass, the absence of any better 
shelter than tonts, and the want of a plonti- 
ful supply of pure water so lowered their 
systoms that when cholera came it found 
plenty of ready made yictima, Then tho 
medical ataff, overworked apparently from 
tho first, broke down toa certain oxtent 
through the severe illness of many mombera 
and three deaths, The total losses of the 
firat division among the Europeans alone 
amounted to six officers and 121 mon, 
nearly all of whom were carried off by 
cholera, Tho native soldiers did not auffor 
quito so severely, but even in this branch 
ol the force no fewer than forty-four fatal 
cases of cholera ocourred, 

The Second Division fared rather better, 
the cholera cases among the European,and 
native soldiery amounting to seventy-four, 
and fifty-one deaths. But among the camp 
followers of this force there was an excep- 
tionally largo mortality, 151 cases of cholera 
having occured, with ninety-five deaths. It 
is stated, however, that only thirteen of the 
cholera casulties of the Second Division 
happened during the cours. of the return 
march.” This admission, therefore tonds 
authenticate the alarming information we 
published some time back on the authority 
of a private telegram from India. At the 
time it was asserted that the details could 
not be correct because the troops had got 
back to our territory some time before,and 
muat have'thon reached shelter, It now 
appears, however, that the cholora followed 
them up even after their escape from the 
sutfocating detiles of the Khybor, and com- 
mitted far more havoc in their ranks than 
while the column was on the march through 
the mountains. A Goorkha regiment was 
found to be in such a condition when it 
reached Jhelum, about 160 miles from Jua- 
rood, that it had to be halted and placed 
in cholera camp for some weeks,

A BRILLIANT EFFORT. 


Eloquent Address by Sir Charles 
Tupper. 


(ConTINUED.) 


f To reply to the toast, “Our Sister Pro- 
vinovs,"” Si Cuances Turrer responded 
bp bohalf of Nova Scotia, as fullows:— 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlomon— 
Lew well understand the emoton that 
muat be felt by our guished lealer by 
reason of the great ovation that has been 
tendered him to night in this Oity of Que- 
vec. I can well understand the sentiments 
thet ho has uttered, and the pride and 
pleasure it must givo him to be, alter so 
long a period of public life, surrounded by 
thy intelligence,intellect and beauty of this 
ancient city. (Cheers). In the month of 
October, 1864,16 years ago, 1 had the great 
honor, as one of the delegates from the 
Maritime Provinces, of receiving, in com- 
mon with my colleagues, a banquet which 
[sill never forget. On that occasion it 
became my duty to reply on behalf of the 
Maritime Provinces, and I availed myself 
of that opportunity to urge, not upon only 
he poople of Quebeo, but the people of the 
other then scattered, isolated, and some- 
what antagonistic provinces, the great im- 
portence of uniting in one great confedera- 
tion. (Hear, hear.) I need not tell you 
he result of which the people of Canada 
for all time to como will be proud. (Cheers.) 


On that occasion we were animated by the 
belief that the British North America Pro- 
vinces must be united, They were united, 
and it the close of twelve years of union 
my right honorable friend, the leader 
of the Government, finds himself the 
reciprent of the brilliant ovation you 
uave tendered him to-night, It is not 
uis yreat personal qualities you have 
met to celebrate ; it 1s not that kindness 
of disposition, that suavity of manner, 
the yenial temperament which endears 
him toall who knew him, thatis the 
uae of this ovation ; it is not bis patriot- 
ism, which I hesitate not to say ia not to 
be norpassed, that calls out this spontane- 
us outboret of enthusiasm ;it is a fact 
hat you recognize the great statesmanship 
with which he has conducted the affairs of 
the United Canada during the period in 
which he has been entrusted with power. 
(Chvers.) I need not say what pleasure it 
yives me to join in that which I feel is duo 
to him, andthat which I feel is doing 
honor to ourselves. I need not tell you 
thatthe high hopes we entertained on the 
vecusion of Confederation have been realiz- 
ed, Not only has Cavada under that 
unien advanced step by step and with a 
vapidity that was never surpassed in the 
case of any country, but she has been en- 
abled, so broad and deep were the founda- 
tionn of Confederation laid, to stand five 
years of mia-Government by our oppon- 
ents, (Cheers,) Imay be permitted to 
point to what my right honorable friend 
,as Jready referred to, and that is the 
tat-ment by our opponents that the ad- 
antages now dawning upon the country 
ore not owing to his efforts, but aredue to 
Providence. Suppose that tobe so, he has 
old you of the sayings of great men in 
that connection, but I may be allowed to 
«ay that it is somewhat remarkable that 
the men who « few months ago were 
yrophesying nothing but rnin and disaster 
to our country, are to-day engaging all 
their energies and talents to explain to the 
country why itis that there are revived 
hopes, aud a conviction that the prosperity 
which marked the former administration 
ofmy right honorable friend is again to 
dawn upon us. (Applanse.) They say it 
is Providence. Well, I say it is something 
t» have Providence on our side, (Cheers.) 
If they say it is in spite of us that the 
country is always prosperous when wo 
aro in, they only admit that Providence 
siniled on us when we were in power 
lust, that he frowned on them when they 
came in, and that immediately on our re- 
turn he smiled on us again, (Cheers.) [ 
say the country ought to be grateful to the 
bountiful Providence who is blessing us 
with rich harvests. (Applause) But I 
would ask if it is Providence who is bring- 
ing bock to us the West India trade ? Is it 
Providence who ia bringing foreign pepital 
into this country? I believe that with all 
our prosperity Providence has a great deal 
to do,but we must remember that he helps 
those who help themselves. (Applause.) I 
may say that when 1 came to the conference 
15 years ago in this city, J found sitting 
sconnd that table representatives of both 
the vreat parties of thls country, iatelng 
votonly my right honorable friend, an 
that distinguished and regretted Oanadian 
statesman, Sir George E. Cartier, to whom 
ho hus referred in terms so touching and 
well merited, but their opponents here and 
the other gentlemen associated with him. I 
had ample opportunity of mingling with 
both parties, and if I and my friends from 
the Maritime Provinces decided to throw 
in our lot with tne right honorable gontlo- 
man, L have no hesitation in saying I saw 
good and svfticient reason for our course. 
When I found that George Brown was, in 
tho very orisis of confederation, prepared to 
withdraw his support from the Government 
which was engaged in porfecting it, I had 
no difficulty in forming my judgmont. I 
found on the one side men who had raised 
for many long years tho cry of party and 
sectional antagoniam, the antagonism of 
province against province, and I found on 
tho other side my right honorablo friend, 
who for many long years had held firmly 
before the country that groat flag of oivil 
and religious equality for all, without respoct 
to nationality or creod. I found Sir 


Goorgo E. Cartier doing battlo in 
tho interests of the Protestant minority 
his provinos, and my right honorable triond 


demanding equal justice and represonte 


|tion for the Catholic minority in his pro- 


vines. 1 had no hesitation therefore in do- 
ciding on which side my duty lay, and bo- 
lieved the prosperity and futuro of our Do- 
sn must be founded on the principles 
by Bir John Macdonald and Sir 
Goo. E, Gartier. (Choors.) Not only havo 
wo proat satiof yn in knowing that our | 
mont sanguinoexpectations have boon realiz 
ed, but queations on which many of us on 
tortained doubts have since been favorably 


their autonomy in the union with the two 
great Provinces of Qu: and Ontario 
have been proved to be unfounded. (Ap 

plause.) You will naturally expect that I 
should take this opportunity of giving you 
& little acconnt of our stewardship. Some 
of youhave seen one of Grip's inimitable 
cartoons, in which my right honorable 
friend and I are represented as visiting the 
theatrical performance of tho colobrated 
actress who set London in ablaze on are- 
cent occasion. I am represented as making 
the romark ; ‘She is very thin.” To which 
my right honorable friend replies: ‘* Not 
80 thin as the excuse that brings us here.” 
You will not think it is out of place that I 
should for a few minutes occupy your at- 
tention with a slight account of.our steward- 
ship. My right honorable friend has spoken 
of our absent colleague, Sir 8. L.- Tilley, 
aud had been able to tell you that the 
excuse he has to give is not a very thin 
ope. Heisabletosay tw the people of 
Oanada that the Government which they 
wore told by the Opposition would be 
unable to float a loan in England, owing to 
the disastrous offect of their policy on the 
credit of the country has been made tu 
realize on # Comparatively amall loan half a 
willion dollars more than the same deben- 
tures would have brought under the old 
tariff, I trust that this will be sufficient to 
excuse the absence of our respected friend 
the able Finance Minister for Canada. 
(Cheors.) What have you gentlemen as 
the result of our efforts! I believe the 
excuse will not be found to be auite zo thin 
as the cartoonist desired to lead people to 
infer. Some of you may remember that 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie went into a steel rail 
speculation, so that it is hardly fair of my 
right honorable friend to ssy he did noth- 
ing towards constructing the Pacific Rail- 
way. He did something. Six months be- 
fore he had a mile of the railway under 
contract he madea small investment of 
23,000,000 in the purchase of 50,000 tons 
of steel rails. (Laughter.) It has beeu 
stated elsewhere that he had my approval 
of that transaction, bnt on reference to the 
official report of the debates, it will be 
found that what I said was: ‘I suppose 
the money was to be paid and there was 


no use to cry over spilt milk.” At the 
same time | drew the attention of Mr, Mac- 
kenzie to the fact that I had reason to be- 
lieve, and every man of business who was 
acquainted with the circumstances would 
come to the same conclusion, that he had 
made a most disastrous bargain for Canada. 
Well, we have tho evidence before us 
that in that transaction alone,one and a 
half millions were taken out of the pub- 
lic exchequer of Canada and thrown into 
the sea. Well, I have ventured upon a 
slight speculation in steel rails. 1 purchas. 
ed 65,000 tons when I was in England, ahd 
T have the satisfaction of knowing that at 
this moment there is $65,000 to the credit 
of Canada; [ have the satisfaction of know- 
ing by a telegram received from Sir John 
Rose, that the rails I and my colleaguos 
bought would cost now $65,000 sterling 
more than we gave for them. (Applause.) 
I think that sum of money, more than a 
quarter of a million is sufficient excuse for 
our visit to England. But I come to a 
anbject of vastly greater moment to the 
people than the quarter million saved in 
this transaction. I come to the fact that 
when I and wy colleagues arrivedin Eng- 
laud we found an organized system of de- 
preciation of Canada, and found calumny 
copied from the leading organ of the Oppo- 
sition in this country, and from speeches 
delivered by Mr. Mackenzio and Sir R. 
Cartwright, and we used our opportunities 
as best we could to counteract them, We 
found everywhere prominent in the public 
mind incorrect ideas in reference to the 
products and general condition of our coun- 
try. [am able to say that those who look 
carefully at the press of England to day 
will find that since the visit of my right 
honorable friend there has been a change 
in public opinion in England iegarding 
Canada, and if we can boast of nothing else 
but that, we deserve the cordial and enthu- 
siastic support of the Imperial Government 
and if we have roused in the keenest man- 
ner the attention of the Home Government 
to the importance of our country, all the 


other udvadtages I have referred to : 
would sink into insignificance, (Ap- e 
plause.) If you want an evidence " 
of how keenly our opponents—I will not qq 


say our opponents, I will say the opponents 
of Canada—if you want to asoertaim how 
keenly they feel what my right honorable 
friend has done for the country, you have 
to read the wailing of the Globe on the 
speech of Lord Beaconsfield. _We are told 
that we went to seek an Imperial guarantee 
for money to bo raised to build the Pacific 
Railway, and that we failed. On this sub- 
joct I may say we raised tho interest of the 
Tmporial Government, who expressed a do- 
siro to assist us, in any way they can assist 
us, in the great national work in which we 
are engaged. (Oheers.) I do not intend to 
yo at length into that subject just now, but 
I will say this, that my right honorable 
friend not only achieved the great work of 
uniting ell the provinces of British North 
America, except Newfoundland, which I 
trust will at no distant day form part of 
our Confederation, but when he had ao- 
complished that work, he felt it was only. 
half done if the distant provinces were not 
linked to the others by means of an intor- 
communication by railway. The scheme

Hugh McCormank was arraigned and plead: 
od not guilty to the above charge. 

T he prisoner was defended by Hon. Lewia 
Wallbridge, and B, M, Britton appeared for 
the Crown. The jurors stood aside at tho ine 
stance of the defence and four by the Crown, 

Hester ANX WxLLMAN was called, and on 
stopping into the witness stand gave way to 
hor feclings in tears and sobs. She was al- 
lowed to withdraw for a time and 

Atpert Granam was called, He deposed 
that-ho had seen the defendant on the day on 
which the offence is said to have been com- 
mittod ; defendant said he had been to Well- 
man’s and spoke about the family; the girl 
ix not a loose or improper character to my 
knowledge, 

Croes-examined. — Prisoner at ono time 
lived on a farm near Wellman’s but had re- 
moved away ; he came into the neighborhood 
on the day in question with some cattle ; wit- 
nets did not know anything against the char- 
acter of the prisoner. 

Hysten ANN WELLMAN, sworn—I am in 
my fifteenth year and reside in Huntingdon 
about seven or eight miles from Madoc; at the 
time the assault tok place I was living with 
my father; I hay. known the defendant about

found the iron I was struck with; it wasfound 
half an bour afterwards (along iron bolt usod 
holding a waggon tongue in its place in the 
hounds was here produced, {t was neaily 
two fect long and about three quarters of an 
inch in diameter,) the bolt produced resomblos 
the ono I was hit with; I was unable to work 
for three weoks after this affair; Dr. Coleman 
dressed my wounds, 

Cross examined.—I did not sj to tho 
Prizoner at thetea table before this happen- 
ed ; I recognized Froganzie when he was ten 
or twelve steps from me on the road ; 1 ae 
no apprehension that he would hurt me; 
made two eel that afternoon to fight 
the prisoner ; I hit the prisoner on the eye 
the first time and blood ran down his face 
afterI struck him; Tho prisoner mado no 
resistence when I struck him ; prisoner said 


two years; the defendant had some land pear 
ps and came in our house occasionally; on the 
25th of April Jast hecame to our honse when 
1 was slone and during the absence of my 
father and mother at Madoc ; when he came 
in the house a conversation took placs; he 
asked how my parents were aud remarked on 
my growth and inquired where the children 
were after which he placed hia hand on the 
witness’ knee (here the girl burst into tears.) 
the assault was then described. Witness call 
ed ont “morjer” ano gotaway from the de- 
fendant and called her unclo and aunt 

Cross-examined—The defendant never made 
aflvances to me before the time in question; 
on previous occasions the defendant came to 
the house to eee my father, 

Jasetre Rogers, sworo—I aio a school- 
toachor nod residoin ths vicinity ot Wellman's; 
on the 25th of April I heard a slight noiso as 
I was teaching school going to the door 1 
saw eome one in the vicinity of Wellman’s, 
but I cannot identify the prisoner as the por- 
son. 

Cross-examined—I never heard anything 
against either the defendant or tho girl, 


Peres WELLMAN. sworn.—I remember the 
circumstance in question ; on that day 1 went 
to Madoc with my i wife, leaving Hester at 
the house; I returned in the evening. I 
heard of the occurrence when I got home. 

Cross examined.—I know uothing agairst 
the McCormacks ; on the day in question I 
think the defendant knew where I was going 
as I told him ; people have come to my house 
and asked that the affair be settled ; I did 
vot say that I would take a specified sum to 
settle this matter ; I never spoke to any one 
about this ; the girl did not complair of being 
injured. 

Hon. Lewis Wallbridge addressed the jury 
for the defendant. In his behalf he Mr. W., 
expressed regret for the ocourence aud added 
that the deft. felt sorry and ashamed for the 
position in which he was now placed, The 

rl's weeping, counsel said, was not put on, 
fut she gave her evidence as if she had been 
studying it. This offence falls within that 
class known as misdemeanors. He then de- 
fined the terms of assault as applied to the 
common and indecent classes. Tt depends on 
the av vances made aud how they are received 
as to what class of assault the offence may be 
termed. The deft. has nothing to say against 


the girl; when he went to the house he went 
too far and the girl rebelled and 
the youvg man desisted. The girl 


is not injured in character or reputation and 
the defendant is willing to bear the odium of 
the offence. The publicity given this case was 
made by the parties to the prosecution and 
this action was only brought in the interests 
of society. 

The crown Counsel in closing the case said 
it wasin the interest of every one to know 
that the heads of a family leaving thoir home 
in charge of a girl, ag in this inetanoe, should 
receive the protection of the strong arm of 
the Jaw. The question to be decided was 
whether this was a case of common er inde- 
cent assault. This was nota matter of re 
covering dumages, but is simply to determine 
that the orm of tho Jaw is around those who 
leave their homes in the manner as given in 
this case. P 

His Lordship said if what the girl swore to 
was true, an indecent assault was committed. 
Tho question in this case was whether the 
act was committed with the girl's conseut or 
not. Verdict guilty.

woods, but vur exchanges are full of ar- 
‘o the following, all of which indi- 
ry prosperous season for tho lumber 
of our Stato, 

The best route from Canada to tho Sag- 
inaw Valley and tho lumber districts is via 
the Grand Trunk to Port Huron connect- 
ing hore with tho Northwestern Grand 
Trunk Railway (formerly Chicago & Lake 
Huron) for Soyinaw, Bay City and all lum- 
ber points. The trains of this road run 80 
ax to make direct connection at Bay City 
with the Saginaw, Bay City & Alpena 
Steamboat Co. for Tawas, Au Sable, Oscoda, 
Harrisville and Alpena, making very much 
quicker time than any othor route. 

MEN FOR TLE WOODS AND MILLS, 

On inquiry of a number of our mill firms, 
and of lumbermen living in, neighboring 
towns, wo learn that thore is a scarcity of 
mon all along tho shore, The prospect is 
tha lumbering operations will be conducted 
on alarger scale than ever on the Sable and 
Pino rivers, and all shore streams, and that 
more men will bo wauted than there is now 
a prospect of getting. Ono mill firm of this 
village have boon very anxious to run thei 
mills night, but have found it impossible to 
obtain the men, and, with other lirms have 
had difficulty in procuring mon for day 
service, Wages are good, and there is 
plenty of work for men who wantit, Again 
thousands of acros of farming lands in 
Ioseo, Alcona, Oscoda and Alpena counties 
can be pre-empted and developed into valu- 
able farms by the right class of settlers, — 
Tho shore needs more men.— du Sable and 
Oscoda News. 

MEN FOR THE WOODS. 

Agood many mon are being picked up 
for the woods, as within the ensuing three 
weeks tho bulk of operators wil! be in the 
woods, with their camps in full blast. A 
considerable nrmber of camps have already 
been started. The heavy operators are 

ying from $16 to $20 per month for men, 

ut in some instances jobbers are paying 
moro than this figure. There has been no 
overstock of labor offering of lato, for ob- 
vious reasons, In the first place the vast 
aumber of men from Canada who flock to 
the Michigan lumber woods during the 
winter do not come over very carly, and 
many men now here are unsettled and 
holding back in anticipation of higher 
wages. There is not much ground for 
expecting that wages will be over $20.— 
Saginaw Courier.

OMARLES WiuntaM TRAL, aworn.—I liye in 

tho ‘Vownship of Murray ; Iam aa farmer ; 
I loft home on Monday 1 wont to 
Tronton ; J next went to Hill from 
wh I was takon to Frankford to Sagor’s 
hotel ; I remained thero that night and next 
day until after dinner ; I fell in with deceas- 
ed there after dinner Puosday ; wo started 
and droy we drank ne before 
wo started city about 
eleven o'clock at night (Tuesday) ; we put up 
at the Hastings Honse ; 1 do not know tho 
oxact time, but tho barman said the hour 
above named was the tine when wegot thero; 
we went to bed and in themorning had break- 
fast ; aftor that we went down town and had 
our photographs taken together ; ho bought 
a buffalo robe and I came up to the hotel ; wo 
wont up to the place across the bridgo (‘‘a 
bad house the witness termed it”) we stopped 
thore awhile and came back to tho hotel ; 
wo remained a little whilo and started for 
home and then went out to the “ farm’; I 
am not sure as to the day ; wo started to go 
home yesterday ; wo went ont to the ‘ farm" 
instead of going home ; we went in thore and 
remained a little while and some how the 
deceased and a girl got into alittle ‘“‘ravket” ; 
the. girl and. decoased—probably two 
girls got quarrelling; I would not know the 
girls if I would soo them, because I was excit- 
ed attho time; at the firat thero was a rush 
togethor and I went to deceased to take him 
away ; I got hold of him; there was o shot 
fired and he got away from me and mado at 
the girl; I got hold of him again and was 
taking him out as the second shot was fired ; 
I went to the buggy and got him in; I saw 
no blood until the second shot was fired; [ 
think that was the shot that hit him; the 
blood then flew fast; I then got him in the 
buggy and brought him to the hotel; some 
one went after a doctor when I brought Mo- 
Intyro to the hotel; after the doctor came I 
wont with the police to this place (the 
“Parm") ; the police went in and ono of the 
officers came back with mo; the other re- 
mained there; I came up here to this room 
aud asked deceased if he had a revolver ; do- 
coased was searched to ascertain if he had a 
revolver and nono was found; ho (decoased) 
askod me to go for his mother and I went. 

To the Vounty Attornoy.—I camo from 
Frankford with deceased by way of Ross’ 
Corners ; 1 cannot say wien or not I stop- 
ped at ‘Ths Farm” on my way down; de- 
ceased had a flat flask with him; I think we 
drank from it on our way down; I do not 
know what time it was when we arrived here; 
it wasabout one when we left Frankford; 1 
do not recollect stopping anywhere on tho 
road ; the horse and buggy was the property 
of deceased ; when we gotin town we went 
down street and had oysters ; the next morn- 
ing we had breakfast hore at the hotel aad 
then went over the bridge to a bawdy house ; 
when we went to ‘the farm’ we drove there ; 
when near the place deceased's hat fell off and 
I got out of the buggy to get it; deceased 
drove into the yard; I went into the front en- 
trance and deceased entered by the back way; 
two girls wore in the rooms as I passed 
through and one was scrubbing the floor; I 
was in before the deceased ; [ do not recollect 
seeing a boy in the room but I saw one after- 
wards ; Idid not notice deceased until I 
heard quarrelling; I think tho quarreling 
began in the same room; I do not know 
what was said or what it began about; 
after the first shot was fired deceased made a 
rush toward the girl ; witness did not notice 
anything in deceased’s hand then ; I did not 
prior to thi any one taking hold of any- 
one: when the jawing was going on I took 
hold of him (the deceased); I was taking de- 
ceased out of the back door when the second 
shot.was fired; I saw nothing in the hands of 
deceased and he could not have had anything 
in them or I would haye seen it; I did not 
hear him make any remark; I was pretty well 
soared and all I thought of then’ was to got 
him (the deceased) away as quiok as I could ; 
1 took deceased out of the door alone; the 
girl who fired the shot stood a little away 
from him when she fired ; I did notsee any 
one offer to put deceased out. 

Mr. Dickson submitted that the whole ex- 
amination on the part of Mr, Coleman was a 
tendency to lead, it was a narration in which 
tho witness was only required to answer ‘yes’ 
or ‘no.’ 

Mr, Coleman contended that his questions 
were proper. 

The Coroner showed that it was desirable 
to avoid leading questions as much as possible, 

Witness continued ;:—I heard the girl say 
‘*got out of here’ to the deceased ; I did not 
soo Mclotyre strike any one there; had ho 
done #0 I would have seen it; I was not ex- 
actly sober when I was there. - 

To the Jury.--I took hold of deceased be- 
cause he was told to goout; I had hold of 
him when both shots were fired; I had no 
trouble with him after the second shot was 
fired ; I haye known deceased ten or eleven 
years; sometimes deceased would drink some; 
I never saw him in any rumpus before; I have 
been with him to dances; I never was to Belle- 
ville with him to such places as the one where 
this occurrence happened ; when the firat shot 
was fired, deceased was some little distance 
from the accused ; I cannot tell whether or 
not he (deceased) got hold of tho accused after 
the first shot ; he looked up as he got the sec- 
ond shot ; he was struggling with me when 
the second shot struck him, his head being 
then back towards where the girl was; this 
was just as the second shot was fired ; Ido 
not think I could tell the party who fired the 
shot ; I saw a woman with a revolver in her 
hand, but could not identify her; J saw the 
smoke from the revolver after it was fired ; 
I was in the house one day last winter, and 
do not remember being in the house the day be- 
fore this affray; I did not see the man deceased) 
with a bottle in his hands: had ho had one I 
would have seen it; I did not hear him say 
anything ; I can’t say that docoased sat down 
when he camein; there was jangling before 
tho first shooting ; I do not think wo were in 
the house over half an hour altogether; we 
were in the house about ten or fifteon minutes 
before the jangling took place; [ was not 
sober then ; my memory is better regarding 
the second day than the first; there wero 
four in the room when the shota wero fired, 
two mon and two women; I think I went 
from home on Monday; I think to-day is 
Friday but am not sure ; I only saw two girls; 
my back was towards those who were jang- 
ling ; I was looking out of the window and 
turned aronnd ; I saw the blood flow when I 
was taking the deceased out of the door; de- 
coased was going all right when the rhot was 
fired and if I had vot taken bim out she might 
have had to fire I suppose to help horself ; de 
ceased seemed to be very angry; he was 
further away when the second shot was fired 
than when the first wae fired ; after the first 
shot was fired deceased awung away from me 
towards tho girl 


Dr, Wilson said tho way this case had been

THH ASSIZES. 


Frrpay, Oct. 24, 

Laks vs, WAppINGTON.—Tho facts in this 
caso though not intricate are lengthy. PIff. 
is a farmor, and lives near Maynoooth, and 
the deft, also resides near thoro and is a mor- 
chant. The case grev out of a scizure by the 
Sheriff, who seized property which Lake said 
was his, whilst tho sale was made on execution 
of Waddington, who was tho purchaser at the 
sale. In 1872 tho plff bought some land and 
worked it till 1875, when a Mr. Tucker took 
it under agreement. A sale of tho land was 
to be made by Lake to Tucker for $400 but 
was not carried out,as the latter did not have 
the money. A document of sale was drawn 
up aud given to Mr, Tait, tho intention being 
that it would bo given up when the money 
was forthooming. Lake owed Tucker $100 
and this was to be applied on tho purchase, 
Tucker wont after the money and when he 
returnod he said ho had Jost the money. Tho 
document named isin Mr. Tait’s poascasion 
now. The reason this paper was mado at 
this time was because Mr. Tait found it con- 
venient then to do it and persons who can do 
such work are not readily to be had in the 
back country, The $100 due Tucker was 
squared by a yoke of oxen. A verbal 
agreement allowed Tucker to enter upon the 
land and in 1876 Tucker said he could not 
pay for the lasd and would give it up, and a 
writing was drawn up releasing him, but at the 
same timo he was allowed to remain until he 
got anothor place. The land was seeded by 
Tucker and Lake got tho crop next year. 
Waddington got a seizure order and the pro- 
perty was taken possession of and sold to 
Waddington; as to the valuo there will not 
be much trouble about it. The hay produced 
there is sold to lambermen in the winter and 
the value to bo placed upon it is what it can 
be sold for at the time of the seizure. Thore 
are about 30 tons of hay and the prico $10 
per ton, which with other items and interest 
would make a total claim of $390. 

Wriuam Lake, sworn,—I live in Bangor. 
and went into possession of the property on 
which this grain was raised. In 1874 I prom- 
ised to roll Mr. Tucker tho land; we had Mr. 
Tait to draw tho necessary writing, which, if 
$400 was not paid, was to be null and void ; 
Tucker did not go into possession until pearly 
4 year after ; Tucker went on the place under 
a verbal agreement that he waa to pay for the 
placy in two years, but this ho did not do ; (a 
paper was hore put in, in which Tucker reline 
quished all claim to the land.) I took possea- 
sion of the place, and told Tucker he could 
stay thero; I paid for the harvesting of the 
crop upon the land, and Tucker helped to out 
it; Iam still in possession of the premises ; 
there were 20 or 35 tons of hay, and about 90 


bushels of wheat; the wheat was sown by 
Tucker ; hay is not valuablo until the first of 
sleighing ; I Jost possession of the hay and 
wheat by its seizure by Levi Lord, at the in- 
stance of Mr, Waddington; the stuff was 
taken away by Mr. Waddington’s team. 

Cross-examined. —I have lived there 22 

ears; Tucker had no land of his own when 

first met him; Tucker was living at my 
piace when the agreement to purchase the 
‘arm was made; there are two lots, 19 and 
20; there was some trouble about lot 19, and 
T gavo it away. 

Joux R. Tarr, sworn.—I drew up the 
agreement between Lake and Tucker > the 
latter was to have the land for $400 ; $100 
was paid and the balance in a month; the 
document was drawn by me, and I was to 
hold it until the money was paid, which was 
expected to be done in a month ; the docu- 
mont remained in my possession ; the assign- 
ment was never called for by Tucker ; | was 
at Maynooth when the paper was drawn up ; 
the market for hay is in the winter and peo- 
plo there do not bring their stuff tothe front 
for salo, 

Cross examined.—I act as the Crown Lands 
Agent in tho locality in which I live ; I did 
not know that the money waspaid ; I never 
told Tucker that after the expiration of a 
mouth he could convey it away. 

James A. Laks, sworn,—I am a son of the 

plif; L was present when a memorandum was 
signed by ‘Tucker and my father which was 
witnessed by myself; my father got the pro- 
perty in question from John Allen and then 
went into possession ; Tucker worked for my 
father; Tuckor’s claim of $100 was paid by a 
yoke of cattle which he parted with; my 
father harvested the oo) which was seized ; 
T learned of the seizure by advertisemont ; I 
heard my father forbid Lord to sell the stuff; 
Cartwright bought it, 

Cross-examined—My father had possesion 
of the place and worked it before Tucker got 
it; I never knew that Tucker was in debt to 
Waddington but my father told me ; I heard 
lately that Tucker owed Waddington $202 ; 
1 heard of the latter sueing tho former, 

Wa. Tucker, sworn—I worked for Mr. 
Lake for about a year and a half. I recollect 
about the agreement drawn up by Mr. Tait 
which was to be good for nothing unless its 
provisions were complied with. I did not go 
into possession on the strength of that agroo- 
meat; I have not paida cent on tho placo ; 
Mr. Lake got nothing from mo for the place, 
as I was not ablo to pay anything. 

Crors-oxamined.—The bargain made in Mr. 
Tait's presence was done away with ; I work- 
ed for Lake bofore the bargain was mado for 
tho salo of tho lots; if I could not pay for the 
place I was to got a yoke of oxen in payment 
of the debt Mr. Lake owed mo; unless I was 
ablo to fill the agreoment the document was 
to be good for nothing. 

A number of other witnesses woro examin: 
od and tho caso occupied the whole of Friday 
anda portion of Saturday morning. The 
counsel engaged made longthy addresses, after 
which His Lordship reviewed tho evidence 
and gave tho caso to the Jury.

ture and was well fitted up; the barn alone 
would be worth $500. 

Cross-examined—I made the valuation in 
the spring and O'Hare was with me, 

Two insurance policies were put in. In 
them the dimensions of the buildings were 
given and the sums named mentioned. 

Richtanp OssorNE, sworn: The barn wes 
quite old and the timbers in it not sound; I 
would not give $475 for that barn when it 
was new ;$200 would put up a better one. I 
knew the house and think it was worth $300 
any way. 

Cross examined,—The barn was worth 
about $100 and the stable $50. 

Jous Sarru, sworn: I knew the house 
that was burned ; it was put up 20 years ago 
and nothing has been done toit since; the 
bara is up about 30 years; 1 think the barn 
when first built anti not cost over $100, I 
have not expressed any opinion as to the 
value of this place ; the house I consider could 
be built for $400. 

Verdict for defendant.

vor—a Smith & Wesson soven shooter; thero 
are threo empty and four loaded chambers ; 
T orreated her aud brought her to tho station. 

To Mr, Dickson.—The girl said she fired in 
self defence ; she made no attempt at con- 
cealmont; she felt bad that she had shot de- 
ceased ; some one spoke about a revolver and 
I sent Officer Newton to make inquiry ; she 
said she felt jastified in acting as she had 
done. 

Dr. B.S. Witson, sworu—I saw the de- 
ceased on ‘Ihuraday ; I went at the request 
of Mr. Brown, who said a man had been shot 
and wasat tho Hastings House; whon I 
roached there I found him sittingona bench 
in the rear of the bar-room : I noticed a fluid 
on the foor which showed thathe had been 
vomiting ; he appeared to be under the in- 
fluence of liquor ; I felt his pulse and exam- 
ined his respiration ; Thad him brought up 
stairs before this was dono ; I found his face 
covered with blood; he was conscious; hecould 
tell me where the pain was and would fre- 
quently ie his hand to his head und moan ; 
the pupils of his eyes at this time were not 
dilated ; he would answor questions when put 
to him ; I found the wound first in front of 
the left car communicating with the base of 
tho skull in the region of the temporal bene ; 
I carefully probed it and found the bullet had 
paseod through the skull; I directed a treat- 
ment for the present and saw him 
at frequent intervals during that day and 
night ; whim very early the following 
morning; I found him then completely un- 
i 1 saw him last alive about 10:30 
morning; I found he was sinking 
fast ; his pulse beats had gone up 35 beats ; ho 
breathed heavily, which gave evidence of tho 
brain being affected; I was not there at tho 
time of his death ; I understand he died about

. A Yerribie Night. 


Tuning Exrerimxce or A Derrorr 
Gint—Lasunp To THe BULWARKS oF THE 
Sinxuxo Prorecren Berrsony. 


(Detroit Free Press.) 

Among tho passongora who arrived on 
Satarday night from Lake Huron was Miss 
Belle Johnson, principal saleslady in the 
confectionory establishment of Thorpe, 
Hawley & Co., of this city. Sho was visit 
ed on Monday by a representative of tho 
Free Press, to whom sho gayo the following 
description of her experience on tho ill-fat- 
od Bortschy : 

“Aftor leaving Bay City we had much 
heavy weather and had becomo rather ac- 
customed to the tossing of the boat. Thurs- 
day night no change was observed and the 
lady passongers, mysolf among the number, 
collected in the after-cabin to listen to the 
stories of sovoral Southern ladios, rofugoes 
from the fever epidemic, who had chosen 
the lake asa safo resort. I was standing 
within three feet of my state-room when 
the conversation was ended by a terrible 
crash which threw mo headlong across tho 
cabin, The other ladies were crowded ina 
corner, not being able to speak. For some 
minutes no one moved, and Ionly heard 
an occasional prayer above the hoarse roar. 
One lady, like myself, had experience in 
similar emergencies, and we with difficulty 
gained the deck. Tho night was very dark, 
and nothing could be seen except the light- 
house beacon, soveral miles away, Our 
steam whistle had been sounding signals of 
distress, but as the water dshed over the 
engine fires they were put out,and the only 
signal on board gradually died to a moan, 
and then failod quite. Woe looked for tor- 
chos, but there wero none onboard. Our 
lamps had been dashed out, and we wore 
left groping about in the darkness. Uaptain 
MoGrogor had been sick in bed, but I could 
distinguish him on deck, giving directions 
for the lsunching of a boat which was to 
make an attempt at landing iu ordor to se- 
cure assistance. Tho boat was in tho water 
but a minute, and thon know by tho 
scroans I heard that it had gone over. 


** We passed tho night in this way, com- 
forting each other, and assisting tho crow as 
we could. The male passengers on board 
had secured thoir life proservers and sat 
with them on all night, but the women had 
given everything up, and I refused to put 
one op, thinking it would only prolong my 
suffering. Early on Friday morning the 
steward came below and insisted upon 
buckling on the preserver. It seemed like 
getting into my ocoflin, for I had said my 
Inst prayor and was ready. After securing 
the belts we were led to the upper deck, 
and as the boat threatened to part every 
minute, we were lashed, one by one, to 
the outer bulwarks. Whenever the sea 
paused over me the ropes held me fast,and 

sat tied there three hours looking into the 
water, and wishing I could go down and 
have it ended, 


** The captain passed by and with his 
glass I could see some of our “men. cling- 
ing to the foot of a perpendicular cliff 
about forty feet in height. They had 
drifted ashore the night beforo when the 
small boat was swamped. I also saw tho 
life boat being Jaunched, and the crowd 
of men hurrying up aud down the shore 
as if bewildered. The life-saving boat 
could be seen an instant, then it would 
sink into the trough of the sea, and we 
thought it was lost. It gradually neared 
us, and a line was thrown out and secur- 
ed by Captain Kiah. Then two men 
were seen climbing out on the ropes and 
through the water toward our boat. It 
took them along time, but they were at 
last on board, and knew how to direct 
our offorts for safety. Through their 
management the boats came near by, and 
we were hauled on board and then takon 
toland. Not until I stood on solid 
ground could I think that it was possible 
for me to escape death. 

“ Tho greatest praiso is duo the men in 
the life boat. I visited their station on 
Saturday, and found the road over which 
they carriod their boat rough and sandy. 
As it was five miles from the propollor’s 
wreck, it seemed marvellous that thoy 
could reach her at all.”

The Great Orange Case. 


JUDGMENT IN THE CASE OF GRANT YS, BEAU- 
DRY—THE ACTION DISMI48%D ON A ¥YOR- 
MALITY —INSUFFICIENT NOTICE OY AU- 

| TION, . 


(From the Witness, Oct. 25.) 


This morning a largo party of gentlemen 
principally of tne logal profession, assem- 
led in the Superior Court to hear the 
judgment in the caso of David Grant os 
the Hon, J. L. Beaudry, ex-mayor. 

The Hon. Mr. Justice McKay entered 
the Court room at ten minutes past eleven 
and in rendering his decision said : In Feb- 
ruary last the plaintiff sued the defendant 
Mayor of Montreal, anda Justice of the 
Poace, for damages by false arrest for hay- 
ing illegally caused the arrest of the plain- 
tiff on the 12th of July, 1878. The declar- 
ation has avery long introduction, stating 
the history, object and constitution of the 
Loyal Orange Association, It is formed 
(so says the declaration) of persons desirous 
of supporting the principles of the Chris- 
tian religion; they meet together periodi- 
cally in honor of William, Prince of Or- 
ange, whose memory they hold in rever- 
ence. The declaration goes on to charge 
the defendant with having, in abuse of his 
autaority, gotten onc Murphy to make an 
aflidavit on that 12th of July, charging tho 
plaintiff and others with having unlawfully 
assembled for the purpose of walking in 
procession through the public streets of the 


charged as the offence of the defendant. 
Where it took place or was committed is not 
stated. In England,whence we have drawn 
our law, this would be held fatal to the 
plaintift’s case. See Martin vs. Upcher 5, 
Queen's Bench reports. So it would be in 
Ireland, see Fisher's Digest, page 3, casos 
of 1877. So in Ontario, the cuses of Kein- 
blo vs. McGarry, 6, Q. B., old sories, and 
Maddin vs, Shewan, 2, Q. B., page 115, 
Quotations from the judgments in these 
casos were then made, 

His Honor continuing said—Our Code of 
Procedure, Art. 36, orders: 

‘* Every suit in damages against « public offi« 
ver by reason of any net done by him in the 
execution of his functions must be brought be- 
fore the Court of the place where such act was 
committed.” 

_ How can it be seen whether an action is 
instituted in the proper county if in the 
notice of action no place be stated? The 
necessity for the statement of the place in 
the notice of action is apparent for more 
reasons than one. Certain it is that our 
Quebec Court holds, as do those of Eng- 
land, Ireland and Ontario—see Butter- 
worth vs. Hough, 16 L. 0, Rep. Judg- 
ment of Judge Stewart, which was after- 
wards confirmed in the Court of Queen's 
Bench. The cause of action in a notice of 
action is not stated within the extent of Art. 
22, Code of Procedure, unleas the place be 
stated. 

In no country possessing the institution 
of Ju 6 of the Peace, as do the British 
possessions generally, has it ever been judg- 
ed, except at the trial of the case of Hem- 
ble vs, McGarry, when the judge erred,and 
his ruling was afterwards corrected by the 
Queen's Bench, that the place need not be 
stated in the notice of action. This is a 
large proposition, but no less troe than 
large, and there cannot be one law for the 
Martins, the Kembles, the Maddens and 


city, thereby provoking a breach of the 
peaco, It is said that the plaintiff was 
thereupon arrested and had to give bail, 
and afterwards that the defendant caused 
an indictment to be prepared against the 
ite and others for unlawfully assem- 
ling on that 12th of July; that a truo bill 
was found, the defendant having obtained 
it by the abuse of the process of law; that 
on the 14th of October the plaintiff was 
tried, and found not guilty. The declara- 
tion then proceeds to charge the defendant 
with having also gotten the plaintiff with 
others indicted in October, 1878, foe an 
unlawful combination and confederacy, tho 
members of ittaking an oath not author- 
ized by law; that by abuse of Jaw the de- 
fendant got true bill found upon this in- 
dictment; that afterwards plaintiff was 
tried upon it but acquitted. Damages al- 
leged and $10,000 sued for. On the 23rd 
of October, 1878, notice of action served 
upon the defendant in the words and form 
following :

proper amend and reparation ot such da es

The defendant pleads four special pleas 
and the general issue, By the first he says 
that he issued as a public officer, and 
therefore was entitled to a month's notice 
of action before suit; that this notice 
ought to have stated the causes of action 
and the name and residence of plaintiff's 
attorney or agent ; that the plaintiff did 
not give such notice, and that the pretend- 
ed notice of the 28rd October, 1878, was 
informal and irregular, and did not men- 
tion the place where the act of defendant 
(quasi delit) complained of, was committed. 

By his answer to this first plea the plain- 
tiff says that the notice of action given to 
defendant was sufficient in every respect. 
By the pleas the defendant alleges that 
plaintiff was an Orangeman on the 12th of 
July, 1878 ; that the Orange Association is 
dangerous to public order ; that in Mont- 
real the Society was, and is, an illegal one; 
that before the 12th of July, 1878, it had 
announced a determination to have a pro- 
cession through the streets ; that this caus- 
ed great anxiety among tho citizens, dis- 
ordors usually being the result of such pro- 
cessions ; that tho magistrates advised tho 
defendant to issue a proclamation sgainst 
all processions that day,and invited the 
citizens to help to preserve the peace ; that 
the City Council bo so adyisedthe defend- 
ant ; that he did as advised, yet the Or- 
angemen met with the intention to walk 
with insignia that day, and the plaintiff 
was, while organizing or marshalling the 
parade or procession, arrested by proper 
authority, and defendant is not responsi- 
ble ; that the plaintiff was arreated by the 
High Constable upon a warrant of the 
Police Magistrate on the information of 
one Murphy, which warrant the defendant 
approved, and plaintiff was as it were con- 
senting to his ownarrest,thatby or through 
it he might raise before the courts the 
question of the legality or illegality of the 
Orange Association ; that as to the pro- 
ceedings before the Criminal Courts, wheth- 
or plaintiff was acquitted or not cannot 
atlect the defendant, for he did not promote 
them and had nothing to do with them, &c., 
eo. 

In disposing of the case we have first to 
do with the first plea, and the answor to it. 
That the defendant was entitled to*notice 
of action before suit is plain, We see at 
the end of the enquete that he acted on the 
12th of July in the execution of his oftice. 
Ho was in the exercise of his functions. 
Tho plaintit! admits that ho had to give 
notico of action ; ho alleges notice, and by 
his answer to thopleainsiatathat the notico 
given was sufficient. ‘Tho defendant says 
that ho has not received the required notice; 
that tho causes of action were not stated in 
the notico served, that it did not even stato 
whore the act complained of was done. 
Ho objects also that the names and reai- 
donco of plaintifl’s attorneys or agents giv- 
ing the notice are not stated in or upon it. 

“Tho notice ia aufticiont,” says plaintitl’s 
attorney ; “the defendant could not mis- 
understand it.” ‘It must be read ina 
reasonable common-sense way.’

It is this, that the 
notice does not set forth thé name and the 
residence of the plaintiff's attorneys or 
agents giving it, according to Art. 22 of tho 
code of procedure. Plaintiff's notice does 
not express the place of residence of his at- 
torneys. Bothin England and Oxtario the 
goat notice would be held defective.

The practice in the Province of Quebec is 
well established, to give the names and ad- 
dreas of the attorneys in giving the notice 
of action.

Tho plaintifl’s 
actien was, therefore, dismissed.

It ap- 
pears that some men on tho Uist coast raw 
the wreck of the yacht, but owing to the 
fearful sea ranning po boat would venture 
out. Three men proceeded over the hills 
to Lochmaddy and gave information to the 
Procurator Fiscal, who instafitly telegraph- 
ed the news to Lord Dunmore, in Harris, 
The telegram was received in the middle 
of the night, but in less than two hours 
hia lordship got a crew of three men to- 
gether, who procesded under his command 
to make reddy for sea the only” available 
boat at the moment, which Was an un- 
decked, but strongly built ontter-rigyed 
fishing boat of about six tons. In this 
small open boat, armed with baskets of 
provisions, thoy started in the dark, under 
a close-reefed mainsail, to bear against a 
south-west gale for elaven miles through a 
very heavy sea of open Atlantic, After 
beating for five hours they reached tho 
island and found the women and children 
in an exhausted state.

NOTHS BY THE WAY: 


When the history of Prince Edward 
Dounty comes to be written, it will be To: 
dod that one of the principal events in 
© history was the opening of the Railway 
which connects her County Town with the 
frontier parts of Ontario, and tho chief 
markets of the Dominion, It was a bold 
spirit that projected this Railway, and it 
was a bold pieoo of policy that carried it 
into successful operation. We venture to 
say that even comparatively few of the 
loading citizens of that County, and fowor 
still of those who live outside, believed 
that this Railway would over be built. 
But it has boon built, and with loss fuss 
and feathers, with scarcely any local jeal- 
ousies,and without that bickering and strife 
which has characterized similar undertak- 
ings in other localities. It has beon built, 
too, while Belloville was arguing and dis. 
cussing tho feasibility of doing somothing 
more than it had dono to attract and secure 
the trade and traffic of that important 
County, And now that it is built, and we 
see a large portion of the trade and traflic 
of a considerablo section ot that county go 
elsewhere, we wonder and grow wise, when 
it is too late, 


The, Prince Edward County Railway 
was opened for regular traffic on Monday, 
the 27th October, 1879, It was commenc- 
ed to bo built about the last of September, 
1878, by Mr. Manning of Toronto, who 
took hold of the undertaking with his usual 
enterprise, and pushed it rapidly forward 
to completion. It was recently inspected 
by Mr. Shanly on behalf of the Govern- 
mont, and passed by him asa road tit for 
the conveyance of passengers. A Com- 
pany was organized who leased the road 
from Mr. Manning, of whom Mr, E Mar- 
row, whose head quarters is Trenton, is the 
Secretary Treasurer, and Mr, John Haney 
General Manager. Mr. Marrow has had 
some fifteen years experience in cunnec- 
tion with the Northern Railway aud is in 
every respect well fitted for the position 
he ocoupies, Mr. Haney, supervised the 
building ot the road under Mr, Manning, 


| and his oxperience as a Railway man well 


qualifies him for the position of Managor. 
In some respects the contractor had ad- 
vantages which do not always fall to the 
lot of Railway contractors, The line of the 
road presented very fow engineering difli- 
culties, running as it did through a com- 
paratively level country, with no bridges 
of any consequence, no heayy cuttings, no 
swamps nor rock work, The bonuses 
given to the road,considering tho character 
ofthe work, were liberal, the County of 
Prince Edward giving $60,000 ; Picton 
$20,000 ; Trenton $10,000 ; Wellington 
$2,500 ; and the Government supplement- 
ing these with a bonus of $4,000 a mile. 
There are thirty-two miles of road, and 
the total amount of bonus being $220,500, 
gives a bonus of nearly $7,000 a mile. 

On Monday morning, according to the 
time table, the first regular train on the 
Prince Edward County Railway was to 
leave Trenton Junction—that is the Grand 
Trunk Railway Station—at 7.05, but as 
the Grand Trunk Railway Express going 
west did not arrive at Trenton until 
troarteaniontand-Arnituites ‘ante ins 
trhin consisted of the engine ‘ Toronto,” 
a freight car, a baggage and express car 
and a passenger car, with ono solitary pas. 
senger and the conductor, Mr, Cartwright. 
At tho village station we take on Mr. Mar- 
row, Mr. J. S, Feehan, ethe now atation 
agent at Picton, one or two others, and 
away speeds the iron horse at a rattling 
pace, For a mile or so we skirt along the 
shores of the head waters of the Bay of 
Quinte, and then plunge into the woods of 
the narrow neck of land which connects the 
Counties of Hastings and Northumberland 
with the County of Prince Edward, cross- 
ing DeadCreek and the reserve of the Mur- 
ray Canal, which just now is absorbing very 
general attention, and making our first 
halting placo the Carrying Place. We 
stop but fora moment, for there are no 
Passengers, and again the ‘old stovepipe 
on wheels,” puffs and blows,and makes the 
woods resound with its shrill echo, fright- 
ening the horses and cattle in the fields, 
who unused to such unearthly sounds, with 
tail and head erect, bound away with al- 
most the speed of a reindeer; and startling 
the inmates of the farm houses, to moat of 
whem the appearance of a railway train is 
something new and novel. At Consecon 
we have the first view of Lake Ontario, 
though somewhat obstructed by huge aand- 
banks, which, however, give the 
bay herea fine shelter for vessels. To 
the east is « beautiful sheet of water called 
Consecon Luke, three or four miles in 
length, and one or two in width, The 
Railway crosses the head of thin lake on a 
bridge 860 feet in length, and here (par- 
enthetically) we might speak of the char- 
acter of the Road, its culverts and bridges, 
As stated in another place, the Jineruns 
through a level country, and there 
are no engineering difficulties 
of consequence. At this Lake we atrike 
the first bridge of any dimensiops. The 
track is laid on heavy piles sunk to a con- 
siderable depth and resting on a solid 
foundation, and the bridge appears to be 
most substantially built. Tho road-bed 
generally is very well ballasted, though in 
some places it will soon require additional 
gravol. The grade is fair, and although in 
some places very crooked, the curves are 
long and easily rounded. Tho track in ro- 
markably oven for a now road, only a few 
spots on the whole line that might bo con- 
siderod rough. The wholo line is fenced 
with barbed wire, a style of fonco which is 
very yonorally boing adoptod on new Rail- 
ways, tho principal advantago being that 
it will provont tho roadway from boing 
blocked with snow-drifts. 

Wo halt at Hillior, a fag station, to take 
on @ fow pasnongers, and from thence pass 
through one of tho finest parte of this fine 
County. Highly-cultivated ficlds, large 
orchards, handsomo brick rosidences,

At 
Wellington we take on two or three more 
passengers and our good craft speeds on

at the rato of about thirty miles an hour, 
we reach Picton Station. But Picton pro- 
por lies in tho valley beyond, and you can 
just neo the spires of its churches, and the 
roofs of somo of its moat prominent public 
buildings and residences. As wo are oblig- 
edto return by the next train we have 
only half an hour and have not time to go 
down into the town, But some of the town 
people have come up to wolcome the arrival 
of the first train, and we oxchange friendly 
greetings, and mutually bid good speed and 
prospority to the Prince Edward County 
Railway. 

Tho station at Picton, as indeed alj 
the stations along the line, is large, 
with comfortable waiting room, and with 
freight sheds attached. At 9:20 wo are 
onthe way again on the return trip, ar- 
riving at Trenton at 10:58, having mado 
the round trip, including half an hour 
stoppage at Picton, in 3 hours 33 minutes. 
Tho train makes two trips a day, leaving 
Trenton Junction at 7:05 a, m. and 12 
noon, arriving at Picton at 8:50 8. m. and 
2:20 p. m. and returning leaves Picton at 
:20 a.m. and 3:40 p. m., reaching Tren- 
ton Junction at 11;05 a. m. and 6:00 p. m. 

The promoters of tho Railway express 
no doubt about the road doing a good pay- 
ing business, and judging from the locali- 
ties through which it passes, and the 
pointsit touches, these hopes look reasonable 
enough. Already some American buyers at 
Wollington have engaged a number of cars 
and are preparing toship barley direct to 
Chicago, by an all rail route.

The Now York Sun says ; “The Canadian 
Governmont dosorves credit for its offort to 
keep faith with tho British Oolumbians by 
pushing work on tho Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way. Yot it is difficult to understand what 
is going to be done with the railway after | 
tho broad and dreary desert between Mani- | 
toba and tho Pacific settlement shall havo 
beon spanned, Thore are times whon tho 
Union Pacific Railway, oven disfigured as it | 
is by miles of shods, is obstructed for days | 
hy snow storms, and there is much reason 
to believe thatthe trouble will bo far 
groator in a region almost bordering upon 
| the Arctic.” 

Tho Sun spoaks from tho depths of abso- 
Jute ignorance concerning the Canadian Pa- 
citic Railway, Comparing it with tho 
Amorican trans-continental route the Cana- 
dian line has the advantage in every res- 
pect. ‘Instoad of passing throngh a desert 
many hundred miles wide, 08 the Amorican 
road does, it will traverse a region of unex- 
amplod fertility betwoon Lake Suporor and 
tho Rocky Mountains, a tract estimated by 
tho best authorities to contain 160,000,000 
acres of agricultural land. 

Between Lake Nipissing and Winnipog 
the snowfall is about the same as in the 
Eastern Provinces ; botween Winnipeg and 
the Rocky Mountains snow falls to the 
dopth of from 20 to 24 inches ; on the oast- 
ern slope of the Rockies the fall is lighter 
than in Ontario,and only for a few milos on 
their westorn slope will snow-aheds be re- 
quired The serious difficulties offered by 
snow to the working of the Amorican line 
will be practically non-existent on the Cana- 
dian one. 

Our road, too, will pass through a country 
posesssing a far better climate than that on 
which our neighbor's line has been con- 
structed. Tho cold is less intense in the 
lower passes of the Rockies inthe Dominion 
than in the high levela by which the Ameri- 
can line reaches the Pacific. How greatly 
the northern line has the advantage in its 
Jow level above the sea may be known by 
the following table, in which we take Omaha 
and Lake Superior as the respectivo start 
ing points for our comparison ;

How the Groat Conspiracy 
Fouled 


A romarkable article in Blackwood this 
month, by some ono who has evidently beon 
‘‘bohind tho scenes,” throws considorablo 
light on tho causes leading to to: the dos- 
patch of tho British floot to Besika Bay in 
1876, ‘Tho Euglish poople saw only in 
this spirited assortion of independenco of 
England. Tho Berlin Memorandum, o 
document really manufactured in the Rus- 
sian Foreign Office, had boon offered for 
British approval with abrupt discourtesy, 
England “did not count—the ‘Triple Al- 
liance being in full swing : and Ruasia, in 
return for yarious services rendered to Gor- 
many, was to work hor will in tho Balkan 
Peninsula, England rejectected the Bor- 
lin Memorandum and immediately after- 
wards her fleet suddenly appeared at Bosika 
Bay, propared to force a passage through 
the Dardanelles. By-and-bye 1t will pro- 
bably be found that there wore graver 
reasons for this stop than those of momeut 
ary policy, The writer in Blackwdod 
makes an important conjecture which ts 
this: —Hardly was the Berlin Conference 
atan ond than a secret despatch reached 
Downing-stroet from the Continent. This 
was on the Friday night or Saturday morn- 
ing. That very day, tho Channol Fleet 
was ordered to sail for the Mediterranean, 
aod tho Duke of Edinburgh, hastily excus- 

ing himself from a civic banquet, hurried 
from London to join his ship; and, as soon 
appeared, the combined Home and Med- 
itorranean squadrons—in one grand word, 
the British fleet~made its appearance at 
Besika Bay. Our Channel Fleet sailed on 
the Sunday after the meeting of the Imper- 
ial Chancellors at Berlin; on Monday 
morning the Gorman ironclads steam- 
ed out of Wilhelmshoo in the Bal- 
tio,destined for the Mediterranean, And 
they came as faras the British Jhannel ; 
but the British floet had got the start ; the 

amo was up; and they wero recalled, 
Prices will probably record that this in- 
cident represented a. gigantic conspiracy 
defeated. Russia was to make a coup de 
main on Constantinople, and Germany was 
to co-operate with her flect. The situation 
was favorable to such a scheme, Abdul 
Aziz was tottering on his throne and a ré- 
yolution was impending in Constantinople, 
What simpler expedient could there be 
than the ‘‘ restoration of order by Russian 
bayonets!" Sooner or Jater, when the full 
publication of documents is permissable, 
people will find in that third week in May, 
1876, a parallel to the events connected 
with the socrot clause in tho ‘Troaty of 
Tilsit, whereby Napoleon was suddenly, 
and without any declaration of war, to 
seize the fleet of neutral Denmark. Re- 
ceiving private information of this secret 
clause,the British Cabinet boldly anticipat- 
ed'the Napoleonic coup by the Copenhagen 
expedition, which got possession of the 
Danish tleet while tho French legions were 
advancing by forced-marches to capture 
it and add it to their own naval power 
against England. This bold and rapid 
stroke delivered by our Governnent croat- 
ed n great outery on the part of the Oppo- 
sition, who declaimed against it as foul 
play to a neutral State. Fo long the 
Government had to bear the opprobrium 
in silence, in orderto cover its secret in- 
formant ; but at length the secret clause 
was published, and the whole nation beheld 
the danger thus escaped, and united in 
praise of the prompt and bold dpcision of 
the Cabinet. Blackwood's surmise is that 
ua similar meed of praise awaits tho British 
Goyernment, for its energetic action in 
May, 1876. We havo already one result 
of that action in the utter collapse of the 
dangerous Triple Alliance and the substitu- 
tion of more peaceful combinatios.

A new bridge over the Neva at St, Pe- 
tersburg was opeued with great ceremony 
on the 12th inst.

An Irishman named O'Flaherty has found 
the largest diamond on record in the fields 
of South Africa, It weighs 150 carats, the 
famous Koh-i-noor not being oyer two- 
thirds that weight. 

The impending 25th anniversary of the 
proclamation of tho dogma of the immacu- 
late Corona is to bo the occasion of a 
plenary indulgence on the usual condi- 
tione 

Intelligence has been received from Con- 
stantine, in Algiers, stating that while the 
races were being held there, two stands 
gaye way. Seventy persons were injured, 
several severely, 

The Queen of the Belgians will present to 
the future Queen of Spain a wedding veil 
of Flemish lace of the choicest workman- 
ship, which is now being made at the girl's 
orphanage at Ghent. 

The ravages of the phylloxera in the 
vineyards throughout Switzerland and 
Italy is reported by the local papers to 
have been greatly exaggerated. There will 
be the ayerage wine crop this year. 

A new mode of collecting honey is being 
tried in Germany. A small apparatus with 
wires gives the bees an electric shock, and 
they fall to the bottom of the hive, romain- 
ing motionless for several hours. 

Experiments were recently made at Shoe- 
buryness with an 80 ton gun, loaded with 
acharge of 425 pounds, and a projectile 
weighing 1,700 pounds. It carried the shell 
with great accuracy a distance of 6 or 7 
miles. 

At the recent election of five Municipal 
Councillors in the French Commune of St. 
Chames, only ten electors out of a regiater- 
ed 800 went tothe polls, In the Commune 
of Meyrargnes seven Councillors were elect- 
ed, and only three persons yoted. 


According to intelligence received from 
Hong Kong the natives of Tonquin mani- 
feat a resolution to sever their province 
from the Kingdom of Annam, and it is ex- 
pected that a French protectorate will be 
established over the territory. 

The gigantic project for the construction 
of a canal through the Caucasus from the

Mr. Yates, editor of the London World, 
has changed the title of a story by Miss 
Braddon, running in that publication,from 
“ Splendid Misery ” to ‘Her Gilded Cage,” 
becanse a publisher appeared who owned 
the copyright of a novel with the formor 
title, writton some time ago, but hardly 
known to the public. 

General Todlebon, who, like General 
Kauffmann, is in constant communication 
with scientific institutions in Germany, 
which he regularly informs’ of important 
geographical discoveries, has presented 
throe camels to the Zoological Gardens in 
Berlin, which haye likewise boen tho re- 
cipient of several handsome donations from

Col. Prejevalski, the indefatigable ex- 
plorer, is, acoording to his latest reports, 
progressing most favorably on his tour 
from Snissan over the Altai mountains to 
Barkul and Cham, He hopes soon to reach 
Thibet.

On motion of Mr, Anderson, seconded by 
Mr, Kelso, the Mayor was called upon to 
preside, 

His Worship, on taking the chair, stated 
tho object ofthe meeting, He had no doubt 
the proposed canal would be of great benefit. 
It had been agitated by our fathers before us 
and. a grant of land had been made to con- 
struct it. Their object was to endeavor to 
joflaence the Government to build the canal, 
and some resolutions had been prepared, which 
he would be happy to have them discuss and 
take action upon them, 

Ald. Robertson, chairman of the Canal 
Committee of the City Council, said he had 
addressed circulara to the representative mon 
of the municipalities interested, asking them 
to meet here to discuss the preject, not as a 
Belleville enterpriso, but because this city is 
the most central point for meeting. There 
was no division of opinion as to the desirabil- 
ity of the canal, and their attention would 
consequently be directed to dovising the best 
means of inducing’ the Government to com. 
monce the work, 

Tn answer to Mr. Murphy, Ald, Robertson 
said that there had been no correspondence 
with the Government, 

Hon. Robert Read moved the tirst resolu- 


lution, seconded by Mr, Keeler, M. P. as 
follows : 

Resolved,—That a deputation do wait upon 
the Hon. Sir Charles Tupper, Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals for the Dominion, and press 
upon him the necessity and importance of the 
construction of tho Murray Canal; and to 
respectfully request him to take the necessary 
ateps for the prosecution of the work in the 
ensuing spring, Such deputation to consist 
of the Mayors, Wardens, and Reeves of the 
Municipalities interested, together with the 
Senators and Members of the House of Com- 
mons representing the various Countios adja- 
cont to the proposed canal, with power to add 
to their number. 

Tn support of the resolution Mr, Read al- 
luded to the fact that our trade had greatly 
changed of late years, Formerly all our trade 
was with tho east, but now wo had a largo 
and growing trade from the west, and the 
Murray Canal had business of very great im- 
portance to the trade of the whole country, 
There was no harbor between Presqu’ Ile 
and Kingston, which was a very great disad- 
yantage to sbipping, and resulted in many 
marine disasters, as that part of tho coast 
was tho worat on the lake. 


Mr. Keelor; in seconding the motion, enter- 
ed at some length into the history of the pro- 
ject. He had himself devoted a good deal of 
attention to it, and had as amember of the 
Commons brought the subject to the attention 
of the Government. At tho last session he 


chad received an assurance from the Premier 


mittee of the City of Relloville, in conjunction 
with the othor Committees, setting forth tho 
rights and olaima upon the Government for 
the 


nstruction nf the Murray Canal, and 
the morits of the project in itself, in a 
1s filitary point of 
And that said Memorial bo ciroulated 
for signature in the various Municipalities 
and Countios interested, 

Ho said tho project had been long talked 
about, and was glad to sco that the matter 
was at length taken up with good prospects 
In his County they did not expect 

to receive the benefit which would accrue to 
Bolloville and Tronton, although portions of 
his constituency would derive a little benefit 
from it. As one hundred millions was to be 
expended on the Pacific Railway, to which we 
contribute our share, ho thought it was only 
fair that a small aum should be expended at 
our doors, The canal would be of great ad- 
vantage to vessels, which would by its use 
avoid the great dangers of tho Prince Edward 
shore, He was nota momber of the House 
where his voice would be heard in support of 
this project, but ho was willing to give his 
money and time in order to forward it; and 
he was satisfied, from tho assurances given to 
Mr. Keelor, that they would be successful, 

Mr. Jamea said it having been concluded 
that the canal should bo built,they had taken 
the right steps to secure their object. In his 
opinion the deputation should visit Ottawa 
during the session after petitions had been 
ciroulated, and this he believed would have 
tho desired effect, 

Mr. Croutor supported the construction of 
the Canal from military and naval as well as 
from commorcial reasons, If our commerco 
was to bo increased, as it would be immensely 
by the construction of the Pacitio Railway,the 
canal would be a nenossity, as much of [that 
tratfic must come down Lake ‘Ontario, By 
opening the canal a much safer highway would 
be provided for the traflic of the great west. 

Mr. Read urged that the Governmentshoald 
bo shown that this canal will bo of a general 
as well as a local advantage. 

Mr. Kelso said that the policy of the Govern- 
ment hadoflate years boon toenlargethocanals 
so as to attract the traflic of the west, If that 
policy were correct, then they ought to ex- 
tend their facilities by constructing the Mur- 
ray Canal, which certainly was of Dominion 
importance if the Baio Verte canal was. It 
woullalso be of much sanitary importance, 
as aiding in purifying the waters of the Bay, 
The Bay of Quinte being simply an extension 
of the river St. Lawrence, if the canal were 
built, vessels could proceed from Presqu’Ile 
to Montreal with the same safety as they can 
now go from Kingston. 

Mr. Francis supported the resolution, and 
considered that the opening of the canal would 
benefit Belleville greatly in connection with 
the shipment of iron ore, The people of 
Trenton would support the project, and 
would also recieve the support of Belleville in 
their project for the construction of the Trent 
Valley canal, Feeling that this would be 
the case, he cordially supported the resolu- 
tion. 

Hon. L. Wallbridge gave an interesting 
resume of the past history of the work. The 
lands granted bad been sold, and that money

and from Sir Charlea Tupper that they would 
use their best efforts to have a sum put inthe 
estimates at the next session for the prose- 
cntion of the work, He had been assured by 
Mr, Lyons, the engineer who surveyed the 
work in 1846, that it could be constructed 
for a much smaller eum than even his estimate. 
In his opinion high eatimates had been made 
of its cost at tho instance of interested parties 
in Kingston, in order to provent its construc- 
tion, because it would extend the head gof 
river navigation from Kingston to the head of 
the Bay of Quinte, He believed that it could 
be built for $100,000, and that a width of 50 
foot would bw sufficient, instead of the width 
estimated for, which would greatly reduce tho 
cost, and in his opivion a dopth of 8 feet at 
low water would be sufficient. He had con- 
siderable difficulty in getting the Murray 
Canal referred to the Canal Commissioners in 
1870, but through the kindness of Sir. John 
Macdonald he had succeeded. He read from 
his evidence taken before the Commissioners 
in which he atated that western bound vessels 
would be benefitted fifty per cent., and that 
it would be of benefit to the whole trade of the 
lake, as three-fourths of tho disasters ovouy 
east of Presqu’Isle, It would also enable 
sailidg vessels and steamers bound west to 
proceed to the head of the bay in foul weath- 
er, instead of lying at Kingston. In his 
opinion the canal ought to be fre of tolls,and 
Sir John Macdonald, ho felt assured, looked 
upon it in the same way, the canal being of 
so amall an extent. The trade in iron ore 
Was growing, having beon greatly developed 
by the North Hastings Railway. He was in- 
formed by the owners of the furnace at Char- 
lotte that the ore was worth $12 per ton de- 
livered there, and anit could be mined*and 
dolivored at a cost of $4 per ton to the pro- 
ducer, it was evident that that trade would 
attain very large proportions, By the con- 
struction of this short canal the iron ore from 
tho North Hastings mines could be conveyed 
in about a straight lineto Pitteburg Three 
separate routes had been surveyed, but he 
favored the original route, for which tho land 
grant had beon originally made. He hoped 
they would be able to act with unity, and if 
tho people of Northumberland, Hastings and 
Prince Edward were « unit in support of this 
scheme, he bad not the shadow of a doubt 
that they would succeed. Ho thought it 
would be bettor to defor the visit of the depu- 
tation to Ottawa until the Houso is in seasion.
